REGULATIONS  MADE  UNDER 
THE  MILK  INDUSTRY  ACT,  1954 

By-Laws  For  Local  Boards 

head  office 

1.  The  head  office  of  a  local  board  shall  be  in 
such  place  in  Ontario  as  the  local  board  may  from  time 
to  time  determine. 

FISCAL  YEAR 

2.  The  fiscal  year  of  a  local  board  shall  end  on  the 
31st  of  March,  but  the  local  board  may  fix  another 
date. 

FIRST  MEETING 

3.  The  first  meeting  of  a  local  board  shall  be  held 
not  later  than  10  days  after  the  election  of  the  members 
thereof. 

OFFICERS 

4.(1)  A  local  board  shall  at  its  first  meeting  after 
appointment  or  election,  as  the  case  may  be,  elect 
from  its  members  a  chairman  and  a  vice-chairman. 

(2)  When  the  chairman  and  vice-chairman  are 
absent  from  a  meeting  the  local  board  may  elect  a 
chairman  from  the  members  present  at  the  meeting. 

5.  A  majority  of  the  members  of  a  local  board  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

6.(1)  A  local  board  shall  appoint  a  secretary  and 
treasurer. 

(2)  The  same  person  may  be  appointed  secretary 
and  treasurer. 

(3)  No  secretary  or  treasurer  shall  be  a  member  of 
the  local  board. 

SECRETARY 

7.  The  secretary  of  a  local  board  shall 

(a)  attend  all  meetings  of  the  local  board  and 
keep  true  minutes  thereof, 

(ft)  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the  local  board, 
and 

(c)  keep  a  record  of 

(i)  all    business    transactions    of    the    local 
board, 

(ii)  all  orders,  directions  or  determinations 
of  the  local  board, 

(iii)  all  reports  of  committees  that  may  from 
time  to  time  be  appointed  by  the  local 
board,  and 

(iv)  all  annual  statements  and  financial  and 
auditor's  reports. 


TREASURER 

8.  The  treasurer  of  a  local  board  shall 

(a)  receive  all  moneys  paid  to  the  local  board  and 
forthwith  deposit  them  to  the  credit  of  the 
local  board  in  a  chartered  bank,  or  in  a  branch 
of  The  Province  of  Ontario  Savings  Office  as 
the  local  board  made  by  resolution  direct, 

(b)  keep  the  securities  of  the  local  board  in  safe 
custody, 

(c)  keep  or  cause  to  be  kept  proper  books  of 
account,  and  make  or  cause  to  be  made 
therein  entries  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures 
of  the  local  board, 

(d)  prepare  the  annual  financial  statement  of  the 
local  board,  and 

(e)  prepare  reports  showing  the  financial  position 
of  the  local  board,  as  the  local  board  may 
from  time  to  time  direct. 

MEETINGS  OF  LOCAL  BOARD 

9.(1)  Meetings  of  a  local  board  shall  be  called  by 
the  chairman,  or  by  2  members,  by  giving  notice 
thereof  to  each  member  and  to  the  secretary  and 
treasurer  of  the  local  board. 

(2)  Unless  otherwise  given  in  the  notice  calling  the 
meeting,  the  meetings  of  the  local  board  shall  be  held 
at  the  head  office. 

(3)  Notice  of  a  meeting  shall 

(a)  include  the  date  and  time  of  the  meeting  of 
the  local  board, 

(b)  be  given 

(i)  in  writing  by  prepaid  mail  or  telegraph,  or 
(ii)  orally,  and 

(c)  be  given  in  such  a  manner  as  to  ensure  that 
each  member  has  sufficient  time  to  receive 
the  notice  and  to  attend  the  meeting. 

10.(1)  The  order  of  business  at  a  meeting  of  a  local 
board  shall  be 

(c)  roll  call, 

(6)  reading  and  approving  of  minutes  of  last 
meeting, 

(c)  business  arising  out  of  minutes, 

(d)  report  of  treasurer, 

(e)  dealing  with  correspondence, 
(/)  unfinished  business,  and 

(g)  new  business. 

(2)  The  order  of  business  may  be  varied  by  a 
majority  vote  of  the  members  present  at  a  meeting. 

11.  All  questions  arising  at  any  meeting  of  a  local 
board  shall  be  decided  by  the  majority  of  the  votes 
of  the  members  present  and  in  the  event  of  a  tie  vote 
the  chairman  of  the  meeting  shall  have  a  second  or 
casting  vote. 
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TRANSACTION  OF  BUSINESS 
OTHER  THAN  AT  A  MEETING 

12.(1)  A  local  board  may  transact ,  a  matter  of 
business  other  than  at  a  meeting  called  and  conducted 
in  accordance  with  regulations  9,  10  and  11,  upon  the 
following  conditions: 

(a)  that  the  chairman  of  the  local  board  is  of  the 
opinion  that  the  matter  of  business  should  be 
decided  sooner  than  a  meeting  may  be  called; 

(6)  that  the  chairman  submits  the  matter  to  be 
decided  to  the  secretary  of  the  local  board; 

(f)  that  the  chairman  or  the  secretary  submits  the 
matter  for  decision  of  the  members  of  the 
local  board 

(i)  by  prepaid  mail  or  telegraph,  or 

(ii)  orally,  and 

(d)  that  the  secretary  makes  a  record  in  the  minute 
book  of  the  local  board  of  the  matter  to  be 
decided  and  the  decision  of  each  member. 

(2)  Where  the  conditions  under  subregulation  1 
have  been  complied  with  and  the  record  shows  a 
majority  of  members  in  favour  of,  or  against,  the  matter 
of  business,  it  shall  be  decided  accordingly. 

(3)  Where  the  secretary  of  a  local  board  makes  a 
record  in  the  minute  book  under  subregulation  1, 
the  record  shall  be  read  and  confirmed  at  the  next 
meeting  of  the  local  board. 

13.  Minutes  of  each  meeting  of  a  board  shall  be 
signed  by  the  chairman  of  the  meeting  and  the  secretary. 

EXPENDITURES 

14.(1)  No  expenditures  shall  be  made  unless 
authorized  by  the  local  board  in  accordance  with  the 
powers  conferred  upon  the  local  board  by  the  Act, 
the  marketing  plan  and  the  regulations. 

(2)  All  expenditures  shall  be  made  by  cheque. 

(3)  Cheques  shall  be  signed  in  the  name  of  the 
local  board  by 

(a)  the  chairman,  or  in  his  absence  by  the  vice- 
chairman,  and  I 

(b)  the  treasurer. 

BONDING  OF  TREASURER 

15.(1)  The  treasurer  of  each  local  board  shall  be 
covered  by  a  bond  of  a  guarantee  company  approved 
under  The  Guarantee  Companies  Securities  Act  in  an 
amount  or  amounts  satisfactory  to  the  local  board. 

(2)  The  local  board  shall  pay  the  cost  of  the  bond. 


16.(1)  A  local  board  shall  cause  its  accounts  to  be 
audited  annually  by  one  or  more  auditors  within  3 
months  after  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  of  the  local  board. 

(2)  The  auditor  shall  make  a  report  to  the  local 
board  on  the  accounts  examined  by  him  and  on  every 
balance  sheet  laid  before  the  local  board  at  a  general 
meeting  and  in  the  report  shall  state  whether,  in  his 
opinion,  the  balance  sheet  referred  to  in  the  report  is 
properly  drawn  up  so  as  to  exhibit  a  true  and  correct 
view  of  the  state  of  the  local  board's  affairs  as  shown 
by  its  books  and  the  treasurer's  financial  statement. 

(3)  The  secretary  of  the  local  board  shall  file  the 
report  of  the  auditor. 


17.  Within  6  months  after  the  end  of  each  fiscal 
year  of  a  local  board,  the  secretary  of  the  local  board 
shall  forward  to  the  producers,  or  growers,  entitled 
to  vote  under  the  marketing  plan  a  copy  of  the  annual 
statement  and  auditor's  report  and  a  general  report 
of  the  local  board's  operations  for  the  fiscal  year  last 
ended. 

SEAL 

18.(1)  Each  local  board  shall  have  a  corporate 
seal. 

(2)  The  seal  shall  be  in  the  form  of  2  concentric 
circles  with  the  name  of  the  local  board  inserted  in  the 
sfjace  between  the  2  circles. 

(3)  Where  the  seal  is  used  it  shall  be  attested  by 

(a)  the  chairman  or  vice-chairman,  and 

(b)  the  secretary. 

(4)  The  secretary  shall  have  custody  of  the  seal.

DIRECTIONS  TO  LOCAL  BOARDS 

FISCAL  YEAR 

1.  Where  a  local  board  fixes  a  date  other  than  the 
31st  of  March  as  the  end  of  its  fiscal  year,  the  local 
board  is  directed  to  file  with  the  Board  the  date  so 
fixed. 

FIRST  MEETING 

2.  Within  20  days  after  the  date  of  the  election 
of  members  to  a  local  board,  it  is  directed  to  file  with 
the  Board 

(a)  the  names  and  addresses  of  the  members 
elected  to  the  local  board  and  the  district 
from  which  each  member  was  elected, 

(fc)  the  names  of  the  chairman  and  the  vice- 
chairman, 

(c)  the  location  and  postal  address  of  the  head 
office  of  the  local  board,  and 

(d)  the  names  and  addresses  of  the  secretary  and 
treasurer. 

VACANCIES 

3.  Where  a  vacancy  occurs  on  a  local  board  b>' 
reason  of  resignation  or  death  of  a  member,  the  local 
board  is  directed  to  report  to  the  board  the  vacancy 
within  10  da\s  of  the  occurrence  of  the  vacancy. 

MINUTES  OF  MEETINGS 

4.  Each  local  board  is  directed  to  file  with  the 
Board  within  7  days  after  the  holding  of  a  meeting 
of  the  local  board  a  true  copy  of  the  minutes  of  the 
meeting. 
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AGREEMENTS  AND  AWARDS 

5.  Where  a  local  board  receives  a  copy  of  any 
agreement  or  award  filed  with  the  Board  under  sub- 
section 2  of  section  32  of  the  Act,  the  local  board  is 
directed  to  file  with  its  secretary  the  copy  of  the  agree- 
ment or  award. 

ORDERS,  DIRECTIONS  AND  DETERMINATIONS 

6.  Within  7  days  after  the  issuance  of  an  order, 
direction  or  determination  by  a  local  board,  it  is 
directed  to  forward  a  copy  of  the  order,  direction  or 
determination  to  the  Board. 

ANNUAL  STATEMENTS  AND  AUDITOR'S  REPORTS 

7.  Each  local  board  is  directed  to  forward  to  the 
Board  a  certified  copy  of  its  annual  financial  statement 
together  with  the  report  of  the  auditor  or  auditors 
within  7  days  after  the  statement  and  report  are  filed 
with  the  local  board. 

REPORTS  OF  OPERATIONS  OF  BOARDS 

8.  Where  the  local  board  makes  a  general  report 
of  its  opjerations  for  a  fiscal  year,  the  local  board  is 
directed  to  forward  a  copy  of  the  report  to  the  Board 
within  30  days  from  the  date  of  the  report. 

9.  Where  a  marketing  agency  has  been  appointed 
for  the  marketing  of  a  farm  product  regulated  by  the 
marketing  plan  under  which  a  local  board  is  constituted, 
the  local  board  shall  forward  to  the  Board  a  copy  of 
every  agreement  made  by  the  local  board  respecting 
the  marketing  of  the  regulated  product,  and  every 
agreement  made  with  the  marketing  agency,  within 
7  days  of  the  date  of  the  agreement.

(3)  The  course  of  instruction  in  anatomy  shall  not 
be  less  than  250  hours  with  the  use  of  cadavers  or  parts 


thereof  prepared  by  the  instructor,  who  shall  perform  or 
cause  to  be  performed  the  dissection  required  for  the 
purpose  of  instruction.

(3)  The  report  shall  be  in  form  3. 

CHIEF  PRESIDING  OFFICERS 

13.  The  principal  of  a  secondary  school  shall  be 
the  chief  presiding  officer  in  his  own  school. 

14.  The  chief  presiding  officer  at  a  private-school 
examination  centre  shall  be  a  public-  or  separate-school 
inspector,  or  a  teacher  who  holds  a  Permanent  First 
Class  Certificate  or  a  High  School  Assistant's  Certificate. 

15.  The  chief  presiding  officer  shall 

(a)  assign  the  duties  of  his  assistant  presiding 
officers  in  a  fair  manner,  and 

(b)  arrange  that  a  teacher  does  not  preside  over 
pupils  writing  an  examination  for  which  he 
has  prepared  them. 


ASSISTANT  PRESIDING  OFFICERS 

16.  U)  Subject  to  subregulation  3,  the  teachers  of 
the  secondary  schools  shall  be  assistant  presiding 
officers. 

(2)  The  assistant  presiding  officers  at  a  private- 
school  examination  centre  shall  be  teachers  from  other 
schools. 

(3)  Every  presiding  officer  shall  hold  a  Permanent 
First  Class  Certificate  or  a  High  School  Assistant's 
Certificate. 


SHIPMENT   AND   CARE   OF    QUESTION    PAPERS 

17.(1)  The  bag  containing  the  question  papers  for 
the  grade  XIII  examinations  shall  be  shipped  by  the 
Registrar  by  express,  charges  collect,  to  the  home 
address  of  the  chief  presiding  officer  or  to  the  exarnina- 
tion  centre  as  the  chief  presiding  officer  may  direct, 
at  least  7  days  before  the  commencement  of  the 
examinations. 

(2)  At  the  same  time  as  he  ships  the  bag  containing 
the  question  papers,  the  Registrar  shall  mail  the  chief 
presiding  officer  at  his  home  address  a  card  stating 
the  place  to  which  the  bag  has  been  shipped. 

18.(1)  Upon  receipt  of  the  bag  containing  the 
question  papers,  the  chief  presiding  officer  shall  be 
responsible  for  its  safe-keeping  and  its  contents. 

(2)  The  chief  presiding  officer  shall 

(a)  check  the  seal  of  the  bag  to  see  that  it  is 
intact  and  that  the  words  "Ed.  Dept.  Ont. 
Can."  are  printed  thereon,  and 

(6)  open  the  bag  by  cutting  the  cord. 

(3)  When  he  opens  the  bag,  the  chief  presiding 
officer  shall  verify  the  subjects  and  the  number  of 
question  envelopes  with  the  time-table  of  the  examina- 
tions and  with  the  lists  of  candidates. 

(4)  When  any  question  envelope  is  missing,  the 
chief  presiding  officer  shall  telegraph  the  Registrar 
immediately. 


19.(1)  The  bag  containing  the  question  papers 
shall  be  placed  in  a  safe  or  locked  in  a  room  or  cupboard. 

(2)  The  windows  of  a  room  in  which  the  bag  is 
locked  shall  be  kept  fastened  and  the  doors  shall  be 
locked  by  cylinder  locks. 

(3)  Where  the  chief  presiding  officer  is  not  satisfied 
with  the  precautions  for  safe-keeping  under  subregula- 
tions  1  and  2,  he  shall  fasten  a  padlock  and  chain 
around  the  neck  of  the  bag  in  such  a  way  as  to  make 
it  impossible  for  anyone  to  gain  access  to  its  contents 
except  by  ripping  it  open. 

(4)  The  chief  presiding  officer  may  fasten  the  bag 
to  some  immovable  or  ponderous  object  by  means 
of  a  padlock  and  chain. 

(5)  The  chief  presiding  officer  shall  keep  in  his 
possession 

(a)  the  keys  of  a  room  or  cupboard  in  which  the 
bag  is  locked,  and 

{b)  the   keys   of   a    padlock   used    for   the   safe- 
keeping of  the  bag. 

(6)  The  chief  presiding  officer  shall  be  personally 
responsible  to  the  Minister  for  the  safe-keeping  of  the 
question  papers. 

CONFERENCE  OF  PRESIDING  OFFICERS 

20.  Before  the  first  day  of  the  grade  XIII  examina- 
tions, the  chief  presiding  officer  shall  call  a  meeting 
of  his  assistant  presiding  officers  and  carefully  review 
the  examination  instructions,  making  sure  that  each 
instruction  is  thoroughly  understood  and  that  the 
assistant  presiding  officers  are  fully  conversant  with 
their  duties. 


EXAMINATION  ARRANGEMENTS 

21.(1)  At  least  2  days  before  the  grade  XIII 
examinations  begin  the  chief  presiding  officer  shall 
satisfy  himself  that  the  board  has  made  the  necessary 
arrangements  for  the  examinations. 

(2)  The  chief  presiding  officer  shall  rent  a  clock  for 
each  examination  room  in  which  the  board  has  not 
placed  a  clock  and  charge  the  cost  thereof  as  part  of 
the  examination  expenses. 

(3)  The  clocks  shall  be  left  in  the  examination 
rooms  until  the  close  of  the  examinations. 

22.(1)  During  a  grade  XIII  examination  diagrams 
and  maps  shall  be  removed  from  the  examination 
room. 

(2)  All  books  and  papers  shall  be  removed  from 
the  desks. 

(3)  All  arrangements  shall  be  completed  and  the 
necessary  stationery  distributed  at  least  15  minutes 
before  the  time  appointed  for  the  commencement 
of  the  first  examination  and  at  least  5  minutes  before 
the  time  appointed  for  the  commencement  of  each  of 
the  other  examinations. 


SEATING  OF  CANDIDATES 

23.  Candidates  shall  be  seated  at  least  5  feet  apart 
in  the  examination  room. 


ADMISSION  OF  LATE  CANDIDATES 

24.(1)  Where  there  is  sufficient  accommodation  and 
enough  question  papers,  the  presiding  officer  shall 
admit  to  the  grade  XIII  June  examinations  candidates 
whose  applications  were  not  received  by  the  1st  of  May. 
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(2)  Where  a  candidate  has  not  made  application 
by  the  1st  of  May,  the  presiding  officer  shall 

(fl)  require  the  candidate  to  submit  an  application 
in  form  1  and  a  statement  in  form  2,  and 

(b)  collect  a  late-fee  of  $1. 

(3)  Where  a  candidate  desires  to  write  a  grade 
XIII  paper  in  addition  to  the  papers  for  which  he 
made  application  by  the  1st  of  May,  he  shall  not  be 
charged  a  late-fee. 

FAILURE  OF  CANDIDATES 
TO  APPEAR  FOR  EXAMINATIONS 

25.  Where  a  candidate  fails  to  appear  for  an 
examination  within  1  hour  after  the  examination 
commences,  the  presiding  officer  shall  not  permit  him 
to  write  the  examination. 

EXAMINATION  OF  UNOPENED  QUESTION  E.NVELOPES 

26.(1)  Immediately  prior  to  opening  a  question 
envelope,  the  chief  presiding  officer  shall  hand  the 
envelope  to  2  witnesses  and  ask  them  to  examine 
carefully  the  seals,  flaps  and  edges  and  satisfy  them- 
selves that  the  envelope  has  not  been  tampered  with 
or  opened. 

(2)  The  witnesses  shall  be  assistant  presiding  officers 
or  senior  candidates. 

OPENING  OF  QUESTION  ENVELOPES 

27.(1)  At  the  time  appointed  for  a  grade  XIII 
examination  to  commence  the  chief  presiding  officer 
shall  open  the  question  envelope,  take  out  the  question 
papers,  and  hand  the  empty  envelope  to  the  witnesses 
who  examined  the  question  envelope  before  it  was 
opened. 

(2)  The  witnesses  shall  examine  the  inside  of  the 
envelope  in  order  to  satisfy  themselves  that  it  has  not 
been  tampered  with. 

DECLARATION  BY  WITNESSES 

28.(1)  When  the  witnesses  have  completed  their 
examinations  of  the  question  envelope,  the  chief 
presiding  officer  shall  ask  them  to  sign  the  declaration 
on  the  back  of  the  envelope. 

(2)  Where  a  witness  observes  any  particular  which 
is  not  in  accordance  with  the  declaration,  he  shall 
note  it  below  the  declaration  on  the  lower  flap  of  the 
envelope. 

DUTIES  OF   PRESIDING  OFFICERS 

29.(1)  The  chief  presiding  officer  shall  open  only 
the  question  envelope  required  for  the  immediate  exam- 
ination. 

(2)  The  chief  presiding  officer  shall  see  that  each 
condidate  receives  1  question  paper. 

(3)  Question  papers  other  than  those  which  the 
candidates  receive  shall  not  be  taken  out  of  the 
examination  room  until  the  examination  is  over. 

30.  The  presiding  officer  shall 

(o)  enter  the  names  of  the  candidates  for  the 
examination  on  a  tally  list  in  the  same  order 
as  the  names  on  the  official  list,  and 

(b)  add  the  names  of  any  additional  condidates 
to  the  names  on  the  official  list. 

M.  During  an  examination 
(a)  presiding  officers  and  candidates  shall  be  the

(a)  explain  to  the  candidates  the  manner  in  which 
the  name  slips  are  to  be  attached  to  the  answer 
envelopes, 

{b)  exercise  the  utmost  care  in 

(i)  distributing  the  proper  number  and  kind 
of  envelopes  and  examination  books,  and 

(ii)  accounting  for  envelopes  and  examination 
books  which  he  has  distributed, 

(c)  exercise  vigilance  while  the  candidates  are 
writing,  and 

{d)  take  every  reasonable  precaution  to  make  it 
impossible  for  these  regulations  to  be  violated 
without  his  knowledge. 

(2)  The  presiding  officer  shall  not 

(a)  remain  seated  but  shall  move  about  and 
observe  candidates  from  different  parts  of  the 
room,  or 

{b)  give  his  attention  to  any  matter  which  does 
not  pertain  to  his  duties  as  presiding  officer,  or 

(c)  preside  over  more  than  25  candidates. 

33.(1)  At  the  expiration  of  the  time  allotted  for  an 
examination,  the  presiding  officer  shall 

(o)  direct  the  candidates  to  stop  writing, 

(6)  have  the  candidates 

(i)  place  their  answer  papers  in  the  answer 
envelopes  in  accordance  with  regulation 
63,  and 

(ii)  hand  in  their  answer  papers  immediately, 
and 

(c)  as  each  answer  envelope  is  handed  in 

(i)  carefully  note  the  superscription  on  the 
answer  envelope,  and 

(ii)  check  the  superscription  on  the  answer 
envelope  by  entering  the  figure  "1"  on  the 
tally  list  opposite  the  name  of  the  can- 
didate and  under  the  name  of  the  subject. 

(2)  The  presiding  officer  shall  not  allow  an  answer 
envelope  to  be  opened  after  it  has  been  handed  in. 

34.  While  receiving  and  checking  answer  envelopes 
at  the  close  of  the  examination,  the  presiding  officer  shall 
take  every  reasonable  precaution  to  prevent  collusion 
between  candidates. 

35.  At  the  close  of  the  examination  the  presiding 
officer  shall  inspect  the  desks  in  order  to  satisfy  himself 
that  no  candidate  has  omitted  to  hand  in  all  his  answer 
books. 

36.(1)  Where,  through  illness,  a  candidate  with- 
draws from  the  examination  room  without  handing  in 
an  answer  book,  the  presiding  officer  shall  note  it  on 
the  tally  list. 
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(2)  The  presiding  officer  shall  make  a  note  on  the 
tally  list  in  the  case  of  a  candidate  who  refuses  to  hand 
in  an  answer  book. 

SAFE-KEEPING  OF  ANSWER  ENVELOPES 

37.(1)  The  presiding  officer  shall 

(a)  place  the  answer  papers  in  the  bag  in  which 
the  question  papers  were  received,  and 

(6)  keep  the  bag  locked  in  a  safe  or  a  room. 

(2)  The  windows  of  a  room  in  which  the  bag  is 
locked  shall  be  kept  securely  fastened  and  the  doors 
shall  be  locked  by  cylinder  locks. 

(3)  The  presiding  officer  shall  keep  in  his  possession 
the  keys  to  a  room  in  which  the  bag  is  locked. 


38.  The  board  shall  supply  for  the  grade  XIII 
examinations 

t 

(a)  examination  books,  pens,  blotting  paper,  blue 
or  black  ink  of  a  uniform  colour,  and  squared 
paper, 

(b)  five-figure  logarithmic  and  interest  tables, 

(c)  music  manuscript-paper,  and 

{d)  a  78  revolutions  per  minute  phonograph  for 
each  room  in  which  the  French  composition 
examination  is  to  be  written,  unless  the 
school's  public-address  system  is  to  be  used 
for  the  oral  testing. 

39.(1)  At  the  beginning  of  an  examination,  the 
presiding  officer  shall  give  each  candidate  1  examination 
book  and  1  answer  envelope. 

(2)  The  presiding  officer  shall  give  a  candidate 
additional  examination  books  as  required  during  the 
examination. 

40.  A  candidate  shall  not  bring  into  the  examination 
room  anything  which  might  assist  him  in  the  examina- 
tion he  is  writing. 

41.(1)  The  presiding  officer  shall 

(a)  see  that  the  board  provides  a  sufficient  supply 
of 

(i)  squared  paper  for  the  trigonometry  and 
statics,  algebra,  geometry,  and  physics 
examinations,  and 

(ii)  music  manuscript-paper  for  the  music 
examination, 

(b)  give  each  candidate  1  sheet  of  squared  paper 
or  of  music  manuscript-paper  with  a  question 
paper  requiring  its  use, 

(c)  require  a  candidate  to  attach  each  sheet  of 
squared  paper  or  of  music  manuscript-paper, 
as  soon  as  received,  to  the  top  of  one  of  the 
ruled  pages  of  his  examination  book  by  means 
of  the  gummed  margin  on  the  reverse  side 
of  the  sheet, 

(d)  account  for  all  sheets  of  squared  paper  or  of 
music  manuscript-paper,  and 

(e)  see  that  each  candidate  for  the  algebra 
examination,  the  geometry  examination,  the 
trigonometry  and  statics  examination,  and 
the  physics  examination  is  provided  with 
5-figure  logarithmic  and  interest  tables. 


(2)  The  presiding  officer  may  give  a  candidate 
additional  sheets  of  squared  paper  or  of  music  manu- 
script-paper, 1  at  a  time. 

REPORTS  TO  THE  REGISTRAR 

42.(1)  At  the  close  of  each  grade  XIII  examination 
the  presiding  officer  shall  complete  form  4. 

(2)  The  chief  presiding  officer  shall,  in  the  "Re- 
marks" column,  set  out 

(a)  any  particulars  in  which  these  regulations 
have  not  been  observed,  and 

(b)  any  facts  regarding  the  examination  that  he 
deems  necessary  to  bring  to  the  attention  of 
the  Registrar. 

(3)  Subject  to  subregulation  2,  the  chief  presiding 
officer  and  his  assistant  presiding  officers  shall  sign  a 
declaration  that  these  regulations  have  been  observed. 

(4)  The  presiding  officer  shall  draw  a  diagram  of  the 
examination  room  showing  the  position  of  the  presiding 
officer  and  the  seating  arrangement  of  the  candidates 
during   the  examination. 

FEES  AND  STATEMENTS  OF  LATE  CANDIDATES 

43.  On  the  last  day  of  the  grade  XIII  examinations, 
the  chief  presiding  officer  shall  forward  to  the  Registrar 

(a)  the  fees  received  from  late  candidates,  and 

(b)  the  applications  and  statements  submitted  by 
late  candidates. 

RETURN  OF  ANSWER  ENVELOPES  AND  TALLY  LISTS 

44.(1)  The  chief  presiding  officer  shall 

(a)  except  where  the  Registrar  directs  otherwise, 
arrange  the  answer  envelopes  so  that 

(i)  all  the  answer  papers  of  a  candidate  can 
be  sent  to  the  Registrar  in  the  same 
shipment,  and 

(ii)  the  answer  envelopes  can  be  sent  to  the 
Registrar  in  the  order  in  which  the 
names  of  the  candidates  appear  in  the 
tally  list. 

(2)  The  Registrar  shall  supply  1  elastic  band  or 
string-tie  for  each  candidate's  set  of  answer  envelopes. 

(3)  The  chief  presiding  officer  shall  securely  tie 
the  answer  envelopes  and  the  tally  lists  in  parcels, 
place  them  in  a  bag  provided  by  the  Minister  and  return 
them  promptly  at  the  close  of  the  examinations  or  as 
otherwise  directed  by  the  Registrar. 

(4)  The  bag  in  which  the  answer  envelopes  are 
forwarded  to  the  Registrar  shall  be  tied  so  that  the 
words,  "The  property  of  the  Department  of  Education," 
will  be  on  the  outside  of  the  bag. 

(5)  A  shipping-tag  shall  be  securely  attached  to  the 
strap  of  the  bag. 

(6)  The  express  charges  shall  be  prepaid  and  no 
commercial  value  shall  be  placed  on  the  bag  or  its 
contents. 

RETURN  OF  REPORTS 

45.  The  chief  presiding  officer  shall  place  the  re- 
ports in  form  4  and  any  reports  on  the  illness  of  can- 
didates or  other  special  cases  in  a  special  envelope  and 
forward  them  to  the  Registrar  by  mail  on  the  same  day 
that  the  bag  containing  the  answer  envelopes  is 
forwarded. 
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SURPLUS  QUESTION  PAPERS 

46.  At  the  close  of  the  grade  XIII  examinations, 
the  chief  presiding  officer  shall  give  the  surplus  question 
papers  to  the  principal  of  the  school  in  which  the 
examinations  were  held. 


SURPLUS   ANSWER   ENVELOPES   AND    NAME   SLIPS 

47.  The  chief  presiding  officer  shall  return  the 
surplus  answer  envelopes  and  name  slips  to  the  Regis- 
trar in  one  of  the  bags  used  for  returning  answer 
envelopes. 

RETURN  OF  EMPTY  QUESTION  ENVELOPES 

48.  The  packages  of  empty  question  envelopes  and 
any  unopened  question  envelopes  shall  be  tied  together 
in  a  parcel  and  returned  to  the  Registrar  in  the  bottom 
of  one  of  the  bags  used  for  returning  answer  envelopes. 

EXPENSES  OF  THE  EXAMINATIONS 

49.  Upon  the  certificate  of  the  principal,  the  board 
of  a  school  in  which  grade  XIII  examinations  are  held 
shall  pay  the  incidental  expenses  of  the  examinations 
including 

(a)  the  express  charges  for  shipping  the  bags  con- 
taining question  papers  and  answer  papers, 
and 

(b)  the  cost  of  examination  supplies. 

INSTRUCTIONS  TO  CANDIDATES 

50.  Before  the  commencement  of  the  grade  XIII 
examinations,  every  principal  shall  read  and  carefully 
explain  to  his  candidates  regulations  51  to  64,  both 
inclusive. 

51.(1)  On  or  before  the  1st  of  May,  every  candidate 
shall  file  his  application  with  the  principal  of  the  school 
at  which  he  proposes  to  write  the  grade  XIII  examina- 
tions. 

(2)  No  application  shall  be  sent  to  the  Department. 

(3)  Where  a  candidate  desires  to  write  the  e.xamina- 
tions  at  any  university  where  an  examination  centre 
has  been  established,  he  shall  submit  his  application 
to  the  registrar  of  the  university  concerned. 

(4)  Where  a  candidate  neglects  to  file  his  application 
with  the  principal  concerned,  he  may  present  himself 
to  the  chief  presiding  officer  who  shall  admit  him  to 
the  examinations  where 

(a)  his  application  is  satisfactory, 

(b)  accommodation  is  available, 

(c)  there  is  a  sufficient  number  of  question  papers, 
and 

(d)  the  candidate  pays  a  fee  of  $1. 

52.  A  candidate  for  a  university  scholarship  shall 

(a)  make  special  application  for  the  scholarship 
examinations  to  the  registrar  of  the  university 
concerned,  and 

(6)  make  application  for  the  examinations  to  the 
principal  of  the  school  at  which  he  proposes 
to  write. 

53.(1)  Each  candidate  shall  satisfy  the  presiding 
officer  as  to  his  personal  identity. 

(2)  The  chief  presiding  officer  shall  report  to  the 
Registrar  any  person  attempting  to  impersonate  a 
candidate. 


54.  Where  a  candidate  presents  himself  at  any 
examination  centre  other  than  the  centre  nearest 
his  usual  place  of  residence,  his  application  shall  be 
refused  unless  his  explanation  for  so  presenting  himself 
is  satisfactory  to  the  chief  presiding  officer. 

55.(1)  Where  a  candidate  has  submitted  his  applica- 
tion and  subsequently  desires  to  write  1  or  more  grade 
XIII  examinations  at  an  examination  centre  other  than 
the  centre  at  which  he  originally  applied,  he  shall, 
through  his  principal,  make  application  to  the  Registrar 
for  permission  to  do  so. 

(2)  Under  subregulation  1  a  candidate  who  fails 
to  make  application  shall  be  regarded  as  a  late  can- 
didate. 

56.(1)  Every  candidate  shall  be  in  his  appointed 
place  before  the  time  fixed  for  the  commencement  of  an 
examination. 

(2)  Where  a  candidate  does  not  present  himself 
until  after  the  time  fixed  for  the  commencement  of  an 
examination,  he  shall  not  be  allowed  any  additional 
time  to  write  that  examination. 

^  (3)  No  candidate  shall  enter  the  examination  room 
more  than  an  hour  after  an  examination  begins. 

(4)  The  chief  presiding  officer  may  refuse  to  admit 
a  candidate  who  is  late  for  an  examination  where 

(a)  he  is  not  satisfied  with  the  candidate's 
explanation  for  being  late,  or 

(b)  he  has  reason  to  suspect  collusion  between  the 
candidate  and  another  candidate. 

57.(1)  The  chief  presiding  officer  shall  collect  a 
fee  of  $1  from  a  candidate  who  fails  to  make  application 
for  the  grade  XIII  June  examinations  by  the  1st  of 
May. 

(2)  Where  a  candidate  fails  to  make  application  by 
the  1st  day  of  May,  the  chief  presiding  officer  shall, 
before  admitting  him  to  an  examination,  check  his 
application  to  see  that  it  meets  the  requirements  under 
these  regulations. 

58.(1)  No  candidate  shall  leave  the  examination 
room  until  at  least  1  hour  after  the  question  papers  are 
handed  out. 

(2)  Where  a  candidate  leaves  the  examination 
room  without  permission  after  the  expiration  of  1  hour 
from  the  commencement  of  an  examination,  he  shall 
not  be  permitted  to  return  for  the  remainder  of  the 
examination. 

59.(1)  No  candidate  shall 

(c)  take  into  the  examination  room  or  have  in 
or  on  his  desk  anything  from  which  he  may 
derive  assistance,  or 

(b)  talk  to  another  candidate  during  an  examina- 
tion, or 

(c)  give  or  receive  assistance  during  an  examina- 
tion. 

(2)  Where  a  candidate  violates  subregulation  1, 
the  examinations  for  which  he  has  made  application 
shall  be  cancelled. 

(3)  Where  the  presiding  officer  obtains  conclusive 
evidence  of  the  violation  of  subregulation  1  at  the  time 
the  violation  occurs,  he  shall 

(a)  require  the  candidate  to  leave  the  examination 
room  immediately,  and 

(b)  strike  the  candidate's  name  from  the  list 
of  candidates. 
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(4)  Where  the  evidence  against  a  candidate  is  not 
conclusive  at  the  time  the  violation  occurs  or  is  not 
obtained  until  after  the  close  of  an  examination,  the 
presiding  officer  shall  report  the  matter  to  the  Registrar. 

60.  For  the  examinations  in  mathematics  and 
physics  a  candidate  shall  provide  himself  with 

(a)  a  ruler  showing  millimetres  and  sixteenths  of

(b)  a  pair  of  compasses,  and 

(c)  a  protractor. 

61.(1)  A  candidate  shall  not  use  any  paper  or  book 
other  than  that  provided  by  the  presiding  officer. 

(2)  A  candidate  shall  print  the  name  of  the  examina- 
tion subject  at  the  top  of  his  examination  book. 

(3)  No  candidate  shall 

(a)  write  his  name  or  any  distinguishing  mark 
or  symbol  on  his  examination  book,  or

5.(1)  Every  producer  shall  pay  licence  fees,  at 
the  rate  of  1/10  cent  for  each  pound  or  fraction  thereof 
of  milk-fat  in  cream  delivered  to  a  creamery  and  manu- 
factured by  the  creamery  operator  into  creamery 
butter,  to  the  local  board  to  be  used  by  it  for  the 
purpose  of  carrying  out  and  enforcing  the  provisions 
of  Part  III  of  the  Act,  the  regulations  and  the  market- 
ing plan  or  for  such  purposes  as  The  Milk  Producers' 
Co-ordinating  Board  recommends. 

(2)  The  creamery  operator  shall  deduct  the  licence 
fees  payable  by  the  producer  from  the  sum  of  money 
due  to  the  person  from  whom  the  cream  was  received. 


(3)  Where  the  sum  of  money  due  to  any  person  from 
whom  cream  was  received  by  a  creamery  operator  is 
less  than  the  amount  of  the  licence  fees  payable  by  the 
producer,  the  creamery  operator  shall  charge  the  amount 
of  the  licence  fees  to  the  account  of  the  person  from 
whom  the  cream  was  received.

be  not  less  than  the  equivalent  of  $1  per  square  foot.

(ii)  on  and  after  the  1st  of  May  1955,  $4.04 
an  hour. 

ADVISORY  COMMITTEE 

9.  The  advisory  committee  is  authorized  to  fix 
a  minimum  rate  of  wages  lower  than  the  rate  fixed 
by  this  schedule  for  an  individual  who  is  handicapped.

AFFILIATED  BODIES 

1.  The  "Ontario  Secondary  School  Teachers' Federa- 
tion, the  Federation  of  Women  Teachers'  Associations 
of  Ontario,  The  Ontario  Public  School  Men  Teachers' 
Federation,  L'Association  de  I'Enseignement  Francais 
de  rOntario,  and  The  Ontario  English  Catholic 
Teachers'  Association  shall  be  affiliated  with  the 
Federation  and  known  as  "affiliated  bodies". 


VOLUNTARY  MEMBERSHIP 

2.(1)  The  Board  of  Governors  shall  grant  voluntary 
membership  in  the  Federation  to  a  person  who 

(a)  is  not  a  member  thereof, 

(b)  holds  a  teacher's  certificate, 

(c)  is  engaged  in  an  educational  capacity, 

(d)  is  a  member  of  an  affiliated  body,  and 

(e)  makes  application  to  the  Board  of  Governors 
for  voluntary  membership  in  the  Federation.

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EXPENSES 


12.  The  Federation  shall  pay  such  necessary 
expenses  as  members  of  the  Board  of  Governors  and 
the  executive  incur  in  carrying  out  their  duties  under 
the  Act  and  these  regulations. 


GENERAL  DUTIES  OF  MEMBERS 

13.  A  member  shall  strive  at  all  times  to  achieve 
and  maintain  the  highest  degree  of  professional  com- 
petence and  to  uphold  the  honour,  dignity,  and  ethical 
standards  of  the  teaching  profession.

(d)  show  consistent  justice  and  consideration  in 
all  his  relations  with  pupils, 

(e)  refuse  to  divulge  beyond  his  prof)er  duty 
confidential  information  about  a  pupil,  and 

(/)  concern  himself  with  the  welfare  of  his  pupils 
while  they  are  under  his  care. 


DUTIES  OF  A  MEMBER  TO 
EDUCATIONAL  AUTHORITIES 

15.(1)  A  member  shall 

(a)  comply  with  the  Acts  and  regulations  ad- 
ministered by  the  Minister, 

(b)  co-operate  with  his  educational  authorities  to 
improve  public  education, 

(c)  respect  the  legal  authority  of  the  board  of 
trustees  in  the  management  of  the  school  and 
in  the  employment  of  teachers, 

(d)  make  in  the  proper  manner  such  reports 
concerning  teachers  under  his  authority  as 
may  be  required  by  the  board  of  trustees,  and 

(«)  present  in  the  proper  manner  to  the  proper 
authorities  the  consequences  to  be  expected 
from  policies  or  practices  which  in  his  profes- 
sional opinion  are  seriously  detrimental  to  the 
interests  of  pupils.

(6)  violate  a  written  or  oral  agreement  to  enter 
into  a  contract  of  employment  with  a  board  of 

trustees,  or 

(c)  while  holding  a  contract  of  employment  with 
a  board  of  trustees  make  application  for 
another  position  the  acceptance  of  which 
would  necessitate  his  seeking  the  termination 
of  his  contract  by  mutual  consent  of  the 
teacher  and  the  board,  unless  and  until  he 
has  arranged  with  his  board  for  such  ter- 
mination of  contract  if  he  obtains  the  other 
position. 


DUTIES  OF  A  MEMBER  TO  THE  PUBLIC 

16.  A  member  shall 

(a)  endeavour  at  all  times  to  extend  the  public, 
knowledge  of  his  profession  and  discourage 
untrue,  unfair  or  exaggerated  statements  with 
respect  to  teaching,  and 

(6)  recognize  a  responsibility  to  promote  a 
respect  for  human  rights. 


DUTIES  OF  A  MEMBER  TO  THE  FEDERATION 

17.  A  member  shall  co-operate  with  the  Federation 
to  promote  the  welfare  of  the  profession. 


DUTIES  OF  A  MEMBER  TO  FELLOW-MEMBERS 

18.(1)  A  member  shall 

(a)  avoid  interfering  in  an  unwarranted  manner 
between  other  teachers  and  pupils, 

(b)  on  making  an  adverse  report  on  another 
member,  furnish  him  with  a  written  statement 
of  the  refKjrt  at  the  earliest  possible  time  and 
not  later  than  three  days  after  making  the 
report, 

(c)  refuse  to  accept  employment  with  a  board  of 
trustees  whose  relations  with  the  Federation 
are  unsatisfactory,  and 

(d)  where  he  is  in  an  administrative  or  supervisory 
position,  make  an  honest  and  determined 
effort  to  help  and  counsel  a  teacher  before 
subscribing  to  the  dismissal  of  that  teacher. 

(2)  Under  clause  c  of  subregulation  1 ,  the  onus  shall 
be  on  the  member  to  ascertain  personally  from  the 
Federation  whether  an  unsatisfactory  relationship 
exists. 

(3)  A  member  shall  not  attempt  to  gain  an  ad- 
vantage over  other  members  by  knowingly  under- 
bidding or  knowingly  applying  for  positions  not 
properly  declared  vacant,  or  by  negotiating  for  salary 
independently  of  his  local  group  of  fellow-members. 


RELATIONS  AND  DISCIPLINE  PROCEDURE 

19.(1)  Where  a  report  of  unprofessional  or  un- 
ethical conduct  of  a  member  is  made  to  the  Federation, 
the  president  of  the  Federation  may  direct  the  sec- 
retary-treasurer of  the  Federation  to  take  one  or  more 
of  the  following  actions: 

(a)  to  transmit  copies  of  the  report  to  the  affiliated 
body  concerned, 

(6)  to  transmit  copies  of  the  report  to  the  Rela- 
tions and  Discipline  Committee,  and 

(c)  to  inform  the  member  of  the  action  taken. 

(2)  The  president  of  the  Federation  shall  refer  the 
report  to  the  executive  of  the  Federation  and  thereupon 
the  executive  may  refer  the  report  to  the  Relations  and 
Discipline  Committee  for  its  opinion. 


(3)  Where  under  subregulation  2  the  executive 
refers  the  report  to  the  Relations  and  Discipline 
Committee,  the  Committee  shall  hold  a  hearing 
forthwith. 


(4)  At  the  hearing,  the  Relations  and  Discipline 
Committee  shall  consider  such  reports  as  may  be 
presented  by  the  affiliated  bodies  and  members 
concerned. 
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(5)  Before  a  decision  is  reached,  the  member 
complained  against  shall  be  informed  of  the  report 
and  notified  in  writing  that  he  may  appear  before  the 
Relations  and  Discipline  Committee  and  present  his 
side  of  the  case. 

(6)  Where  the  Relations  and  Discipline  Committee 
has  made  a  recommendation,  the  executive  or  the 
Board  of  Governors,  as  the  case  may  be,  may  after 
proper  consideration  of  the  recommendation 

(a)  recommend  in  writing  to  the  Minister  that 
he  suspend  or  cancel  the  teaching  certificate 
or  certificates  of  the  member  about  whom  the 
complaint  was  made, 

(b)  with  the  consent  of  the  Minister,  suspend  the 
member  for  a  stated  period  from  the  Federa- 
tion, or 

(c)  reprimand  the  member. 

(7)  Where  a  recommendation  is  made  under  clause 
a  of  subregulation  6,  or  where  a  member  is  disciplined 
under  clause  6  or  c  of  subregulation  6,  the  secretary- 
treasurer  of  the  Federation  shall  notify  the  member 
in  writing  by  registered  mail  of  the  action  taken  and 
advise  that  an  appeal  may  be  made  under  regulation  20. 


APPEALS 

20.(1)  Where  disciplinary  action  is  taken  against 
a  member  under  regulation  19,  the  member  may  appeal 
in  writing  to  the  executive. 

(2)  The  appeal  shall  be  filed  with  the  secretary- 
treasurer  of  the  Federation  within  15  days  after  the 
date  the  decision  of  the  executive  or  the  Board  of 
Governors  is  mailed  to  the  member  concerned. 

(3)  The  appeal  shall  be  heard  by  the  executive  at 
the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  executive. 

(4)  The  secretary-treasurer  of  the  Federation  shall, 
by  registered  mail,  notify  the  member  appealing  under 
subregulation  1  of  the  date,  time,  and  place  at  which 
the  appeal  will  be  heard,  and  inform  him  that  he  may 
appear  and  present  his  side  of  the  case. 

(5)  After  the  appeal  has  been  heard,  the  secretary- 
treasurer  of  the  Federation  shall  forthwith  report  the 
result  in  writing  by  registered  mail  to  the  member  and, 
where  necessary,  to  the  Minister. 

21.(1)  Where  the  member  loses  his  appeal  under 
regulation  20,  he  may  make  a  further  appeal  to  the 
Board  of  Governors. 

(2)  The  member  shall  file  the  appeal  with  the  sec- 
retary-treasurer of  the  Federation  within  15  days  after 
the  date  the  decision  of  the  executive  is  mailed  under 
subregulation  5  of  regulation  20. 

(3)  The  appeal  shall  be  heard  by  the  Board  of 
Governors  at  its  next  regular  meeting. 

(4)  The  secretary-treasurer  of  the  Federation  shall, 
by  registered  mail,  notify  the  member  appealing  under 
subregulation  1  of  the  date,  time,  and  place  at  which 
the  appeal  will  be  heard,  and  inform  him  that  he  may 
appear  and  present  his  side  of  the  case. 

(5)  After  the  appeal  has  been  heard,  the  secretary- 
treasurer  of  the  Federation  shall  forthwith  report  the 
result  in  writing  by  registered  mail  to  the  member  and, 
where  necessary,  to  the  Minister. 


EVIDENCING  REGULATIONS  AND  RESOLUTIONS 

22.  Regulations  or  resolutions  made  by  the  Board 
of  Governors  may  be  evidenced  by  the  signatures  of 
the  president  and  secretary-treasurer  thereof.

INTERPRETATION 

1.  In  these  regulations 


(a)  "Board"     means

THE  REGISTER 


2.  The  secretary-treasurer  shall  maintain  a  register 
of  persons  admitted  to  practise  as  osteopaths. 

REGISTRATION 

3.(1)  The  secretary-treasurer  shall  register  as  an 
osteopath  any  person  who 

(a)  is  of  good  moral  character; 

(fe)  is  at  least  21  years  of  age; 

(c)  has  passed  the  examinations  prescribed  by 
regulation  12;  and 

(d)  has  paid  the  registration  fee  prescribed  by 
clause  a  of  regulation  7. 

(2)  The  secretary-treasurer  shall  without  payment 
of  any  fee  register  a  person  who,  when  these  regulations 
come  into  force,  is  registered  as  an  osteopath  under 
this  Act. 

4.  The  secretary-treasurer  shall  register  any  person 
who 

(o)  is  registered  as  an  osteopath  in  a  jurisdiction 
outside  Ontario  under  regulations  similar 
to  these  regulations,  and 


(h)  pays  the  registration  fee  prescribed  by  clause 
a  of  regulation  7. 

RENEWAL  OF  REGISTRATON 

5.(1)  The  registration  of  an  osteopath  shall  expire 
with  the  first  Monday  in  February  in  each  year.

(c)  where  his  registration  has  expired,  for  each 
year  or  part  of  a  year  which  has  passed  since 
the  date  of  expiry  of  registration,  $25. 

DISCIPLINE 

8.(1)  The  Board  may,  after  a  hearing,  suspend  or 
cancel  the  registration  of  any  person  found  to  be 
guilty  of  misconduct  or  to  have  been  ignorant  or  in- 
competent. 

(2)  Before  holding  a  hearing,  the  Board  shall 
send  by  registered  mail  to  the  osteopath  at  his  last- 
known  address  on  the  register  a  notice 

(a)  giving 

(i)  the   details   of   the  alleged    misconduct, 
ignorance  or  incompetence,  and 

(ii)  the  nature  of  the  evidence  in  support 
thereof,  and 

(6)  appointing  the  date,  time  and  place  for  the 
hearing. 

(3)  The  Board  shall  allow  at  least  10  clear  days 
between  the  date  of  sending  the  notice  and  the  date 
for  the  hearing. 

(4)  If  the  osteopath  fails  to  attend  the  hearing  on 
the  date  and  at  the  time  and  place  appointed,  the 
hearing  may  proceed  and  a  decision  may  be  made  in 
his  absence. 

(5)  At  the  hearing,  the  osteopath  shall  be  entitled 
to  hear  the  evidence  against  him,  to  cross-examine 
thereon,  to  call  witnesses  in  his  behalf  and  to  present 
his  argument. 

(6)  The  osteopath  may  be  represented  at  the  hearing 
by  counsel  or  by  an  agent. 

(7)  Where  the  Board  decides  to  suspend  the  licence, 
the  period  of  suspension  shall  not  be  longer  than  30 
days. 

9.(1)  The  Board  may  appoint  an  inspector  for  the 
investigation  of  complaints  made  against  an  osteopath.

(2)  A  member  of  the  Board  shall  not  be  eligible  for 
appointment  as  an  inspector. 
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(3)  The  inspector  shall  investigate  a  complaint 
made  in  writing  that  an  osteopath  has  been  guilty  of 
misconduct  or  displayed  such  ignorance  or  incompetence 
as  to  render  it  desirable  in  the  public  interest  that 
his  registration  should  be  cancelled  or  suspended. 

(4)  The  inspector  shall  report  to  the  Board  on 
every  investigation  made  by  him.

(i)  cattle  over  3  years  of  age  on  the  1st  of 
April  in  any  year  which  are  free  from 
warble-fly  grubs.

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REGULATIONS  MADE  BY  THE  BOARD 
UNDER  THE  MILK  INDUSTRY  ACT,  1954 

FLUID  MILK 

INTERPRETATION 

1.  In  these  regulations, 

(a)  "dairy"  means  any  building  or  premises 
where  fluid  milk  is  regularly  brought,  handled, 
pasteurized  and  stored  and  from  which  fluid 
milk  is  distributed; 

(b)  "peddler"  means  a  distributor  who  operates 
a  milk-deliver\'  business  and  who  buys  from 
a  dair\'  the  fluid  milk  delivered,  but  does 
not  include  a  person  who  operates  a  milk- 
delivery  route  under  an  agreement  in  writing 
with  a  regular  distributor  or  producer- 
distributor; 

(c)  "producer-distributor"  means  a  distributor 
of  fluid  milk  produced  by  his  own  cows,  and 
includes  a  co-operative  corporation  to  which 
Part  V  of  The  Corporations  Act,  1953  applies 
and  that  receives  fluid  milk  from  its  members 
only; 

(<0  "regular  distributor"  means  a  distributor 
other  than  a  peddler  or  a  producer-distributor; 
and 

(«)  "shopkeeper"  means  the  operator  of  a  shop, 
hotel,  restaurant  or  other  premises,  but  does 
not  include  a  shopkeeper  who  makes  regular 
deliveries  of  fluid  milk  to  persons  other  than 
on  his  premises. 

CLASSES  OF  DISTRIBUTORS 

2.  The  following  classes  of  distributors  are 
designated : 

(o)  regular  distributors, 

(6)  producer-distributors,  and 

(c)  peddlers. 

EXEMPTIONS 

3.  Shopkeepers  are  exempt  from  r^ulations  5  and 
6. 

4.  Regular  distributors  and  producer-distributors 
who  hold  licences  as  regular  distributors  or  producer- 
distributors  are  exempt  from  regulation  8. 

LICENCES  FOR  TRANSPORTERS 

5.(1)  This  r^^Iation  applies  only  to  the  markets 
of  Guelph,  Hamilton,  Toronto  and  Welland. 

(2)  Subject  to  subregulation  1,  no  person  shall  be 
a  transporter  of  fluid  milk  to  a  market  without  a  licence 
from  the  Board,  obtainable  on  application  therefor. 

(3)  An  application  for  a  licence  as  a  transf>orter 
shall  be  in  form  1. 
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(4)  A  licence  as  a  transporter  shall  be  in  form  2. 

(5)  A  licence  shall  be  issued  annually  for  the 
period  from  and  including  the  1st  of  April  in  the  year 
in  which  the  licence  is  issued  to  and  including  the  31st 
of  March  in  the  following  year. 

(6)  A  licence  is  not  transferable. 

(7)  The  fee  for  a  licence  is  $1  and  shall  be  for- 
warded with  the  application  for  a  licence. 

(8)  A  transporter  shall  obtain  a  licence  for  each 
vehicle  operated  by  him  and  shall  exhibit  the  licence 
in  a  conspicuous  place  inside  the  cab  of  the  vehicle. 

(9)  Where  a  transporter  applies  for  a  licence  or 
renewal  thereof  the  Board  may 

(a)  re-distribute  the  producers  named  in  the 
schedule  to  the  application  on  the  routes 
of  other  transporters,  or 

(fe)  add  producers  to  the  route  of  the  applicant. 

(10)  Where  the  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  re- 
distribution of  the  producers  named  in  the  schedule 
to  the  application  should  be  made  on  the  routes  of 
other  transporters,  or  addition  made  of  producers  to 
the  route  of  the  applicant,  under  subregulation  9, 
every  transporter  affected  thereby  shall  be  given 

(c)  written  notice  thereof,  and 

(b)  afforded  an  opportunity  of  appearing  before 
the  Board  to  show  cause  why  such  re-distribu- 
tion, or  addition,  should  not  be  made, 

before  the  licence  is  issued  or  renewed. 


LICENCES  FOR  DESIGNATED  CLASSES  OF 
DISTRIBUTORS 

6.(1)  No  person  shall  be  a  regular  distributor, 
or  producer-distributor,  or  peddler,  without  a  licence 
from  the  Board,  obtainable  on  application  therefor. 

(2)  An  application  for  a  licence  as  a  regular  dis- 
tributor, producer-distributor  or  peddler  shall  be  in 
form  3. 

(3)  A  licence  as  a  regular  distributor,  producer- 
distributor  or  peddler  shall  be  in  form  4,  or  5,  or  6, 
respectively. 

(4)  A  licence  shall  be  issued  annually  for  the  period 
from  and  including  the  1st  of  April  in  the  year  in  which 
the  licence  is  issued  to  and  including  the  31st  of  March 
in  the  following  year. 

(5)  A  licence  is  not  transferable. 

(6)  The  fee  for  a  licence  is  $1  and  shall  be  forwarded 
with  the  application  for  a  licence. 

7.(1)  A  producer-distributor  who  sells  not  more 
than  20  quarts  of  fluid  milk  nor  more  than  3  quarts 
of  cream  a  day  in  that  part  of  Ontario  where  fluid 
milk  is  not  required  to  be  pasteurized  under  The 
Public  Health  Act  or  regulations  thereunder  is  exempt 
from  regulation  6. 

(2)  A  producer  who  sells  pasteurized  cream  in  any 
public  market  where  products  of  the  farm  are  sold 
direct  to  consumers  and  the  cream  is  not  delivered 
to  the  premises  of  the  consumer  is  exempt  from  regu- 
lation 6. 


FIELD-MEN  AND  AUDITORS 

8.(1)  A  field-man  or  auditor  may  enter  the  premises 
of  any  distributor  or  transporter,  and  may, 


(a)  with  respect  to  the  purchase,  sale  and  trans- 
portation of  fluid  milk,  require  production 
of  and  examine  all  books,  records,  tests,  and 
other  things,  relating  to  fluid  milk;  and 

(b)  require  the  distributor  or  transporter  to 
furnish  a  list  of  all  persons  supplying  fluid 
milk  to  him. 

(2)  A  field-man  may,  on  the  premises  of  a  regular 
distributor  or  producer-distributor,  make  any  tests 
which  he  considers  necessary  for  checking  milk-fat 
content  or  otherwise  of  fluid  milk. 

9.  No  person  shall  supply  for  resale  fluid  milk  to, 
or  pasteurize  fluid  milk  for,  any  other  person  who  is 

(a)  not  the  holder  of  a  licence  under  these  regu- 
lations, or 

(b)  not  exempt  from  the  Act  or  these  regulations. 

CONDITIONS  OF  LICENSING 

10.  A  licence  as  a  transporter  is  issued  upon  the 
conditions  that  the  transporter 

(a)  does  not  transport  fluid  milk  on  a  route 
other  than  the  route  specified  in  the  schedule 
to  his  licence; 

(b)  does  not  transport  fluid  milk  of  a  producer 
not  named  in  the  schedule  to  his  licence; 

(c)  does  not  transport  milk  of  a  producer  to  a 
dairy  not  specified  for  the  producer  named  in 
the  schedule  to  his  licence; 

(d)  where  he  desires  a  change  in  respect  of  a  route, 
producer  or  dairy  named  in  the  schedule  to 
his  licence,  makes  application  to  the  Board 
requesting  the  change,  and  surrenders  his 
licence  to  the  Board  for  issuance  of  a  licence 
in  replacement  thereof  with  such  changes  as 
the  Board  may  approve; 

(e)  keeps  for  a  period  of  12  months  from  the 
making  thereof  a  record  of  all  business 
transacted  with  respect  to  the  transportation 
of  milk  showing: 

(i)  the  number  of  cans  of  fluid  milk  trans- 
ported each  day  for  each  producer; 

(ii)  the  name  of  the  dairy  to  which  the  fluid 
milk  of  each  producer  is  delivered;  and 

(iii)  a  summary  at  the  end  of  each  payment 
period  showing  the  total  number  of  cans 
of  fluid  milk  delivered  to  each  dairy 
from  each  producer. 

11.  Where  a  regular  distributor  or  producer-dis- 
tributor operates  more  than  1  dairy  he  shall  apply  for 
a  licence  for  the  operation  of  each  dairy. 

12.  A  licence  as  a  peddler  is  issued  upon  the  con- 
ditions that  he  shall 

(a)  buy  no  fluid  milk  other  than  from  a  dairy 
named  in  his  licence,  and 

(b)  operate  only  1  delivery  vehicle. 

13.  Where  a  transporter  or  a  distributor  ceases  to 
carry  on  the  business  for  which  he  is  licensed  he  shall 
forthwith  surrender  his  licence  to  the  Board. 

TERMS  OF  PAYMENT 

14.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  sections  14,  15  and 
16  of  the  Act,  where  fluid  milk  is  purchased  from  a 
producer. 
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(a)  on  a  daily  cash  basis, 

(i)  the  fluid  milk  shall  be  paid  for  on  the 
day  received,  or 

(ii)  the  price  of  the  fluid  milk  shall  be 
deposited  on  the  day  the  fluid  milk  is 
received  in  a  bank  account  established 
for  payment  of  the  producers  only; 

(b)  on  a  weekly  credit  basis,  the  fluid  milk 
received  during  any  one  week  shall  be  paid 
for  not  later  than  Monday  of  the  following 
week; 

(c)  on  a  bi-weekly  credit  basis,  the  fluid  milk 
received  during  any  period  of  two  weeks  shall 
be  paid  for  not  later  than  the  10th  day 
thereafter; 

(d)  on  a  twice-a-month  credit  basis,  the  fluid 
milk  received 

(i)  during  the  first  half  of  the  month  shall 
be  paid  for  not  later  than  the  25th  of 
the  month,  and 

(ii)  during  the  remainder  of  the  month  shall 
be  paid  for  not  later  than  the  10th  of  the 
following  month;  and 

(e)  on  a  monthly  credit  basis,  the  fluid  milk 
received  during  any  one  month  shall  be  paid 
for  not  later  than  the  15th  of  the  following 
month. 

FURNISHING  OF  SECURITY 

15.(1)  Each  regular  distributor,  on  making  applica- 
tion for  a  licence,  or  renewal  thereof,  shall  deposit 
with  the  Board  securit>-  in  the  form  of 

(c)  direct  and  guaranteed  securities  of  the 
Government  of  Canada, 

(b)  direct  and  guaranteed  securities  of  the  Govern- 
ment of  Ontario,  or 

(c)  a  surety  bond  of  a  guarantee  company 
approved  under  The  Guarantee  Companies 
Securities  Act,  in  form  7, 

in  an  amount  in  accordance  with  regulation  17. 

(2)  Subregulation  1  shall  not  apply  to  a  regular 
distributor  whose  monthly  purchases  of  fluid  milk  are 
less  than  $500  and  who  has  with  the  approval  of  the 
Board  made  arrangements  for  weekly  payment  to  his 
producers. 

16.(1)  Notwithstanding  subregulation  1  of  regu- 
lation 15  any  number  of  distributors  may,  as  a  group, 
deposit  security  with  the  Board  in  the  form  of  a  bond 
of  a  guarantee  company  approved  under  The  Guarantee 
Companies  Securities  Act  and  regulations  thereunder 
in  form  8. 

(2)  The  amount  of  the  security  under  subregulation 
1  in  respect  of  each  distributor  shall  be  in  accordance 
with  regulation  17  but  in  no  case  shall  security  be 
required  in  excess  of  $100,(XX)  in  respect  of  any  one 
distributor. 

(3)  Notwithstanding  that  a  distributor  may  have 
deposited  security  with  the  Board  in  the  form  pre- 
scribed by  subregulation  1,  the  Board  may,  at  any 
time,  order  the  distributor  to  deposit  security  in 
accordance  with  subregulation  1  of  regulation  15  in 
the  amount  required  by  regulation  17. 

17.(1)  In  subregulation  2  the  average  value  of 
fluid  milk  shall  be  determined  on  the  average  daily 
value  of  fluid  milk  delivered  to  the  distributor  during 
the  previous  calendar  year. 


(2)  Where  security  is  required  under  regulation  15 
it  shall  be  in  the  following  amounts: 

(a)  where  producers  are  paid  on  a  daily  cash 
basis,  not  less  than  the  average  value  of  fluid 
milk  received  from  producers  during  a  period 
of  7  days;  or 

(b)  where  producers  are  paid  on  a  weekly  credit 
basis,  not  less  than  the  average  value  of  fluid 
milk  received  from  producers  during  a  period 
of  15  days;  or 

(c)  where  producers  are  paid  on  a  bi-weekly  or 
twice-a-month  credit  basis,  not  less  than  the 
average  value  of  fluid  milk  received  from 
producers  during  a  period  of  30  da>s;  or 

(rf)  where  producers  are  paid  on  a  monthly  credit 
basis,  not  less  than  the  average  value  of  fluid 
milk  received  from  producers  during  a  period 
of  45  days;  or 

(e)  where  a  distributor  is  commencing  business, 
an  amount  based  on  clause  a,  b,  c  or  d  but  not 
less  than  $1,000. 

18.  The  security  deposited  with  the  Board  under 
regulations  15,  16  and  17  shall  be  applicable  solely  to 
unpaid  claims  of  producers  for  fluid  milk  soW  to  the 
distributor. 

19.(1)  Where  a  distributor  is  in  default  in  making 
payment  for  fluid  milk  sold  to  him  by  a  producer  on  a 
basis  mentioned  in  regulation  14,  the  producer  may 
notify  the  Board  of  the  default. 

(2)  Upon  receipt  of  a  notice  under  subregulation  1 , 
or  a  report  from  a  field-man,  that  the  distributor  is  in 
default  in  making  payment  for  fluid  milk  sold  to  the 
distributor  by  a  producer  on  a  basis  mentioned  in 
regulation  14,  the  Board  shall  give  notice  to  the 
distributor  by  registered  mail  of  the  producer's  claim 
and  require  that  the  claim  be  paid  within  5  days  of  the 
date  of  mailing  the  notice  by  the  Board. 

(3)  Where  the  Board  is  satisfied  after  the  expiration 
of  the  5-day  period  in  subregulation  2  that  the  dis- 
tributor is  in  default  in  making  the  payment  referred 
to  in  subregulation  1,  the  Board  may  realize  upon  the 
security  and  shall,  out  of  the  money  so  obtained,  pay 
the  producer  the  amount  of  his  claim. 

(4)  Where  more  than  one  producer  notifies  the 
Board  of  default  of  a  distributor  under  subregulation  1 
and  the  amount  of  moneys  realized  upon  the  security 
deposited  by  the  distributor  with  the  Board  is  in- 
sufficient to  pay  the  claims  of  the  producers,  the  Board 
shall  distribute  the  moneys  pro  rata  to  the  producers. 

(5)  Where 

(a)  the  distributor  has  deposited  with  the  Board 
security  in  the  form  of  securities  under  clause 
a  or  6  of  subregulation  1  of  regulation  15;  and 

(b)  the  Board  has  realized  upon  the  security 
under  subregulation  3, 

the  Board  shall  require  the  distributor  to  deposit  such 
additional  security  with  the  Board  as  may  be  necessary 
to  comply  with  regulation  17  and,  upon  the  distributor 
depositing  the  additional  security,  the  Board  shall 
return  to  the  distributor  any  money  remaining  from 
the  sale  of  securities  by  the  Board  after  the  payment 
of  the  claims  of  the  producer  under  subregulation  3. 


METHOD  OF  SAMPLING  MILK 

20.(1)  A  distributor  shall  weigh  and  sample  all 
fluid  milk  received  in  cans  from  each  producer  daily. 
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(2)  Subject  to  subregulation  3,  the  distributor  shall 

(c)  empty  the  fluid  milk  from  the  cans  in  which  he 
receives  the  fluid  milk  from  a  producer  into 
a  weighing-can  on,  or  hanging  from,  scales; 
and 

(6)  ensure  that  the  outlet  of  the  weighing-can 
does  not  leak  during  the  weighing  and  sampl- 
ing of  the  fluid  milk. 

(3)  Where 

(a)  a  distributor  purchases  not  more  than  144 
gallons  of  fluid  milk  from  producers  each  day; 
and 

(/))  the  weight  of  each  empty  can  in  which  the 
distributor  receives  the  fluid  milk  is  clearly 
marked  thereon, 

the  distributor  may  weigh  and  sample  the  fluid  milk 
in  the  can  in  which  he  receives  the  fluid  milk. 

21.(1)  Each  sample  of  fluid  milk  taken  under 
regulation  19  shall  weigh  not  less  than  ^  ounce. 

(2)  Before  a  sample  of  fluid  milk  is  taken  from  a 
weighing-can  the  distributor  shall  ensure  that  the 
fluid  milk  in  the  weighing-can  is  thoroughly  mixed. 

(3)  Where  a  distributor  weighs  fluid  milk  in  the 
can  in  which  he  receives  it  under  subregulation  3  of 
regulation  20,  he  shall  take  the  sample  of  fluid  milk 
from  a  mixture  of  fluid  milk  obtained  by  thoroughly 
mixing  aliquot  portions  of  the  fluid  milk  in  all  cans 
of  fluid  milk  received  from  each  producer. 


(4)  The  distributor  shall  provide  2  composite 
sample  bottles,  having  a  capacity  of  at  least  one-half 
pint,  with  close-fitting  tops  or  stoppers  of  a  material 
impervious  to  moisture  to  hold  the  composite  sample 
of  the  fluid  milk  of  each  producer. 

(5)  The  distributor  shall  during  the  sampling 
period  pour  the  daily  samples  taken  from  the  fluid 
milk  of  a  producer  into  a  composite-sample  bottle  on 
which  is  clearly  marked  the  name  or  number  of  the 
producer,  and  shall,  before  and  after  testing  for  milk- 
fat  content,  keep  the  composite  sample  at  a  tempera- 
ture of  not  less  than  35  degrees  or  more  than  55  degrees 
Fahrenheit. 


(6)  The  distributor  shall, 

(c)  supply  corrosive-sublimate  tablets  for  use 
in  preserving  the  composite  samples  of  fluid 
milk; 

(b)  require  the  composite  sample  to  be  mixed  by 
a  rotary  method  after  each  addition  of  a 
fresh  sample  of  fluid  milk; 

(c)  not  have  a  composite-sampling  period  of 
more  than  16  days; 

(d)  require  the  composite  sample  of  the  fluid 
milk  of  each  producer  to  be  tested  for  milk- 
fat  content  within  5  days  after  the  last 
sample  of  fluid  milk  is  added  to  the  composite 
sample;  and 

(e)  retain  the  composite  sample  of  the  fluid  milk 
of  each  producer  for  a  period  of  12  days  after 
the  last  sample  of  fluid  milk  is  added  to  the 
composite  sample. 


22.(1)  A  distributor  shall  test  the  milk-fat  content 
of  the  fluid  milk  received  from  each  producer  by  means 
of  the  Babcock-test. 


(2)  The  distributor  shall  use  the  composite  sample 
of  the  fluid  milk  of  each  producer  obtained  in  the 
manner  provided  in  regulation  21,  for  making  the  test 
of  milk-fat  content  of  the  fluid  milk  of  the  producer. 

(3)  Where  a  variation  of  0.3  per  cent  or  more 
occurs  in  a  test  for  milk-fat  content  of  the  fluid  milk 
of  a  producer  from  the  previous  payment  test,  the 
distributor  shall  retest  the  composite  sample  of  the 
fluid  milk  of  the  producer  and  record  the  retest  in 
his  records  in  respect  of  the  producer. 

(4)  After  the  composite  sample  of  the  fluid  milk  of 
each  producer  is  tempered,  the  distributor  shall  mix 
the  sample  by  pouring  it  from  one  vessel  to  another 
before  pipetting  the  sample  into  the  test  bottle  used  in 
the  Babcock-test. 

(5)  In  reading  the  milk-fat  test  in  the  test  bottle 
the  distributor  shall  make  the  reading  from  the  extreme 
points  of  the  fat-column  in  the  test  bottle  at  a  tem- 
perature of  not  less  than  130  degrees  or  more  than  140 
degrees  Fahrenheit. 

(6)  In  the  operation  of  a  Babcock-testing  machine 
the  distributor  shall,  for  a  machine  having  a  diameter 
in  inches  in  column  1  of  the  Table  cause  the  number 
of  revolutions  per  minute  in  column  2  as  follows:

23.(1)  Where  a  distributor  tests  a  producer's 
fluid  milk  for  milk-fat  content  in  his  dairy,  the  dis- 
tributor shall  provide, 

(c)  a  Babcock-testing  machine; 

(b)  an  adequate  supply  of  glassware  for  making 
the  Babcock-test; 

(c)  an  adequate  supply  of  Babcock-sulphuric  acid 
having  a  specific  gravity  of  not  less  than  1.82 
and  not  more  than  1.83; 

(d)  a  small  metal  tank, 

(i)  adequate   for   tempering   the  composite 
samples  of  fluid  milk; 

(ii)  capable  of  holding  the  test  bottles;  and 

(iii)  which  can  be  maintained  at  a  uniform 
temperature  during  the  time  the  percent- 
age of  milk-fat  content  is  being  read; 

(c)  callipers  and  thermometers;  and 

(/)  an  adequate  supply  of  hot  water. 

(2)  The  distributor  shall  keep  his  equipment  for 
weighing,  sampling  and  testing  in  good  working  order. 
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(3)  Upon  request  of  a  field-man,  the  distributor 
shall  permit  the  field-man  to  use  the  equipment  and 
supplies. 

24.  Where  a  distributor  is  not  the  holder  of  a  milk 
and  cream  tester's  certificate  issued  under  Part  III 
of  the  Act  and  regulations  thereunder,  the  distributor 

» shall  require  the  testing  of  all  fluid  milk  received  by 
him  from  a  producer  to  be  carried  out  under  the 
supervision  of  a  person  holding  a  milk  and  cream 
tester's  certificate. 

RECORDS 

25.  A  distributor  shall  keep  for  12  months  complete 
records  of  all  fluid  milk  bought  and  the  records  shall 
include  the  following: 

H^  (a)  the  weights  of  all  fluid  milk  bought  from  each 

producer  daily,

(b)  the  weights  of  all  fluid  milk  bought  from 
sources  other  than  producers  daily, 

(c)  the  milk-fat  tests  of  all  fluid  milk  bought

(d)  the  total  amounts  of  all  fluid  milk  bought 
each  day  and  during  each  payment  period; 
and 


(e)  the  original  entries  of  the  weights  of  fluid 
milk  bought  and  of  the  milk-fat  tests  of  the 
fluid  milk. 


^^B      26.(1)  A  distributor  shall  give  a  statement  to  each 
^^producer  from   whom    fluid    milk   has   been    received 
showing, 

(a)  the  weights  of  fluid  milk  received  daily  during 
the  payment  period; 

(b)  the  milk-fat  tests  of  the  fluid  milk  for  the 
payment  period; 

(c)  the  number  of  pounds  of  fluid  milk  received 
and  the  price  to  be  paid  therefor; 

(d)  the  payment  price,  including  differentials, 
and  total  value  for  each  class  of  fluid  milk; 

(e)  the  value  of,  and  reason  for,  any  deduction; 
and 

(/)  where  producer  quotas  are  in  effect,  the 
number  of  pounds  in  each  producer's  quota. 

(2)  The  distributor  shall  keep  a  copy  of  his  state- 
ment to  each  producer  under  subregulation  1  for  at 
least  12  months. 

27.  A  distributor  shall  keep  for  at  least  12  months 
a  complete  record  of  fluid  milk  sold  and  the  records 
shall  include  the  following: 

(a)  the  number  of  gallons,  quarts,  pints,  half-pints 
and  other  units  of  fluid  milk  sold  each  day 
by  each  driver-salesman  of  a  delivery  vehicle 
and  the  proceeds  of  sales  by  retail  and  whole- 
sale; 

(b)  the  number  of  gallons,  quarts,  pints,  half-pints 
and  other  units  of  fluid  milk  sold  each  day 
at  the  dairy  and  the  proceeds  of  the  sales; 

(c)  the  number  of  gallons,  quarts,  pints  and  half- 
pints  of  fluid  milk  sold  each  day  to  peddlers 
and  to  other  distributors;  and 

(d)  the  total  amounts  of  all  fluid  milk  sold  for 
each  payment  period  by  the  distributor 
including  the  total  number  of  gallons,  quarts, 
pints  and  half-pints  sold  and  the  selling 
price  of  the  fluid  milk. 


28.  Producers,  transporters,  distributors  and  per- 
sons who  keep  for  sale  or  sell  fluid  milk  shall  furnish 
to  the  Board  such  information  or  returns  as  the  Board 
may  determine. 


MARKETING  AGEN'CIES 

29.  Where  a  marketing  agency  appoints  an  in- 
spector he  may  enter  the  premises  of  any  distributor 
in  the  market  for  which  the  marketing  agency  is 
established,  and  may, 

(a)  with  respect  to  the  purchase  and  sale  of  fluid 
milk,  require  production  of  and  examine  and 
make  copies  of  all  books,  records  and  tests 
relating  to  fluid  milk  in  the  market; 

(b)  make  tests  which  he  considers  necessary  for 
checking  the  milk-fat  content  or  otherwise 
of  fluid  milk  in  the  market;  and 

(c)  require  the  distributor  to  furnish  a  list  of 
all  producers  and  others  supplying  fluid  milk 
to  him. 


DELIVERY  OF  FLUID  MILK 

30.  No  distributor  shall 

(a)  deliver  fluid  milk  to  shopkeepers  or  consumers 
except  by  means  of  the  regular  delivery 
vehicle  for  the  area  in  which  the  shopkeeper 
or  consumer  is  located,  operated  by  the 
regular  driver  of  that  vehicle  and  during 
the  time  of  the  regular  service  for  that  area ;  or 

(b)  subject  to  regulations  31,  32,  33,  34,  35  and 
36,  make  more  than  7  deliveries  a  week  to  any 
shopkeeper  or  consumer;  or 

(c)  provide  special  delivery  service  to  serve  a 
portion  of  an  area,  either  before  or  after  the 
regular  time  of  delivery  for  that  area,  to 
consumers. 

31.  No  distributor  shall  deliver  fluid  milk  to  a 
shopkeeper  or  consumer  on  Sunday  in  the  areas  named 
in  Column  1  and  described  in  Column  2  of  Schedule  1. 

32.(1)  No  distributor  shall  deliver  fluid  milk  to  a 
shopkeeper  or  consumer  on  Sunday  or  Wednesday  in 
the  areas  named  in  Column  1  and  described  in  Column 
2  of  Schedule  2. 

(2)  The  distributors  in  the  areas  described  in 
items  1  and  2  of  Schedule  2  are  exempt  from  subregula- 
tion 1  in  respect  of  deliveries  of  fluid  milk  to  a  factory 
to  employees  working  therein. 

(3)  The  distributors  in  the  ares  described  in  item 
6  of  Schedule  2  are  exempt  from  sulyegulation  1  in 
respect  of  deliveries  of  fluid  milk  to  schools  and  boats. 

33.  No  distributor  shall  deliver  milk  on  Sunday 
to  a  shopkeeper  or  on  Wednesday  to  a  consumer  in 
the  areas  named  in  Column  1  and  described  in  Column 
2  of  Schedule  3. 

34.  No  distributor  shall  deliver  fluid  milk  on 
Sunday  or  Wednesday  to  a  consumer  in  the  areas 
named  in  Column  1  and  described  in  Column  2  of 
Schedule  4. 

35.  No  distributor  shall  deliver  fluid  milk  on 
Sunday  to  a  consumer  or  to  a  shopkeeper,  or  on  Wed- 
nesday to  a  consumer  or  to  a  shopkeeper  for  resale 
for  consumption  off  the  premises  of  the  shopkeeper, 
in  the  areas  named  in  Column  1  and  described  in 
Column  2  of  Schedule  5.

FLUID  MILK 

INTERPRETATION 

1.  In  these  regulations 

(a)  "buttermilk"  means  the  product  that  remains 
after  the  butter  fat  is  removed  from  milk  by 
churning  and  includes  the  product  that  is 
obtained  by  adding  a  lactic-dcid  culture  to 
skim-milk; 

(b)  "cereal  cream"  means  fluid  milk  that  con- 
tains not  less  than  10  per  cent  and  not  more 
than  15.9  per  cent  of  butter  fat; 

(c)  "chocolate  drink"  means  fluid  milk  that 
contains  not  less  than  2  per  cent  of  butter 
fat  and  to  which  a  chocolate  flavouring  has 
been  added; 

(d)  "chocolate  milk"  means  fluid  milk  that 
contains  not  less  than  3  per  cent  of  butter  fat 
and  to  which  a  chocolate  flavouring  has  been 
added ; 

(«)  "fluid  milk"  means  milk  in  its  natural  state 
or  pasteurized  milk; 

(/)  "homogenized  standard  milk"  means  standard 
milk  that  has  been  subjected  to  a  mechanical 
treatment  that  prevents  separation  of  the 
butter  fat; 

(g)  "lactic  milk"  means  fluid  milk  in  which 
lactic  acid  has  been  produced  by  the  aid  of  a 
culture  and  that  has  an  acidity  between  .75 
and  .85  per  cent  and  contains  not  more  than 
2  per  cent  of  butter  fat; 

(A)  "partly  skimmed  milk"  means  fluid  milk  that 
contains  not  less  than  1.5  per  cent  and  not 
more  than  3.24  per  cent  of  butter  fat  and  not 
less  than  8.25  per  cent  of  milk  solids  other 
than  butter  fat; 

(i)  "skim-milk"  means  fluid  milk  that  contains 
not  more  than  1.4  per  cent  of  butter  fat  and 
not  less  than  8.5  per  cent  of  milk  solids  other 
than  butter  fat; 

(J)  "sour  cream"  means  fluid  milk  that  has  been 
allowed  to  sour  naturally  or  by  the  addition 
of  a  lactic-acid  culture  and  that  contains 
not  less  than  12  per  cent  of  butter  fat; 

{k)  "special  milk"  means  fluid  milk  that  contains 
not  less  than  4  per  cent  and  not  more  than 
9.9  per  cent  of  butter  fat  and  not  less  than 
8.5  per  cent  of  milk  solids  other  than  butter 
fat; 

(/)  "standard  milk"  means  fluid  milk  that  con- 
tains not  less  than  3.25  per  cent  and  not  more 
than  3.9  per  cent  of  butter  fat  and  not  less 
than  8  per  cent  of  milk  solids  other  than 
butter  fat; 


(m)  "table  cream"  means  fluid  milk  that  contains 
not  less  than  16  per  cent  and  not  more  than 
31.9  per  cent  of  butter  fat; 

(w)  "whipping  cream"  means  fluid  milk  that 
contains  not  less  than  32  per  cent  of  butter 
fat.

THE  MILK  INDUSTRY  ACT,  1954 

1.  The  marketing  plan  in  schedule  1  is  approved 
and  declared  to  be  in  force  in  Ontario. 

2.  The  local  board  named  in  schedule  1  is  given 
all  of  the  powers  set  out  in  sections  22  and  287  of  The 
Corporations  Act,  1953. 

3.  Ontario  Regulations  100/51  and  17/54  are 
revoked. 


SCHEDULE  1 
The  Milk  Industry  Act,  1954 

MARKETING  PLAN 

1.  This  marketing  plan  may  be  cited  as  "The 
Ontario  Cheese  Producers'  Marketing  Plan". 

INTERPRETATION 

2.  In  this  marketing  plan  "producer"  means  a 
producer  engaged  in  the  production  of  milk  delivered 
to  a  cheese-factory  and  there  manufactured  into  cheese. 

LOCAL  BOARD 

3.(1)  There  shall  be  a  local  board  to  be  known  as 
"The  Ontario  Cheese  Producers'  Marketing  Board". 

(2)  The  local  board  under  subsection  1  is  The 
Ontario  Cheese  Producers'  Marketing  Board  continued 
under  section  28  of  the  Act. 

4.  The  local  board  shall  consist  of  5  members. 

DISTRICTS 

5.  Producers  shall  be  divided  into  5  districts  as 
follows : 

(c)  District  1,  comprising  the  counties  of  Bruce, 
Elgin,  Grey,  Huron,  Middlesex,  Norfolk, 
Oxford,   Perth,  Waterloo  and  Wellington; 

(&)  District  2,  comprising  the  counties  of  Hastings, 
Northumberland,  Peterborough,  Prince 
Edward  and  Victoria; 

(c)  District  3,  comprising  the  counties  of 
Frontenac,  Lanark,  Leeds,  and  Lennox  and 
Addington ; 

(d)  District  4,  comprising  the  counties  of  Dundas, 
Glengarry,  Grenville  and  Stormont;  and 

(e)  District  5,  comprising  the  counties  of  Carleton, 
Prescott,  Renfrew  and  Russell. 

(2)  A  producer  in  a  territorial  district,  the  Pro- 
visional County  of  Haliburton,  or  a  county  not  included 
in  a  district  mentioned  in  subsection  1,  may  become 
a  member  of  the  county  group  of  producers  nearest 
to  his  place  of  production. 


COUNTY  GROUPS  OF  PRODUCERS 

6.  Producers  in  each  of  the  counties  named  in 
subsection  1  of  section  5  shall  form  a  group  of  producers 
to  be  known  as  a  "county  group  of  producers". 

COMMITTEES 

7.  There  shall  be  a  committee  in  each  district  to  be 
known  as  a  "District  Cheese  Producers  Committee". 

8.  The  county  groups  of  producers  in  each  district 
named  in  subsection  1  of  section  5  shall  on  or  before  the 
31st  of  December  in  each  year  elect  4  producer- members 
to  the  District  Cheese  Producers  Committee. 

ELECTION  OF  LOCAL  BOARD 

9.(1)  Each  District  Cheese  Producers  Committee 
shall  on  or  before  the  15th  of  March  in  each  year  elect 
one  producer-member  to  the  local  board. 

(2)  When  in  any  year  a  District  Cheese  Producers 
Committee  fails  to  elect  the  producer-member  to  the 
local  board  in  accordance  with  subsection  1,  the 
producer-members  of  all  District  Cheese  Producers 
Committees  may  elect  on  or  before  the  31st  of  March 
of  that  year  the  producer-member  to  the  local  board 
from  that  district. 

APPOINTMENTS  TO  LOCAL  BOARD 

10.(1)  When  in  any  year 

(o)  a  District  Cheese  Producers  Committee  fails 
to  elect  a  producer-member  to  the  local  board 
in  accordance  with  subsection  1  of  section  9, 
and 

(i)  the  producer-members  of  all  District  Cheese 
Producers  Committees  fail  to  elect  a  producer- 
member  in  accordance  with  subsection  2  of 
section  9, 

the  local  board  at  its  first  meeting  after  the  31st  of 
March  shall  appoint  such  producer-members  as  are 
necessary  to  complete  the  local  board. 

(2)  When  a  member  elected  to  the  local  board  dies 
or  resigns  before  the  31st  of  March  of  the  year  next 
following  the  date  of  his  election,  the  members  of  the 
local  board  may  appoint  a  producer-member  for  the 
unexpired  term. 

(3)  Each  producer-member  appointed  a  member  of 
the  local  board  under  subsection  1  or  2  shall  be  a 
producer  in  the  district  for  which  he  is  appointed.

Marketing  of  Cheese 

interpretation 

1.  In  these  regulations 

(a)  "Association"    means    The    Ontario    Cheese 
Producers'  Association  Limited; 
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(6)  "buyer"  means  an  original  buyer  of  cheese  for 
reselling  or  processing; 

(c)  "cheddar  cheese"  means  cheese  made  by  the 
Cheddar  process  from  matted  and  milled  curd, 
obtained  by  the  action  of  rennet  or  other 
coagulating  agent  on  milk  to  which  no  skim 
milk  has  been  added  or  from  which  no  milk 
fat  has  been  removed; 

{d)  "local  board"  means  "The  Ontario  Cheese 
Producers'  Marketing  Board"; 

(c)  "marketing  plan"  means  The  Ontario  Cheese 
Producers'  Marketing  Plan ; 

(/)  "operator"  means  a  processor  engaged  in  the 
business  of  manufacturing  cheese  from  milk 
bought  outright  by  him; 

ii)  "producer"  means  a  producer  engaged  in  the 
production  of  milk  delivered  to  a  cheese- 
factory  and  there  manufactured  into  cheese; 
and 

(h)  "salesman"  means  a  personi  other  than  an 
operator,  appointed  by  the  producers  to 
sell  the  cheese  manufactured  in  a  cheese- 
factory  from  milk  which  they  regularly 
supply  co-operatively  to  that  cheese-factory. 

LICENCES  FOR  PRODUCERS 

2.(1)  No  person  shall  be  a  producer  without  a 
licence  therefor  in  form  1. 

(2)  Every  producer  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the 
holder  of  a  licence  in  form  1. 

LICENCES  FOR  BUYERS 

3.(1)  No  person  shall  be  a  buyer  without  a  licence 
from  the  Board,  obtainable  on  application  therefor. 

(2)  An  application  for  a  licence  as  a  buyer  shall  be 
in  form  2. 

(3)  A  licence  as  a  buyer  shall  be  in  form  3. 

(4)  A  licence  as  a  buyer  shall  be  issued  annually 
for  the  period  from  and  including  the  1st  of  April  in 
the  year  in  which  the  licence  is  issued  to  and  including 
the  31st  of  March  in  the  following  year. 

4.  The  fee  for  a  licence  as  a  buyer  is  $1. 

EXEMPTION 

5.(1)  Persons  engaged  in  the  marketing  of  cheese 
other  than  cheddar  cheese  are  exempt  from  regulations 
6,  7  and  8. 

(2)  Persons  engaged  in  the  marketing  of  cheddar 
cheese  other  than  cheddar  cheese  of  Canada  First 
Grade  are  exempt  from  subregulation  5  of  regulation  6. 

MARKETING  OF  CHEESE 

6.(1)  All  cheese  produced  in  the  districts  named  in 
section  5  of  the  marketing  plan  shall  be  offered  for  sale 
through  cheese  exchanges. 

(2)  The  cheese  exchanges  named  in  Appendix  A 
shall  be  the  cheese  exchanges. 

(3)  No  person  shall  sell,  or  deliver,  cheese  from  a 
cheese-factory,  except  through  a  cheese  exchange. 

(4)  The  salesman  or  the  operator,  as  the  case  may 
be,  offering  cheese  for  sale  on  a  cheese  exchange  shall, 
on  the  day  of  the  cheese-exchange  meeting 

(c)  attend  in  person,  or  by  his  representative,  at 
the  cheese  exchange,  and 


(h)  list  with  the  secretary  of  the  cheese  exchange 
the  quantity,  grade,  size  and  colour  of  the 
cheese  offered  for  sale  from  the  cheese-factory. 

(5)  Where  a  salesman  or  an  operator,  as  the  case 
may  be,  offers  cheese  for  sale  on  a  cheese  exchange  on 
any  day  and  no  buyer  offers  to  buy  it  on  that  day,  the 
salesman  or  the  operator,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall 
shall  deliver  the  cheese  to  the  Association. 

7.  Subject  to  regulation  6,  the  Association  shall  be 
the  agency  through  which  cheese  may  be  marketed. 

8.(1)  Every  buyer  upon  receipt  of  cheese  through 
a  cheese  exchange  shall  forward  payment  in  full  to  tne 
Association  for  all  cheese  bought  within  5  days  of 
receipt  of  the  cheese. 

(2)  The  Association  shall  pay  to  the  local  board  the 
licence  fees  under  regulation  9 

(a)  for  all  cheese  for  which  payment  has  been 
received  from  buyers,  and 

(b)  for  all  cheese  received  by  it 

in  any  month  not  later  than  the  15th  of  the  following 
month. 

(3)  The  Association  shall,  within  3  days  of  receipt 
of  any  payment  for  cheese  from  a  buyer,  forward 
payment,  less  licence  fees  paid  under  clause  a  of  sub- 
regulation  2,  for  the  cheese  to  the  salesman  or  the 
operator,  as  the  case  may  be,  delivering  cheese  to  the 
buyer. 

LICENCE  FEES 

9.  Every  producer  of  cheese  shall  pay  licence  fees 
at  the  rate  of  3^  cent  for  each  pound  or  fraction  thereof 
of  cheese  manufactured  to  the  local  board  to  be  used 
by  it  for  the  purposes  of  carrying  out  and  enforcing 
the  provisions  of  Part  III  of  the  Act,  the  regulations 
and  the  marketing  plan. 

REVOCATION 

10.  Ontario  Regulations  101/51,  308/52,  146/53, 
18/54  are  revoked.

interpretation 

1.  In  these  regulations 

(a)  "buyer"  means  an  original  buyer  of  cheese 
for  reselling  or  processing; 

(b)  "local   board"    means   "The  Ontario   Cheese 
Producers'   Marketing  Board";  and 

(c)  "marketing  plan"  means  The  Ontario  Cheese 
Producers'  Marketing  Plan. 

PRICE  NEGOTIATING  AGENCIES 

2.(1)  There  shall  be  a  price  negotiating  agency  to 
be  known  as  "The  Negotiating  Committee"  of  10 
persons,  5  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  annually,  but 
not  later  than  the  1st  of  April,  by  the  local  board  and 
5  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  annually,  but  not  later 
than  the  1st  of  April,  by  the  buyers,  upon  the  request 
in  writing  from  the  Board. 

(2)  Where  either  the  local  board  or  the  buyers  fail 
to  appoint  their  respective  representatives  to  The 
Negotiating  Committee  within  7  days,  the  Board 
may  appoint  such  representatives  as  are  necessary 
to  complete  The  Negotiating  Committee. 

(3)  The  Negotiating  Committee  may  adopt  or 
determine  by  agreement 

(a)  minimum    prices    for    cheese    or    any    class, 
variety  or  grade  of  cheese, 

(6)  terms  of  purchase  and  sale  of  cheese, 

(c)  charges  for  marketing  cheese  or  any  class, 
variety  or  grade  of  cheese,  and 

(d)  forms  of  contracts  and  conditions  therein  for 
the  purchase  and  sale  of  cheese. 

3.  Where  The  Negotiating  Committee  fails  to 
arrive  at  an  agreement,  the  matters  in  dispute  shall  be 
referred  to  a  price  negotiating  agency  to  be  known  as 
a  "negotiating  board". 

4.(1)  The  negotiating  board  shall  consist  of  3 
members. 


(2)  One  member  may  be  appointed  by  the  5  mem- 
bers of  The  Negotiating  Committee  appointed  by  the 
local  board,  and  another  member  may  be  appointed  by 
the  5  members  of  The  Negotiating  Committee  appointed 
by  the  buyers. 

(3)  Where  2  members  are  appointed  to  the  negotiat- 
ing board  in  accordance  with  subregulation  2,  the  2 
members  so  appointed  may  appoint  a  third  member 
to  the  negotiating  board  but  where  the  2  appointed 
members  fail  to  agree  on  the  third  member  within  7 
days,  the  Board  may  appoint  a  third  member. 
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(4)  Where  the  5  members  of  The  Negotiating 
Committee  appointed  by  the  local  board  or  the  5 
members  of  The  Negotiating  Committee  appointed  by 
the  buyers  fail  to  appoint  a  member  to  the  negotiating 
board  within  7  days,  the  Board  may  appoint  such  mem- 
bers as  are  necessary  to  complete  a  negotiating  board. 

(5)  The  negotiating  board  may  decide  any  matters 
referred  to  it. 

DELEGATION  OF  AUTHORITY 

5.  The  Board  delegates  to  the  local  board 

(a)  the  power  to  exempt  from  the  marketing  plan 
or  any  order  of  the  local  board  any  class, 
variety,  grade  or  size  of  cheese,  or  any  person 
or  class  of  persons  engaged  in  the  marketing 
of  cheese  or  any  class,  variety,  grade  or  size 
of  cheese,  and 

(b)  to  require  persons  engaged  in  the  producing 
of  milk  for  manufacture  into  cheese,  or 
marketing  of  cheese,  to  register  their  names, 
addresses  and  occupations  with  the  local  board, 
to  require  such  persons  to  furnish  such  in- 
formation in  regard  to  cheese  as  the  local 
board  may  determine  and  to  inspect  the  books 
and  premises  of  such  persons. 

6.  The  Board  delegates  to  the  local  board  the  power 
to  prohibit  the  marketing  of  any  variety,  grade  or  size 
of  cheese. 

7.  The  Board  delegates  to  the  local  board  the  power 
to  stimulate,  increase  and  improve  the  marketing  of 
cheese  by  such  means  as  it  may  deem  proper. 

REVOCATION 

8.  Ontario  Regulations  102/51,  309/52  and  19/54 
are  revoked.

REGULATIONS  MADE  UNDER

Designation  of  Plant  Diseases 

1.  The  diseases  named  in  schedule  1  are  designated 
plant  diseases  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act. 

DUTIES  of  provincial  ENTOMOLOGIST 

2.  The  Provincial  Entomologist  shall 

(c)  instruct  inspectors  in  methods  of  controlling 
or  eradicating  plant  diseases, 


(b)  assist  inspectors  by  supplying  information  in 
respect  of  plant  diseases, 

(c)  supervise  the  work  of  the  inspectors,  and 

{d)  carry  out  his  duties  prescribed  under  the  Act 
and  these  regulations. 

DUTIES  OF  INSPECTORS 

3.  Inspectors  shall 

(a)  carry  out  such  duties  as  may  be  assigned 
by  the  Director  and  the  Provincial  Ento- 
mologist under  the  Act  and  these  regulations, 
and 

(b)  report  to  the  Director  and  the  Provincial 
Entomologist  on  inspections  with  respect  to 
the  control  or  eradication  of  plant  diseases. 

LICENCES  TO  OPERATE  NURSERIES 

4.(1)  An  application  for  a  licence  to  operate  a 
nursery  shall  be  in  form  1. 

(2)  A  licenceto  operate  a  nursery  shall  be  in  form  2. 

(3)  The  fee  for  a  licence  is  $1,  and  shall  be  for- 
warded with  the  application  for  the  licence. 

(4)  A  licence  expires  with  the  31st  of  December 
of  the  year  for  which  it  is  issued. 

LICENCES  FOR  DEALERS  IN  NURSERY  STOCK 

5.(1)  An  application  for  a  licence  as  a  dealer  in 
nursery  stock  shall  be  in  form  3. 

(2)  A  licence  as  a  dealer  in  nursery  stock  shall  be 
in  form  4. 

(3)  The  fee  for  a  licence  as  a  dealer  in  nursery  stock 
is  $1,  and  shall  be  forwarded  with  the  application  for 
the  licence. 

(4)  A  licence  expires  with  the  31st  of  December 
of  the  year  for  which  it  is  issued. 

ESTABLISHMENT  OF  PLANT  DISEASE 
CONTROL  AREAS 

6.(1)  Where  one  or  more  persons  petition  the 
Director  for  the  establishment  of  a  plant  disease 
control  area  for  any  designated  plant  disease,  the 
petition  shall  include 

(c)  the  defined  limits  of  the  area, 

(b)  the  name  of  the  plant  disease, 

(c)  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  owners  or 
occupiers  of  land  within  the  area,  and 

(d)  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  persons 
petitioning. 

(2)  A  petition  shall  be  in  form  5. 

(3)  On  receipt  of  a  petition  under  subregulation  1 
the  Director  shall  obtain  a  report  from  the  Provincial 
Entomologist  or  an  inspector  in  respect  of  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  plant  disease  control  area  petitioned  for. 

(4)  The  director  may  by  order  establish  the  area 
petitioned  for  as  a  plant  disease  control  area  with 
such  variations  and  for  such  period  of  time  as  he  deems 
proper. 

(5)  Where  a  plant  disease  control  area  has  been 
established  for  a  plant  disease  every  person  owning  or 
occuping  land  within  the  area  shall  carry  out  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  and  these  regulations  with  respect 
to  the  control  or  eradication  of  the  plant  disease  on 
his  land. 
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Co>rrROL  OR  Eradication  of  Plant  Diseases 

NX7KSERIES  AND  DEALERS  IN  NURSERY  STOCK 

7.(1)  No  f>erson  operating  a  nursery  shall  take  or 
use  or  permit  to  be  taken  or  used  stock  obtained  for 
purposes  of  propagation  from  any  tree  or  shrub  in- 
fected with  a  plant  disease. 

(2)  No  person  operating  a  nursery  or  no  dealer 
in  nursery  stock  shall  sell  or  permit  to  be  sold  nursery 
stock  propagated  from  stock  obtained  for  purposes  of 
propagation  from  any  tree  or  shrub  infected  with  a 
plant  disease. 

8.(1)  Every  person  licensed  to  operate  a  nursery 
or  be  a  dealer  in  nursery  stock  may  attach  to 

(a)  any  plant,  and 

{b)  where  more  than  1  plant  is  packaged  in  a 
box  or  other  container,  the  box  or  other 
container, 

a  certificate  as  to  the  freedom  from  plant  disease  of 
the  plant  or  plants,  as  the  case  may  be. 

(2)  The  Provincial  Entomologist  upon  the  report 
of  an  inspector  may  issue  the  certificate  to  the  licensee. 

(3)  A  certificate  shall  be  in  form  6. 


APPLE  MAGGOT 

9.  Every  person  who  is  the  owner  or  occupant  of 
land  on  which  there  are  apple  trees  or  hawthorn 
trees  in  a  plant  disease  control  area  for  apple  maggot,  or 
in  a  municipality  having  a  by-law  designating  maggot 
as  a  plant  disease  under  section  5  of  the  Act,  shall 

(a)  spray  the  trees  during  the  apple-growing 
season  with 

(i)  lead  arsenate, 

(ii)  DDT,  or 

(iii)  methoxychlor, 

at  such  intervals  of  time,  but  at  least  twice 
during  the  season,  as  will  ensure  destruction 
of  apple  maggot,  or 

(b)  cut  down  and  destroy  before  the  30th  of  June 
ail  hawthorn  trees  or  apple  trees  growing  on 
the  land. 


BACTERIAL  RING  ROT 

10.(1)  Where  bacterial  ring  rot  is  found  in  potatoes 
on  any  premises  on  or  before  the  17th  of  January,  the 
owner  or  person  in  possession  of  the  premises  shall,  not 
later  than  the  31st  of  January  next  following,  dispose  of 
all  potatoes  on  the  premises  in  the  manner  set  out 
in  subregulations  4  and  5. 

(2)  Where  bacterial  ring  rot  is  found  in  potatoes 
on  any  premises  after  the  17th  of  January,  the  owner 
or  person  in  possession  of  the  premises  shall  within  2 
weeks  dispose  of  all  potatoes  on  the  premises  in  the 
manner  set  out  in  subregulations  4  and  5. 

(3)  Potatoes  infected  with  bacterial  ring  rot  may 
be  disposed  of  for  any  purpose  other  than  for  seed. 

(4)  Subject  to  subregulation  5,  where  disposal 
of  potatoes  infected  with  bacterial  ring  rot  is  made 
in  a  manner  involving  removal  of  the  potatoes  from 
the  premises,  all  bags  or  other  containers  of  the  potatoes 
shall  be  marked  with  the  words  "TABLE  STOCK 
ONLY". 


(5)  Potatoes  infected  with  bacterial  ring  rot  in 
containers  not  marked  with  the  words  "TABLE 
STOCK  ONLY"  shall  be 

(a)  used  for  processing  purposes,  or 

(b)  fed  to  live  stock,  or

(.14)  "hotel-establishment"  means  an  establish- 
ment comprising  a  hotel  and  one  or  more 
cabins  or  cottages  operated  in  conjunction 
therewith ; 

(.15)  "inn"  means  an  establishment  operating 
throughout  the  year  and  which  has  facilities 
(or  ser\'ing  at  least  3  meals  a  day; 

(.16)  "inn-establishment"  means  an  establishment 
comprising  an  inn,  and  one  or  more  cabins  or 
cottages  operated  in  conjunction  therewith; 

(.17)  "inspector"  means  a  person  designated  as  an 
inspector  under  these  regulations; 

(.18)  "licence"  means  a  licence  to  operate  a 
tourist  establishment  other  than  a  tourist 
outfitters'  camp  under  The  Game  and  Fish- 
eries Act;

(.20)  "lodge"  means  an  establishment  operating 
only  part  of  the  year  and  which  has  facilities 
for  serving  at  least  3  meals  a  day ; 

(.21)  "lodge-establishment"  means  an  establish- 
ment comprising  a  lodge  and  one  or  more 
cabins  or  cottages  operated  in  conjunction 
therewith ; 

(.22)  "motel"  means  premises  which 

(a)  are  designed  to  accommodate  principally 
the  public  using  their  own  automobiles 
as  their  mode  of  transportation  when 
travelling  or  vacationing;  and 

(b)  are  not  a 

(i)  tourist  home,  nor 
(ii)  trailer-establishment; 

(.23)  "motel-unit"  means  a  rental-unit  in  a  motel; 
(.24)  "proper  authority"  means 

(a)  medical  officer  of  health,  or 

(b)  officer  of  the  Department  of  Health  of 
Ontario; 

(.25)  "rental-unit"  means  the  cabin,  cottage, 
room,  or  portion  of  the  establishment 
assigned  to  the  exclusive  use  of  a  guest-unit; 

(.26)  "semi-private  bath-room"  means  a  bath- 
room adjacent  to,  and  communicating  with 
each  of,  two  rental-units,  and  for  the  exclusive 
use  of  the  guest-units  in  them; 

(.27)  "sewage-disposal  device"  means  privy-vault, 
cesspool,  septic-tank,  or  reservoir  into  which 
a  privy,  water-closet,  stable,  or  sink,  is 
drained; 

(.28)  "tent"  includes  every  kind  of  temporary 
sleeping  accommodation; 
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(.29)  "testing  officer"  means 

(a)  medical  officer  of  health,  or 

(i)  officer  of  the  local  board  of  health,  or 

(c)  officer  of  the  Department  of  Health  of 
Ontario; 

(.30)  "tourist  establishment"  means  premises 
situated  wholly  within  a  municipality  or 
district  and  which  are  operated  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  travelling  or  vacation- 
ing public,  and  includes 

(c)  a  cabin-establishment,  or 

(b)  a  cottage-establishment,  or 

(c)  a  hotel  or  hotel-establishment,  or 
{d)  an  inn  or  inn-establishment,  or 
(e)  a  lodge  or  lodge-establishment,  or 
(/)   a  motel,  or 

(g)  a  tourist-home,  or 

(A)  a  trailer-establishment,  or 

(t)  any  combination  of  any  two  or  more  of 
the  establishments  in  subclauses  a  to  h, 
both  inclusive; 

(.31)  "tourist-home"  means  a  private  home  or 
dwelling 

(a)  that  is  not  part  of,  nor  used  in  conjunc- 
tion with,  any  other  tourist  establish- 
ment; and 

(b)  in  which  there  are  at  least  5  rooms  for 
rent  to  the  travelling  or  vacationing 
public,  whether  regularly  or  seasonally 
or  occasionally; 

(.32)  "trailer-establishment"  means  an  establish- 
ment comprising  land  used  or  maintained  as 
a  camping  or  trailer-parking  ground  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  travelling  or  vacation- 
ing public,  whether  or  not  there  is  a  charge 
made  for  the  use  of  the  camping  or  parking 
areas  therein,  and  includes  any  buildings  or 
shelters,  whether  permanent  or  of  a  tem- 
porary nature,  maintained  on  that  land  by 
the  owners  of  the  establishment,  but  does  not 
include  such  parks  or  camping  grounds 
maintained  by 

(a)  any  Department  of  the  Government  of 
Ontario  or  of  Canada,  or 

{b)  any  Crown  corporation,  commission,  or 
board. 

(2)  For  the  purposes  of  these  regulations,  each 
district  shall  be  deemed  to  be  one  municipality  regard- 
less of  whether  the  area  in  the  specified  inspectorate 
is  partly  or  wholly  without  municipal  organization. 


PART  I 
GENERAL  REGULATIONS 

APPLICATION 

2.  Regulations  3  to  50,  both  inclusive,  do  not 
apply  to  a  tourist  outfitters'  camp  under  The  Game  and 
Fisheries  Act  that 


(a)  is  not 

(i)  an  inn,  hotel,  lodge,  motel,  or  toyrist- 
home,  or 

(ii)   a  cabin-,  or  trailer-establishment,  or 

(6)  does  not  furnish  sleeping  accommodation,  or 
meals  in  a  permanent  structure,  or 

(c)   is 

(i)  in  a  part  of  Ontario  other  than  that 
described  in  subsection  1  of  section  21  of 
The  Game  and  Fisheries  Act,  and 

(ii)  operated  by  a  person  who  provides 
accommodation,  or  services,  for  not  more 
than  6  persons  at  the  same  time  for 
purposes  of  angling,  hunting,  or  camping, 
within  the  meaning  of  subsection  2  of 
section  21  of  The  Game  and  Fisheries  Act. 

LICENCE   REQUIRED 

3.(1)  No  person  shall  operate  a  tourist  establish- 
ment that  is  not  licensed,  except  a  tourist  outfitters' 
camp  under  The  Game  and  Fisheries  Act. 

(2)  A  licence  is  not  valid  unless  it  is  countersigned 
by  the  licence-issuer. 

(3)  Where  a  tourist-establishment  has 

(a)  a  main  building  with  or  without  other  build- 
ings on  the  same  premises,  and 

(6)  one  or  more  cabins  or  cottages  located  on  other 
premises  elsewhere  in  the  same  municipality 
or  district,  but  operated  from  that  main 
building, 

one  licence  to  operate  all  those  premises  in  that  muni- 
cipality or  district  may  be  issued  to  that  operator. 

4.(1)  An  applicant  for  a  licence,  or  for  renewal  of  a 
licence,  shall 

(a)  make  application  in  Form  1 ;  and 

(b)  file  the  application  with  the  proper  licence- 
issuer  together  with  a  fee  of  $5. 

(2)  Application  for  renewal  of  a  licence  shall  be 
made  not  less  than  2  weeks 

(a)  prior  to  expiry  of  the  current  licence,  where  the 
establishment  is  operated  year-round;  or 

(b)  prior  to  commencement  of  operation  in  any 
year,  where  the  establishment  is  operated 
only  part  of  the  year. 

(3)  Subject  to  regulation  5,  the  licence-issuer  shall, 
within  96  hours  after  he  has  received  the  application, 

(a)  issue  to  the  applicant  a  licence  in  Form  2,  and 

(6)  forthwith  transmit  to  the  Minister  a  copy  of  the 
licence. 

(4)  A  licence 

(o)  becomes  effective  on 

(i)   the  first  of  April  of  the  year  in  which  it 
is  issued,  or 

(ii)   the  date  on  which  it  is  issued, 
whichever  is  the  later;  and 

(b)  expires  with  the  following  31st  of  March, 
unless  sooner  suspended  or  cancelled. 
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5.(1)  Where  a  licence-issuer  reasonably  believes 
that  the  establishment  with  respect  to  which  an  appli- 
cation is  made 

(a)  is  not  wholly  within  the  municipality  or 
district  under  his  jurisdiction;  or 

(6)  does  not  comply  with 

(i)   the  Act,  or 

(ii)    these  regulations,  or 

(iii)   any    other    law,    regulation,    or   by-law, 
applicable  to  that  establishment;  or 

(c)  is  a  "public  place"  within  the  meaning  of 
The  Liquor  Control  Act  by  reason  of  a  declara- 
tion under  subsection  2  of  section  43  of  that 
Act; 

he  shall  refuse  to  issue  the  licence. 

(2)  Within  24  hours  after  his  refusal  the  licence- 
issuer  shall  transmit 

(a)  to  the  Minister, 

(i)   the  application,  and 

(ii)   a    report   setting   forth    the   reasons    for 
his  refusal;  and 

(b)  to  the  applicant,  by  registered  mail, 

(i)  a  copy  of  the  rep>ort  under  subclause  ii 
of  clause  a,  and 

(ii)  a  refund  of  the  amount  he  received  as  fee 
for  the  licence. 

TRANSFER   OF   LICENCES 

6.(1)  Where  a  licensed  tourist  establishment  is  sold, 
or  legal  ownership  thereof  passes  by  devolution  upon 
the  death  of  the  owner  or  in  any  other  lawful  mode, 
the  purchaser,  or  other  person  to  whom  the  legal 
ownership  has  passed,  may  obtain  transfer  of  that 
licence  upon 

(a)  filing  application  therefor,  and 

(6)  paying  a  fee  of  $1.00,  and 

(c)  surrendering  the  existing  licence. 

(2)  Application  shall  be  in  Form  3. 

(3)  Until  the  new  licence  is  received,  the  operator 
shall  display  in  a  conspicuous  place  near  the  accom- 
modation register,  a  legible  notice,  signed  by  the  new 
owner,  or  his  agent,  setting  forth 

(a)  the  licence  number  and  year  appearing  on  the 
surrendered  licence,  and 

{b)  the  name  of  the  person  to  whom  it  was  granted, 
and 

(c)  the  date  on  which  the  new  owner  complied 
with  clauses  a,  b,  and  c,  of  subregulation  1. 

(4)  The  new  owner  shall 

(a)  obtain  from  the  former  owner  so  much  of 
(i)   the  register,  and 

(ii)  all   records   required    to   be   maintained 
under  these  regulations, 

as  contain  entries  and  relevant  information  for 
at  least  one  year  prior  to  the  change  of  owner- 
ship, and 


(6)  maintain  those  entries  and  records  until 

(i)   the    expiration    of    the    period    of    time 
required  under  these  regulations;  or 

(ii)   he  delivers  them  to  a  .subsequent  new 
owner, 

whichever  event  occurs  first 


SUSPENSION  AND  CANCELLATION  OF  LICENCES 

7.(1)  Where  the  holder  of  a  licence  is  convicted  of 
a  violation  of  subsection  1  of  section  69  of  The  Liquor 
Control  Act,  the  Minister  shall  cancel  that  licence. 

(2)  Upon  written  request  of 

(a)  the  operator,  or 

ib)  the  owner  of  the  land  on  which  the  establish- 
ment is  situated,  or 

(c)  any  person  having  a  legal  or  equitable  interest 
in 

(i)   that  land,  or 

(ii)   the  establishment  thereon, 

the  Minister  may,  after  a  hearing,  revoke  the  cancella- 
tion of  that  licence. 

(3)  Notice  of  the  hearing  shall  be  sent  to 
(a)  the  person  making  the  request,  and 

{b)  the  licence-issuer  in  that  municipality,  and 

(c)  the  court  making  the  conviction,  and 

(d)  The  Liquor  Control  Board  of  Ontario,  and 

(e)  any  other  person  or  persons  whom  the 
Minister  may  deem  proper. 

8.(1)  Where  an  operator  violates 

(a)  the  Act,  or  these  regulations,  or 

(6)  a  by-law  passed  under  section  3  of  the  Act,  or 

(c)  The  Department  of  Travel  and  Publicity  Act, 
or  any  regulation  thereunder. 

the  licence-issuer  may  suspend  or  cancel  the  licence. 

(2)  Within  24  hours  after  suspending  or  cancelling 
a  licence,  the  licence-issuer  shall  send  by  registered 
mail 

(a)  to  the  Minister,  a  report  upon  such  suspension 
or  violation,  with  the  licence-issuer's  grounds 
therefor,  and 

(6)  to  the  operator,  a  copy  of  that  report. 

SURRENDER  OF  LICENCE 

9.  Upon  a  licence  being  suspended  or  cancelled, 
the  operator  shall  immediately  surrender  it  to  the 
licence-issuer. 

APPEALS  FROM  REFUSAL,  SUSPENSION,  OR 
CANCELLATION,   OF   A  LICENCE. 

10.  (1)  Where  a  licence-issuer  has 

(a)  refused  to  issue  a  licence  to  an  applicant,  or 
{]})  suspended  or  cancelled  a  licence, 
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upon  receipt  of  a  request  from  the  owner,  lessee, 
resident  manager,  or  other  person  in  charge,  of  the 
premises  in  issue,  the  Minister  shall  cause  a  hearing  to 
be  held. 

(2)  Notice  of  the  hearing  shall  be  sent  to 

(a)  the  licence-issuer,  and 

(i)  the  applicant  for  the  licence  or  person  to 
whom  the  licence  had  been  granted,  as  the 
case  may  be,  and 

(c)  the  person  making  the  request,  if  other  than 
the  person  referred  to  in  clause  b,  and 

(</)  any  other  person  whom  the  officer  assigned  to 
hold  the  hearing  may  deem  requisite. 

PROCEDURE   FOR   HEARINGS 

11.  (1)  Any  hearing  under  these  regulations  shall  be 

(o)  held  in  the  municipality  or  district  in  which 
the  establishment  concerned  is  situate,  and 

(b)  conducted  by  the  Deputy  Minister,  or  by  the 

(i)   Director,  or 

(ii)  Assistant  Director,  or 

(iii)   Chief  Inspector, 

of  the  Development  Branch  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Travel  and  Publicity,  who  shall  be 
assigned  by  the  Deputy  Minister. 

(2)  Notice  of  hearing  shall  be 

(a)  in  Form  4,  and 

(b)  sent  by  registered  mail  not  less  than  12  days 
before  the  date  appointed  for  the  hearing,  to 
each  person,  official,  or  Board,  required  to  be 
notified. 

12.  (1)  Each  person,  official,  or  Board,  notified  of 
a  hearing  shall  be  entitled  to 

(a)  be  present  personally,  and 

(b)  be  represented  by  counsel  or  an  agent,  and 

(c)  examine  or  cross-examine  each  witness. 

(2)  Where  any  person,  official,  or  Board,  having 
been  notified  of  a  hearing,  does  not  attend  at  the 
place,  time,  and  date,  appointed  the  hearing  may  pro- 
ceed fully  and  effectually  in  his  absence. 

(3)  Where  the  officer  conducting  the  hearing  for 
any  reason  deems  it  desirable  in  the  interests  of  natural 
justice  to  adjourn  a  hearing,  he  may  do  so  from  time 
to  time  upon  stating  the  place,  time,  and  date,  at  which 
the  hearing  will  be  resumed. 

13.  At  a  hearing 

(a)  each  witness  shall  be  subject  to  examination, 
cross-examination,  and  re-examination;  and 

(6)  all  exhibits  shall  be  open  to  inspection  by  each 
person,  official,  or  Board,  notified  of  the  hearing 
and  present  in  person  or  represented  by  counsel 
or  an  agent. 


14.  (1)  Forthwith  after  completion  of  the  hearing 
the  officer  conducting  it  shall  transmit  to  the  Minister 
a  report  containing 

(a)  a  synopsis  of  his  findings  of  fact,  and 
(fe)  his  recommendations  thereon. 


(2)  After  considering  the  report  and  any  further 
material  he  may  desire,  the  Minister  shall  make  such 
order  as  he  deems  proper  in  the  matter. 

(3)  Where  the  Minister  decides  to  suspend  a  licence 
the  period  of  suspension  shall  be  not  longer  than  30 
days. 


PART  II 

REGULATIONS  AFFECTING  PUBLIC  HEALTH 
AND  SAFETY 

LOCATION  AND  DRAINAGE 

15.  A  building  used  wholly  or  partly  for  sleeping- 
or  living-accommodation  for  guests  shall  be  located 
on  dry  and  well-drained  sites. 

16.  Where  necessary,  the  operator  shall  provide 
surface  drainage  to  ensure  that  casual  or  stagnant 
water  is  sufficiently  far  from  buildings  to  prevent  a 
nuisance  to  persons  accommodated  or  a  danger  to  their 
health. 


WATER   SUPPLY 

17.  An  operator  shall 

(a)  provide   an   adequate   supply   of   clean   and 
potable  drinking-water;  and 

(J)  take  reasonable  steps  to  ensure  that  no  person 
at  the  establishment  shall 

(i)  take  water  from  any  open  spring  or  well 
on  the  premises;  or 

(ii)  use  any  cup,  dipper,  ladle,  or  other 
receptacle  for  drinking  water,  in  common 
with  other  persons  not  in  the  same  guest- 
unit. 

18.  (1)  An  operator  shall  ensure  that  all  water 
supplied  on  the  premises  for  human  consumption  or 
the  preparation  of  food  shall  be  potable. 

(2)  Where  an  operator  has  no  reason  to  suspect 
otherwise,  he  may  assume  that,  at  the  point  where  it 
enters  upon  his  premises,  the  water  supplied  by  a 
municipality,  or  public-utility  authority,  is  potable. 

(3)  Where  drinking-water  from  any  source  is  not 
potable,  the  operator  shall  treat  it  under  the  direction 
of  a  testing-officer,  so  as  to  make  it  potable. 

(4)  Every  well,  spring,  reservoir,  faucet,  tap,  pipe- 
opening,  or  other  place,  from  which  non-potable  water 
is  available  shall  be  clearly  indicated  by  prominent, 
readily-legible,  signs  containing  the  words  "NOT  FIT 
FOR  HUMAN  CONSUMPTION",  in  letters  not  less 
than  ^-inch  high. 


TESTS 

19.  (1)  Where  drinking-water  is  not  supplied  by 
a  municipality  or  public-utility  authority,  the  operator 
shall  cause  it  to  be  tested  by  a  testing-officer  at  intervals 
not  greater  than  1  month  throughout  the  period  of 
operation. 

(2)  Where  an  establishment  operates  only  part  of 
the  year,  one  of  the  tests  shall  be  made  within  30  days 
prior  to  the  date  of  opening  in  that  year. 

(3)  Where  a  test  discloses  water  to  be  unfit  for 
human  consumption,  that  water,  and  all  water  from 
the  same  source,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  non- potable 
until  a  subsequent  test  discloses  that  it  is  potable. 
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(4)  Subregulation  4  of  regulation  18  shall  apply 
to  that  water  at  all  times  between  the  disclosure  of 
non-potability  and  the  subsequent  disclosure  of  pota- 
bility. 

(5)  The  operator  shall  display,  in  a  conspicuous 
place  in  that  part  of  the  establishment  in  which  the 
register  is  kept,  the  report  of  the  testing-officer  on  the 
most  recent  test  of  each  source  of  drinking-water. 

WELLS,     RESERVOIRS,     AND     PUMPS 

20.  (1)  A  well  from  which  drinking-water  is 
available  shall  be  so  constructed  and  located  that 
surface  contamination  and  drainage  cannot  enter  it. 

(2)  Open-top  reservoirs  shall  not  be  installed  or 
permitted  for  storage  of  drinking-water. 

(3)  A  reservoir  for  drinking-water  shall 

(a)  be  constructed  of  material  impervious  to 
water; 

(b)  be  free  of  leaks;  and 

(c)  have  its  openings  so  constructed  and  main- 
tained as  to  prevent  the  entrance  of  insects, 
birds,  or  animals,  or  other  sources  of  infection 
or  contamination. 

(4)  Where  a  pump  is  used  in  supplying  or  distri- 
buting drinking-water,  the  pump  and  its  connections 
shall  be  so  placed  as  to  prevent  contamination  of  the 
water. 

CONSTRUCTION   REQUIREMENTS. 

21.  Regulations  22  to  29,  both  inclusive,  shall  apply 


to 


(a)  any  tourist  establishment  established  after 
the  date  these  regulations  come  into  force; 
and 


(6)  any    addition     to    a 
existing  on  that  date. 


tourist    establishment 


22.  The  average,  clear,  interior  height  of  a  room 
shall  be  at  least  8  feet  measured  from  floor  to  ceiling. 

23.  (1)  No  cabin,  or  cottage,  or  motel-unit,  shall 
have  less  than  140  square  feet  of  clear  living-space, 
exclusive  of  bathrooms,  porches,  and  verandahs. 

(2)  A  sleeping-room  to  accommodate  3  or  more 
persons  shall  have  at  least  50  square  feet  of  floor  space 
for  each  person  to  be  accommodated. 

(3)  A  bathroom  shall 

(i)  be  not  less  than  4  feet  wide;  and 

(ii)  have  floor  area  not  less  than  30  square- 
feet. 

24.  A  cabin  or  cottage  shall  be 

(a)  at  least  12  feet  from  any  other  building;  and 

(b)  at  least  6  feet  from  a  side,  or  rear,  boundary 
of  the  land  on  which  the  establishment  is 
operated. 

25.  (1)  An  interior  wall  shall  be 

(a)  stained  or  painted  or  lined  with  a  material 
having  a  smooth  surface;  and 

(b)  so  constructed  that  it  may  be  kept  clean. 

(2)  All  exterior  walls  of  frame  construction  shall 
have  upright  studding 

(a)  of  nominal  size  not  less  than  2  inches  by 
4  inches,  and 


(6)  set  at  16-inch  centers. 


(3)  Where  logs,  log-siding,  or  log-slabs,  are  used 
they  shall  be  peeled  and  coated  with  varnish  or  some 
other  insect-repellant  material. 

(4)  Where  an  exterior  wall  or  any  member  thereof 
is  constructed  of  brick,  cement,  cinder-block,  concrete, 
stone,  or  other  masonry,  those  materials  shall  be  new, 
sound,  and  firmly  laid  in  cement  or  cement-line  mortar. 


26.  A  floor  shall  be 

(c)  constructed  of 

(i)   tongue-and-groove  lumber  treated  to  be 
insect  proof,  or 

(ii)   concrete,  or 

(iii)   some  other  insect-proof  material;  and 

(6)  supported  on  joists  of  which  the  lower  face  is 
not  less  than  6  inches  above  ground-level. 

27.  A  living-room,  sleeping-room,  or  kitchen,  shall 
have  one  or  more  windows  having  an  aggregate  glass- 
area  of  at  least  1/lOth  the  floor  area. 

28.  (1)  Every  window  shall 

(a)  be  capable  of  being  easily  opened  at  least 
half-way;  or 

(b)  be  equipped  with  screened  louvres  having  an 
aggregate  ventilating  area  not  less  than 
l/20th  of  the  floor  area  of  the  room  or  kitchen. 

(2)  Each  rental-unit  shall  be  so  constructed  and 
equipped  that  cross-ventilation  can  be  readily  obtained. 


29.  (1)  In  this  regulation 

(a)  "Class  'A'  construction"  means  construction 
conforming  to  subregulation  2; 

(b)  "Class  'B'  construction"  means  construction 
conforming  to  subregulation  3; 

(c)  "insulated  ceiling"  means  a  ceiling  conforming 
to  subregulation  4; 

(rf)  "suitable  facing-material"  means  a  facing- 
material  specified  in  clause  a,  b,  c,  or  d,  of 
subregulation  5. 

(2)  Class  "A"  construction  consists  of 

(a)  bricks,  or 

(Jb)  concrete  blocks,  or 

(c)  cinder  blocks,  or 

(d)  clay  blocks,  or 

(c)   clay  tiles, 

which  are  new,  sound,  and  laid  in  cement  or  cement- 
lime  mortar. 


(3)  Class  "B"  construction  consists  of  wood 
studding  of  not  less  than  2  inches  by  4  inches  nominal 
size 

(a)  set  at  not  more  than  16-inch  centers,  and 

{b)  with  the  spaces  between  the  studs  filled  with 
mineral  wool  or  other  fire-  and  sound-resistant 
insulation,  and 


(c)  faced  on  both  sides  by  suitable  facing- material. 
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(4)  An  insulated  ceiling  consists  of  combination  of 
joists,  flooring,  and  ceiling,  wherein 

(a)  the  flooring  is  laid  on  the  upper  side  of  the 
joists  and  is  staunchly  constructed  so  that 
dirt,  dust,  or  water,  will  not  drift  or  flow 
through  it;  and 

(b)  the  ceiling  is  firmly  affixed  to  the  lower  side 
of  the  joists,  and 

(i)  is  of  lath-and-plaster  or  of  a  material 
specified  in  clause  a,  b,  c,  or  d,  of  sub- 
regulation  5;  and 

(ii)  has  a  smooth  lower  surface  adequately 
finished  by  a  ceiling-surface  material;  and 

(c)  the  spaces  between  the  joists  are  filled  with 
mineral  wool  or  other  fire-  and  sound-resistant 
insulation. 

(5)  Suitable  facing  material  consists  of 

(c)  gypsum-  or  plaster-board,  or  wall-board,  at 
least  3/8ths-inch  nominal  thickness,  or 

(b)  ply-wood  or  pressed  board  at  least  J^th-inch 
nominal  thickness,  or 

(c)  wood  boards  at  least  K-inch  nominal  thickness, 
or 

(.d)  gypsum-lath 

(i)  at  least  3/8ths-inch  nominal  thickness,  or 

(ii)  plastered  on  the  outer  side  with  a  base 
coat  of  gypsum  hard-wall  plaster,  and 

(iii)  surfaced  smooth  with  a  finishing  coat  of 
hydrated  lime-putty  and  Plaster-of- Paris. 

(6)  Where  two  or  more  rental-units  adjoin  each 
other  under  the  same  roof,  they  shall  be  separated 
from  one  another  by  a  dividing  wall  of  Class  "A"  or 
Class  "B"  construction. 

(7)  Each  dividing  wall  shall  extend  from  the  floor 
of  the  rental-unit 

(c)  to  an  insulated  ceiling,  or 

(b)  where  that  rental-unit  has  no  insulated  ceiling, 
to  the  roof  of  the  building. 

(8)  Where  a  rental-unit  is  underneath  another 
rental-unit  the  ceiling  of  the  lower  unit  shall  be  an 
insulated  ceiling. 

TOILET  conveniences;  plumbing;  sewage  disposal 

30.  Where  a  room  is  equipped  with  a  water-closet, 
the  room  shall  be 

(o)  adequately  lighted,  and 

(b)  maintained  in  a  clean  and  sanitary  condition. 

31.  W^ater-flushed  or  water-fed  toilets  shall  be 
connected  to 

(a)  a  public  sewage-system,  or 

(6)  a  properly  constructed  septic-tank  and  absorp- 
tion system. 

32.  (1)  A  privy  shall  be 

(a)  adequately  lighted,  and 

(b)  so  constructed  and  maintained  that 

(i)  no  fly,  insect,  rat,  or  other  small  animal, 
is  able  to  gain  access  to  the  waste;  and 


(ii)  surface-  or  ground-water  does  not  enter 
the  pit  or  vault;  and 

(iii)  waste  in  the  privy  does  not  contaminate 
the  water-supply. 

(2)  In  every  privy 

(a)  all  wooden  seats  shall  be 

(i)   of  dressed  material,  and 

(ii)  maintained  in  a  sanitary  condition  by 
application  of  at  least  one  coat  of  good 
quality  enamel;  and 

(b)  all  interior  walls  shall  be  maintained  in  a 
sanitary  condition  by  application  of  at  least 
one  coat  of  good  quality 

(i)   paint,  or 

(ii)   washable  substitute  for  paint. 

33.  Where  there  are  central  water-closets,  privies, 
or  washrooms,  the  operator  shall  provide  separate 
facilities  for  male,  and  for  female,  persons  accom- 
modated with  separate  approaches  clearly  marked  for 
each  sex. 

34.  (1)  Where  a  room  or  privy  has  more  than  one 
water-closet  or  privy-seat,  as  the  case  may  be,  there 
shall  be  partitions  between  closets  or  seats,  constructed 
in  such  manner  as  to  ensure  complete  privacy. 

(2)  Where  there  is  no  other  law,  regulation,  or  by- 
law, with  respect  to  sewage-disposal  devices  in  the 
municipality  or  district  in  which  an  establishment  is 
located,  the  operator  shall  not  use,  nor  permit  to  be 
used,  any  such  device  imtil  he  has  received  from  the 
proper  authority  a  certificate  or  other  written  advice 
that  use  of  that  device  will  not  create  a  nuisance  or  be 
injurious  to  health  of  persons  accommodated. 

35.  (1)  Subject  to  subregulations  2  and  3,  where 
common  toilet-facilities  are  provided  at  a  tourist 
establishment  other  than  a  cottage-establishment, 
and  the  number  of  persons  entitled  to  use  those  common 
facilities  is  in  a  group  itemized  in  column  1  of  the  table, 
the  minimum  number  of  water-closets  or  privy-seats, 
and  the  minimum  number  of  wash-basins,  shall  be  as 
prescribed  in  columns  2  and  3,  respectively,  of  the 
table,  for  the  number  of  persons  in  the  group  in  column 
1:

(a)  it  is  impracticable  for  an  operator  to  comply 
with  subregulation  1;  and 

(b)  at  the  time  of  making  application  for  a  licence 
or  renewal  thereof,  the  operator  files  with  the 
licence-issuer  a  certificate  or  written  advice 
from  the  proper  authority  setting  forth  that 
in  his  opinion  the  existing  toilet-facilities  at

37.  Each  rental-unit  in  a  cottage-establishment 
shall  have  at  least  one  water-closet  or  privy  for  the 
exclusive  use  of  the  persons  accommodated  in  that 
rental-unit,  except  rental-units  in  a  cottage-establish- 
ment in  which  there  are  central  toilet-facilities  which 

(a)  are  for  the  use  of  all  guests  at  that  establish- 
ment, and 

(6)  have  water-flushed  toilets  and  wash-basins, 
in  the  numbers  prescribed  in  the  table  in 
subregulation  1  of  regulation  35. 

EQUIPMENT 

38.  (1)  Every  bath-room  for  use  by  guests  shall 
have  properly  installed  in  it 

(a)  a  bath-tub  or  shower-bath,  and 

(6)  a  basin-fixture  whereof  the  area  of  the  water 
at  its  highest  point  is  not  less  than  140  square 
inches,  and 

(c)  a  toilet-bowl,  and 

{d)  a  mirror  having  a  good  reflecting  surface  not 
less  than  12  inches  wide  and  18  inches  high, 
and 

(«)  toilet-shelving  having  usable  area  of  not  less 
than  60  square-inches  and  installed  near  the 
basin-fixture,  and 

(/)   a  device  for  hanging  or  stowing  towels,  and 

(g)  a  light-fixture  placed  conveniently  in  relation 
to  the  mirror,  and 

(A)  a  dish-bracket  or  impervious-surfaced  recess 
for  soap,  located  conveniently  to 

(i)Jthe  bath-tub  or  shower-bath,  and 
(ii)  the  basin-fixture,  and 


(*)  not  less  than  2  metal  wall-hooks  for  hanging 
garments,  and 

0)   a  bath-mat  of  water-absorbent  material,  and 

{k)  a  device  dispensing  toilet-paper. 

(2)  Each  toilet-bowl  shall  be  water-flushed. 

(3)  Each 

(a)  basin-fixture,  and 

(6)  bath-tub  or  shower-bath, 

shall  be  equipped  with  taps  or  faucets  supplying  hot 
water  and  cold  water. 

(4)  A  semi-private  bath-room  shall  have  2  doors 

(a)  opening  into  the  bath-room  and  fitted  with 
a  means  of  securing  them  shut  so  that  a 
person  using  the  bath-room  will  have  complete 
privacy,  and 

(6)  opening  sepjarately  from  the  two  rental-units 
served  by  the  bath-room. 

(5)  Before  a  guest-unit  occupies  a  rental-unit 

(a)  the  bath-room  and  all  fixtures  shall  be 
thoroughly  cleansed,  and 

{b)  the  bath-mat  shall  be  freshly  laundered. 

TRAILER   ESTABLISHMENTS 

39.  (1)  Camping-lots  shall  be 

(a)  arranged  in  rows;  and 

(b)  accessible  by  means  of  a  driveway 

(i)   so    constructed    that    automobiles    and 
trailers  will  not  become  mired;  and 

(ii)   at  least  20  feet  wide,  and 

(iii)  clearly  marked,  and 

(iv)  adequately  lighted  from  sunset  to  sunrise. 

(2)  The  operator  shall  designate  which  camping- 
lots  are  suitable  for 

(a)  trailers  only,  or 

(6)  tents  only,  or 

(c)  either  trailers  or  tents. 

(3)  Each  camping  lot  shall  have  an  area  of  at  least 
1500  square  feet  of  land. 

(4)  The  operator  shall  not  allow  a  trailer-establish- 
ment to  be  occupied  at  any  time  by  more  camping- 
units  than  in  the  proportion  of  25  for  each  acre  of 
land  at  that  time  suitable  for  accommodation  of 
camping-units. 

REGISTRATION   OF    PERSONS,   MOTOR  VEHICLES, 
AND  TRAILERS,   ACCOMMODATED 

40.  (1)  An  operator  shall  maintain  in  a  bound  book, 
or  by  means  of  a  card  index,  a  register  of  the  persons, 
motor  vehicles,  and  trailers,  accommodated  in  his 
tourist  establishment. 

(2)  A  person  accommodated  shall  enter  in  the 
register 

(a)  his  name  and  home  address;  and 

(Jb)  the  name  and  home  address  of  each  person 
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(i)   travelling  with  him,  and 
(ii)  accommodated  in  the  establishment, 
who  does  not  register  separately. 

(3)  A  person  travelling  by  motor  vehicle  and  ac- 
commodated in  a  motel,  or  a  cabin-  or  trailer-establish- 
ment, or  a  tourist-home,  shall  also  enter  in  the  register 
the  trade-name  of  the  motor  vehicle,  the  vehicle 
licence  number  thereof,  and  the  name  of  the  province, 
state,  or  other  authority,  issuing  that  vehicle  licence- 
number. 

(4)  The  operator  shall  enter  in  the  register 

(o)  the  name  or  number  of  the  cabin,  cottage, 
room,  suite,  or  camping  lot,  occupied  by  each 
person  accommodated;  and 

(b)  the  date  of  arrival  and  of  departure  of  each 
person  accommodated. 

(5)  A  person  accommodated  shall  not 

(c)  enter  false  information  in  the  register;  nor 

(b)  in  any  way  cause  false  information  to  be 
entered  in  the  register. 

(6)  An  operator  sh^U  not 

(c)  enter  in  the  register,  nor 

(b)  knowingly  permit  to  be  entered  in  the  register, 
any  information  he  reasonably  suspects  to  be  false. 

(7)  An  entry  in  the  register  shall  be  preserved  for 
at  least  one  year  from  the  date  of  that  entry. 

DUTIES   OF   OPERATORS 

41.  An  operator  shall 

(o)  maintain  the  grounds  of  the  establishment 
orderly,  tidy,  and  free  from  litter; 

(ft)  keep  all  grass  and  herbage  cut  sufficiently  so  as 

(i)   not    to    harbour    mosquitoes    or    other 
objectionable  insects; 

(ii)   to  prevent  ripening  of  weed-seeds,  and 

(iii)  to  present  a  neat  appearance;  and 

(c)  take  all  steps  necessary  to  prevent  nuisance, 
within  the  meaning  of  sections  80  and  81  of 
The  Public  Health  Act,  from  occurring  on  the 
premises;  and 

(d)  maintain  in  proper  condition  the  fences  of, 
and  the  signs  and  notices  on,  his  tourist 
establishment;  and 

(e)  keep  the  buildings  painted  and  repaired,  and 
in  a  clean  and  sanitary  condition;  and 

(/)   provide 

(i)  blinds  or  curtains  that  ensure   privacy 
for  persons  accommodated,  and 


(ii)   fly-screens     that     are 
material. 


of     fire-resistant 


for  each  window  of  a  rental-unit. 

42.  (1)  The  operator  of  a  tourist  establishment 
other  than  a  cottage-establishment  shall  have  in 
attendance  at  all  times  during  its  operation  at  least 
one  competent  adult. 


(2)  An  operator  shall 

(a)  display  his  tourist-establishment  licence  in  a 
conspicuous  place  near  the  accommodation 
register;  and 

(b)  display  upon  each  cabin,  cottage,  sleeping- 
unit  and  -suite,  a  distinctive  number,  letter, 
or  name;  and 

(c)  keep  posted  in  every  room  or  building  used 
for  sleeping  accommodation  a  notice  specifying 
the  rates  charged  for  the  room  or  building; 
and 

(d)  at  the  request  of  an  inspector  or  police  officer, 
produce  for  inspection  any  register,  licence,  or 
notice,  required  under  the  Act  or  these  regula- 
tions. 

(3)  An  operator  shall 

(a)  keep  the  furnishings,  equipment,  sanitary 
facilities,  and  appliances,  repaired  and  in  a 
clean  and  sanitary  condition  and  free  from 
rodents,  vermin,  and  other  pests;  and 

(b)  each  day  place  in  each  washroom  and  bath- 
room an  adequate  supply  of  soap  not  previously 
used;  and 

(c)  keep  adequate  supplies  of  toilet  tissue  in  each 
water-closet  or  privy;  and 

(d)  where  he  provides  bedding  for  a  person 
accommodated,  keep  the  bedding  in  a  clean 
and  sanitary  condition,  and  supply  freshly 
laundered  sheets,  pillow-cases,  and  towels. 

BOATS   AND   CANOES 

43.  Where  an  operator  supplies  boats,  canoes,  or 
other  water-craft,  for  use  of  persons  accommodated 
at  his  tourist-establishment,  he  shall 

(a)  maintain  those  boats,  canoes,  and  watercraft, 
in  repair  and  in  a  clean  and  safe  condition; 
and 

(6)  maintain  in  proper  repair  all  wharves,  docks, 
landing-places,  and  boat-houses,  on  or  used 
in  conjunction  with  the  premises. 


DUTIES   OF    PERSONS   ACCOMMODATED 

44.  No  person  accommodated  shall 

(a)  light  or  build  a  fire  except  in  equipment 
provided  by  the  operator  or  in  a  place  he 
designates;  or 

(6)  take  water  from  any  open  spring  or  well  on 
the  premises;  or 

(c)  use  any  cup,  dipper,  ladle,  or  other  receptacle! 
for  drinking  water,  in  common  with  other] 
persons  not  in  the  same  guest-unit. 


45.  (1)  An  operator  shall 

(c)  place    fly-tight    metal    garbage-containers    ir 
convenient  places  and  in  sufficient  numbers;| 
and 

(b)  ensure    that    the   garbage-containers   do    nc 
become  foul-smelling,  unsightly,  or  breedingi 
places  for  flies  or  other  insects;  and 

(c)  where    there    is    no    municipally-operated    ofl 
-authorized  garbage-removal  service,  dispos 
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of  garbage,  waste,  and  refuse,  by  incineration 
or  burial,  in  such  manner  as  will  not  create  a 
nuisance  or  pollute  water  on  the  premises;  and 

(d)  empty  and  clean  garbage-containers  at  least 
twice  a  week. 

(2)  A  person  accommodated  shall  place  garbage, 
waste,  and  refuse,  in  such  garbage-containers  or  other 
places  as  the  operator  designates. 

46.  Where  the  operator  permits  persons  accommo- 
dated to  prepare  or  cook  food  in  the  establishment,  the 
operator  shall 

(a)  provide  at  the  rental-unit,  or  other  place 
where  preparation  or  cooking  is  permitted, 
sufficient  covered,  metal,  garbage-containers 
to  contain  the  amount  of  garbage,  waste,  and 
refuse,  normally  expected  daih",  and 

(b)  cause  each  garbage-container  to  be  emptied 
and  cleaned  daily. 

FIRE   PREVENTION   AND  VENTILATION 

47.  An  operator  shall 

(a)  provide  fire-extinguishers  of  the  type  and  in 
the  number  recommended  by  the  local  fire- 
inspector,  and  keep  them  in  conspicuous  and 
well-marked  places;  and 

(b)  not  permit  a  person  accommodated  to  light 
or  build  a  fire  except  in  equipment  provided 
by  the  operator  or  in  a  place  he  designates; 
and 

(c)  display  or  post  adequate  signs  or  instructions, 
or  both,  informing  persons  accommodated  of 
the  location  of  fire-exits;  and 

(d)  take  such  precautions  as  are  necessary  to 
prevent  heating-devices  from  endangering 
the  health  or  safety  of  persons  accommodated, 
by 

(i)  the  exhaustion  of  oxygen  from  the  air,  or 

(ii)   the  production  of  carbon   monoxide  or 
other  noxious  gas  or  smoke;  and 

(e)  without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  fore- 
going, provide  such  devices  and  equipment  as 
will  ensure 

(i)   fresh  air  being  taken  into  the  rental-unit 
from  outdoors,  and 

(ii)   stale  air  and  noxious  fumes  being  vented 
to  the  open  air. 

PART  III 
ADMINISTRATION 

INSPECTION   AND   VIOLATIONS 

48.  (1)  Ofl^cials  and  employees  of  the  Government 
so  designated  by  the  Minister  shall  be  inspectors. 

(2)  Where  the  Director  of  the  Development  Branch 
of  the  Department  of  Travel  and  Publicity  has  been 
designated  an  inspector  under  these  regulations,  he 
shall  be  ex  officio  an  inspector  in  and  for  every  district 
and  shall  be  superior  to  every  district  inspector  and 
inspector  in  each  district. 

(3)  Where  the  Assistant  Director  of  the  Develop- 
ment Branch  has  been  designated  an  inspector  under 
these  regulations  and  the  Director  is  not  present,  the 
Assistant-Director  shall 

(c)  have  all  the  powers  and  authority  of  the 
Director,  and 


(6)  perform  all  the  duties  of  the  Director. 


(4)  Where  the  Chief  Inspector  of  Tourist  Estab- 
lishments has  been  designated  an  inspector  under  these 
regulations,  he  shall  be  ex  officio  an  inspector  in  and 
for  every  district  and  shall  be  superior  to  every  district 
inspector  and  inspector  in  each  district. 

(5)  Subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Minister,  muni- 
cipal councils  or  local  boards  of  health  may  designate 
officials  and  employees  of  the  council  or  board  of 
health,  respectively,  as  inspectors. 

49.  An  inspector  may 

(a)  enter  and  inspect  any  tourist  establishment; 

(b)  make  such  examinations  and  inquiry  as  may 
be  necessary  to  ascertain  if  the  operator  is 
complying  with 

(i)   the  Act  or  these  regulations,  and 

(ii)  a  by-law  passed  under  section  3  of  the 
Act,  and 

(iii)  The  Department  of  Travel  and  Publicity 
Act,  or  any  regulations  thereunder; 

(c)  during  an  inspection  be  accompanied  by 

(i)  a  duly  qualified  medical  practitioner,  or 

(ii)  a  building  inspector,  or 

(iii)  a  sanitary  inspector,  or 

(iv)  a  police  officer,  or 

any  two  or  more  of  the  persons  referred  to  in 
subclauses  i,  ii,  iii,  and  iv. 

50.  (1)  Where  an  inspector  discovers  premises 
which  he  believes  are  being  operated  as  a  tourist  estab- 
lishment without  a  licence  that  is  valid,  current,  and 
subsisting,  he  may  serve  upon  whomever  he  believes 
to  be  the  owner,  lessee,  resident  manager,  or  other 
person  in  charge  thereof,  written  notice  of  intention  to 
commence  proceedings. 

(2)  The  notice 

(a)  shall  be  in  Form  5,  and 

(b)  shall  be  valid  and  fully  eflFectual  although 

(i)   no  particular  person  is  named  therein,  or 

(ii)  the  person  therein  named  is  not  in  fact 
the  owner,  lessee,  resident  manager,  or 
person  in  charge. 

(3)  Service  of  the  notice  shall  be  valid  and  fully 
effectual  as  of 

(a)  the  date  upon  which  it  is  delivered  to  any 
adult  person  at  the  premises,  or 

(b)  the  third  day  after  the  date  upon  which  it  is 
deposited  in  any  Post  Office  in  Ontario  for 
transmission  by  registered  mail  with  postage 
and  registration  prepaid. 

(4)  The  notice  shall  allow  at  least  7  da\'s  from  its 
effective  date  for  compliance  therewith. 

(5)  Service  in  either  mode  prescribed  hereinabove 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  good  and  effectual  service  upon 
every  person  who  is  an  operator  as  defined  in  clause  b 
of  section  1  of  the  Act,  regardless  of  whether  that  person 
did  or  did  not  receive  the  notice. 
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(6)  In  any  case  where  the  premises  continue  to  be 
operated  as  a  tourist  establishment  without  a  licence 
after  the  date  specified  in  the  notice,  the  inspector 
who  gave  the  notice  shall  forthwith  thereafter  institute 
proceedings  against 

(a)  the  person  to  whom  the  notice  was  addressed, 
and 

(b)  any  other  person  the  inspector  believes  to  be 
an  operator  of  those  premises, 

(7)  Nothing  in  subregulations  1  to  6,  both  inclusive, 

(c)  shall    prevent    proceedings    being    instituted 
without  notice,  or 

(6)  be  a  defence  or  excuse  in  any  proceedings  so 
instituted. 

REVOCATION   AND   EFFECTIVE   DATE 

51.  The  following  regulations  are  revoked: 

(c)  Regulations  359  of  Consolidated  Regulations

ORDER  MADE  BY  THE  MINISTER  UNDER 
THE  PLANNING  ACT

(a)  "accessory  building"  means  a  detached,  sub- 
ordinate building,  not  used  for  human  habita- 
tion, located  on  the  same  lot  with  the  main 
building  and  includes  a  private  garage; 

(b)  "building-lot"  means  the  land  appropriated 
for  the  exclusive  use  of  one  residential  building 
with  accessory  buildings  or  the  land  appro- 
priated for  the  exclusive  use  of  one  commercial 
or  industrial  establishment;  and 

(c)  "dwelling-unit"  means  a  room  or  a  suite  of 
two  or  more  rooms,  designed  or  intended  for 
use  by  a  person  or  family,  in  which  sanitary 
conveniences  are  provided  and  in  which 
facilities  are  provided  for  cooking  or  the 
installation  of  cooking  equipment. 

2.  This  order  applies  to  the  lands  described  in 
Schedule  1. 

3.  For  the  purposes  of  this  order  a  building  is 
deemed  to  be  used  for  residential  purposes  if  it  contains 
one  or  more  dwelling-units. 

4.  (1)  No  building  to  be  used  for  residential  pur- 
poses shall  be  erected  on  a  building-lot  unless, 

(o)  where  neither  a  piped  water-distribution 
system  nor  sanitary  sewers  are  available,  the 
lot  has  a  frontage  of  at  least  200  feet  and  an 
area  of  at  least  2  acres;  or 

(6)  where  either  a  piped  water-distribution 
system  or  sanitary  sewers  are  available  and 
used,  the  lot  has 

(i)  a  frontage  of  at  least  100  feet;  and 

(ii)  an  area  of  at  least  10,000  square  feet  with 
an  additional  area  of  2,000  square  feet  for 
each  dwelling-unit  in  excess  of  one  in  the 
building;  or 

(c)  where  a  piped  water-distribution  system  and 
sanitary  sewers  are  available  and  used,  the  lot 
has 

(i)  a  frontage  of  at  least  50  feet  for  a  building 
containing  1  dwelling-unit,  60  feet  for  a 
building  containing  2  dwelling-units  and 
70  feet  for  a  building  containing  3  or  more 
dwelling-units,  and 

(ii)  an  area  of  at  least  5,000  square  feet  with 
an  additional  1,500  square  feet  for  each 
dwelling-unit  in  excess  of  one  in  the 
building. 

(2)  No  building  to  be  used  for  residential  purposes 
or  an  accessory  building  thereto  shall  be  erected, 

(a)  in  the  case  of  a  building-lot  where  a  piped 
water-distribution  system  and  sanitary  sewers 
are  available  and  used,  within  10  feet  of  a  side 
limit  of  the  lot  and  30  feet  of  the  rear  limit  of 
the  lot;  and 

(b)  in  all  other  cases,  within  20  feet  of  a  side  limit 
of  a  building-lot  and  30  feet  of  the  rear  limit 
of  a  building-lot. 


(3)  Where  a  building  is  used  for  residential  purposes 
only  that  building  together  with  the  usual  accessory 
buildings  shall  be  erected  on  the  building-lot. 

5.  (1)  No  building  or  structure  to  be  used  for 
commercial  or  industrial  purposes  shall  be  erected 
within  30  feet  of  the  side  and  rear  limits  of  any  building- 
lot; 

(2)  When  a  building  or  structure  on  a  building-lot 
is  used  for  commercial  or  industrial  purposes,  the  owner 
or  occupant  of  the  building  or  structure  shall  provide 
and  maintain,  within  the  limits  of  the  building-lot, 
parking  facilities  having  an  area  of  not  less  than  twice 
the  floor  area  of  the  building  or  structure  on  the  lot. 

6.  No  building  or  structure  of  any  nature  what- 
soever shall  be  erected  within  52  feet  of  the  limits  of 
any  highway  maintained  by  the  Department  of  High- 
ways or  within  25  feet  of  the  limits  of  any  other  public 
highway  or  road.

REGULATIONS  MADE  UNDER  THE  GAME 
AND  FISHERIES  ACT 


Open  Season  for  Deer  in  1955 

1.  Subject  to  subsection  1  of  section  9  of  the  Act, 
the  holder  of  a  licence  in  form  3,  5,  9,  or  10,  of  Regula- 
tions 124  of  Consolidated  Regulations  of  Ontario  1950 
may  hunt,  kill,  or  destroy,  deer  in  the  year  1955  in 
those  parts  of  Ontario  described  in 

(a)  schedule  1   from  the  1st  of  October  to  the 
25th  of  November,  both  inclusive, 

(6)  schedule  2  from  the  15th  of  October  to  the 
25th  of  November,  both  inclusive, 

(c)  schedule  3  from  the  22nd  of  October  to  the 
12th  of  November,  both  inclusive, 

(d)  schedule  4  from  the  1st  of  November  to  the 
25th  of  November,  both  inclusive, 

(«)  schedule  5  from  the  15th  of  November  to  the 
25th  of  November,  both  inclusive, 

(/)  schedule  6  from  the  7th  of  November  to  the 
19th  of  November,  both  inclusive, 

Cg)  schedule  7  from  the  7th  of  November  to  the 
12th  of  November,  both  inclusive, 

(h)  schedule  8  from  the  9th  of  November  to  the 
12th  of  November,  both  inclusive,  and 

(t)  schedule  9  from  the  23rd  of  November  to  the 
26th  of  November,  both  inclusive. 

2.  Only  shot-guns  may  be  used  in  1955  in  those 
parts  of  Ontario  described  in  items  2  and  3  of  Schedule 
8,  and  in  the  counties  of  Brant,  Huron,  Oxford,  Perth, 
and  Waterloo. 

3.  Ontario  Regulations  94/54  are  revoked.

(e)  to  co-operate  with  a  marketing  board,  a  local 
board  or  a  marketing  agency  of  any  other 
province  for  the  purpose  of  marketing  fresh 
peaches;  and

4.(1)  Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  local  board, 
the  Essex-Kent  Sett  Onion  Growers  Limited  is  de- 
signated the  marketing  agency  through  which  onions 
shall  be  marketed. 

(2)  All  onions  shall  be  marketed  through  the 
marketing  agency. 

(3)  No  person  shall  market  onions  except  through 
the  marketing  agency. 


REVOCATION  OF  APPOINTMENT  OF  MARKETING  AGENCY 

5.(1)  Where  a  vote  is  taken  under  section  4  of  the 
Act  and  the  percentage  of  persons  voting  in  favour 
of  the  continuance  of  the  scheme  and  these  reg- 
ulations for  the  marketing  of  onions  by  the  market- 
ing agency  designated  under  subregulation  1  of  regula- 
tion 4  is  less  than  the  percentage  required  under 
regulations  prescribing  the  manner  of  taking  of  votes 
persons  engaged  in  the  production  of  farm  products 
and  the  percentages  of  votes  required  under  section  4 
of  the  Act,  the  Board  shall  revoke  the  appointment 
of  the  marketing  agency  within  10  days  after  it  receives 
the  report  of  the  returning  officer  appointed  for  the 
taking  of  the  vote.

(c)  to  impose  such  service  charges  as  may  from 
time  to  time  be  fixed  by  the  local  board  for 
the  marketing  of  onions, 

(/)  to  pay  to  the  local  board  from  service  charges 
imposed  under  clause  e  its  expenses  in  carrying 
out  the  purposes  of  the  scheme, 

(g)  to  require  the  price  or  prices  to  be  paid  to 
the  producer  for  onions  to  be  forwarded  to 
the  marketing  agency, 

(A)  to  collect  from  any  person  by  suit  in  an\- 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction  the  price  or 
prices  of  onions  owing  to  the  producer. 


SERVICE   CHARGES 

7.  The  local  board  may,  from  time  to  time,  fix 
service  charges  to  be  imposed  by  the  marketing  agency 
for  the  marketing  of  onions. 
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PAYMENT  TO   PRODUCERS 

8.(1)  The  marketing  agency  shall  within  7  days 
after  receipt  from  the  dealer  of  the  price  or  prices  for 
onions  forward  payment  to  the  growers  for  the  onions, 
less  service  charges  imposed  under  clause  e  of  regulation 
6. 

(2)  E^ch  payment  under  subregulation  1  shall  be 
accompanied  by  a  statement  showing  the  grades  and 
the  quantity  of  each  grade  of  onions  sold,  the  price  or 
prices  paid  and  the  particulars  of  the  service  charges 
imposed  by  the  marketing  agency. 

9.  Ontario  Regulations  122/54  are  revoked.

(a)  "cleat"  means  a  short  member  of  shoring  and 
timbering  which  directly  resists  the  downward 
movement  of  a  strut  or  wale; 

(b)  "Minister"  means  Minister  of  Labour; 

(c)  "sheathing"  means  the  vertical  members  of 
shoring  and  timbering  which  directly  resist 
pressure  from  the  side  of  a  trench ; 

(d)  "strut"  means  a  transverse  member  of  shoring 
and  timbering  which  directly  resists  pressure 
from  sheathing  or  wales;  and 

(c)  "wale"  means  a  longitudinal  member  of 
shoring  and  timbering  which  directly  resists 
pressure  from  sheathing. 

METHODS   OF    SHORING   AND   TIMBERING 

2.  In  all  methods  of  shoring  and  timbering  of  a 
trench 

(a)  the  sheathing  shall  be  placed  against  the  side 
of  the  trench  so  that  the  length  of  each  piece 
of  sheathing  is  vertical; 

(b)  the  struts  shall  be 

(i)   horizontal,  and 

(ii)   at  right  angles, 

to  the  wales  or  sheathing  supported  thereby; 
and 

(c)  the  wales  shall  be  parallel  to 

(i)   the  bottom,  or 

(ii)   the  proposed  bottom, 

of  the  trench. 

3.(1)  The  sheathing  shall  be  held  securely  in  place

(3)  Where  wales  are  used  in  the  shoring  and  timber- 
ing of  a  trench,  the  smaller  dimension  of  the  wales  shall 
be  placed  against  the  sheathing. 

8.  The  size,  composition  and  arrangement  ot 
materials  used  for  shoring  and  timbering  may  vary 
from  the  provisions  of 

(a)  clause  a  of  regulation  6,  and 

(b)  regulation  7, 

but  only  to  the  extent  that  the  strength  of  the  shoring 
and  timbering  is  equal  to,  or  greater  than,  the  strength 
of  the  shoring  and  timbering  prescribed  in  regulation  7. 

9.  Where  2  or  more  pieces  of  sheathing  are  used 
one  above  another  in  the  shoring  and  timbering  of  a 
trench,  the  sheathing  shall  be  arranged  so  that  the

(a)  overlap  the  lowest  wales  supporting  the  pieces

INTERPRETATION 

1.  In  these  regulations 

(a)  "camping-area"  means  an  area  in  a  provincial 
park  set  apart  by  the  district  forester,  superin- 
tendent, or  other  person  in  charge  of  the 
provincial  park,   for  camping  purposes; 

(b)  "camp-site"  means  a  parcel  of  land  in  a 
camping-area  marked  by  stakes  planted  at 
each  of  the  four  corners  of  the  parcel  and 
identified  by  a  number  painted  or  otherwise 
placed  on  the  stakes; 


(c)  "officer"  means  the  district  forester,  superin- 
tendent, or  other  person  in  charge  of  a 
provincial  park,  or  a  forest  ranger; 

(d)  "parking-area"  means  an  area  in  a  provincial 
park  set  apart  by  the  district  forester,  superin- 
tendent, or  other  person  in  charge  of  the 
provincial  park,  for  the  parking  of  vehicles; 

(e)  "picnic  area"  means  an  area  in  a  provincial 
park  set  apart  by  the  district  forester,  superin- 
tendent, or  other  person  in  charge  of  the  pro- 
vincial park,  for  picnicking;  and 

(/)  "vehicle"  means  vehicle  as  defined  in  The 
Highway  Traffic  A  ct. 

DESIGNATION  OF  PROVINCIAL  PARKS 

2.  Each  of  the  provincial  parks  mentioned  in 
Appendix  A  and  described  in  the  schedule  of  Appendix 
B  in  which  its  name  appears  as  a  heading  thereof  is 
designated  as  being  under  Part  I  of  the  Act. 

3.  (1)  The  area  described  in  Apj)endix  C  is  set 
apart  as  a  provincial  park  to  be  known  as  "Mark  S. 
Burnham  Provincial  Park". 

(2)  Mark  S.  Burnham  Provincial  Park  is  designated 
as  being  under  Part  III  of  the  Act.

7.  (1)  No  person  shall  permit  a  horse,  dog,  or  other 
animal  to  be  at  large  in  a  provincial  park. 

(2)  Subregulation  1  applies  to  a  dog  or  other  animal 
on  a  leash  exceeding  6  feet  in  length. 

8.  (1)  Subject  to  The  Forest  Fires  Prevention  Ad, 
no  person  shall  set  out  a  fire  out-of-doors  within  a 
provincial  park  for  any  purpose  other  than  cooking  or 
obtaining  warmth. 

(2)  Any  person  who  sets  out  a  fire  out-of-doors 
within  a  provincial  park  in  any  place  other  than  a  fire- 
place provided  by  the  district  forester  or  superintendent 
in  charge  of  the  park  shall 

(a)  select  a  location  for  the  fire  free  from  flam- 
mable material,

from  spreading,  and 

(c)  extinguish  the  fire  before  quitting  the  location.

(a)  use  abusive  or  insulting  language,  or 

(b)  throw  stones  or  other  missiles,  or 

(c)  beg,  solicit,  or  invite  subscriptions  or  con- 
tributions,

(5)  The  fees  payable  for  a  permit  in  form  3  are 

(a)  for  each  sail-boat  or  each  boat  with  a 
pointed  bow  and  stern $2, 


(b)  for  each  boat  other  than  those  in  clause 

a $5. 

(6)  A  permit  to  keep  boats  for  hire  expires  with  the 
31st  of  December  next  following  the  date  of  issue. 

14.  (1)  An  officer  issuing  a  permit  in  form  2  or  3 
shall  issue  with  the  permit  a  quantity  of  number  plates 
equivalent  to  the  number  of  boats  covered  by  the 
permit. 

(2)  The  holder  of  a  permit  in  form  2  or  3  shall  attach 
in  a  conspicuous  position  to  the  starboard  bow  of 
each  boat  covered  by  the  permit  a  number  plate  issued 
with  the  permit. 

SALE    OF    GOODS    PROHIBITED 

15.  (1)  No  person  shall  sell  or  offer  for  sale  any 
article,  thing,  or  service,  within  a  provincial  park. 

(2)  Subregulation  1  does  not  apply  to  a  sale  con- 
ducted or  authorized  under  any  agreement  or  lease 
made,  or  licence  issued,  under  the  Act  and  the  regu- 
lations. 

TRAFFIC  RULES 

16.  (1)  Subject  to  subregulation  2,  where  there  is  a 
parking-area  in  a  provincial  park,  no  person  shall  park 
a  vehicle  except  in  a  parking-area. 

(2)  Where  a  p)erson  occupies  land  in  a  provincial 
park  under  a  deed,  lease,  licence  of  occupation,  or 
a  camp-site  permit,  he  may  park  a  vehicle  on  the  land 
so  occupied. 

17.  No  person  shall  park  a  vehicle  within  a  pro- 
vincial park 

(a)  within  50  feet  of  a  bridge,  or 

(6)  in  a  position  or  place  which  prevents  or  is 
likely  to  prevent  free  and  convenient  move- 
ment of  other  vehicles,  or 

(c)  in  any  prohibited  area. 

18.  (1)  .An  officer  may  direct  traffic  and  in  cases 
of  fire,  accident,  traffic  congestion,  or  other  emergency, 
may  direct  it  into  such  channels  as  are  necessary  to 
prevent  or  relieve  congestion  or  give  right  of  way. 

(2)  Every  person  shall  obey  any  direction  given 
under  subregulation  1. 

19.  No  person  shall  land  any  aircraft  within  any 
provincial  park  at  any  point  other  than  at  an  airport 
licensed  under  the  Aeronautics  Act  (Canada). 

Part  2 

mining  in  provincial  parks 

20.  Prospecting  and  staking  out  of  mining  claims  or 
the  development  of  mineral  interests,  or  the  working 
of  mines,  is  permitted  in  the  provincial  parks  as  provided 
in  the  regulations  under  this  Part,  made  under  clause  b 
of  subsection  1  of  section  27  of  the  .Act. 

21.  This  Part  applies  to  Algonquin  Provincial  Park, 
Lake  Superior  Provincial  Park,  Quetico  Provincial 
Park,  and  Sibley  Provincial  Park. 

22.  Before  prospecting  for  minerals  in  a  provincial 
park  a  prospector  shall 

(a)  obtain  permission  in  writing  from  the  prof>er 
mining  recorder  to  prospect  in  accordance 
with  this  Part,  and 

(b)  present  the  permission  in  writing  to  the 
district  forester  or  superintendent  in  charge 
of  the  park. 
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23.  All  matters  in  respect  of  a  mining  claim  staked 
in  a  provincial  park  shall  be  subject  to  The  Mining 
Act  and  the  regulations  made  thereunder  in  so  far  as 
they  are  not  inconsistent  with  this  Part. 

24.  Where  the  prospector  makes  a  discovery  of 
valuable  mineral  in  place,  he  may  stake  a  claim. 

25.  (1)  Where  the  prospector  stakes  a  claim,  he 
shall 

(a)  indicate  the  discovery  by  a  discovery-post, 
and 

{b)  attach  a  sketch  to  his  application  to  record 
showing 

(i)  the   location   of   the   discovery-post,   and 

(ii)  the  direction  and  distance  in  feet  or 
chains  from  the  No.  1  post  of  the  claim 
upon  which  the  discovery  has  been  made. 

(2)  Only  1  discovery  shall  be  required  for  a  group  of 
not  more  than  9  contiguous  claims  held  by  a  recorded 
holder.

26.  Claims  staked   in  Algonquin   Provincial   Park, 

Lake  Superior  Provincial  Park,  Quetico  Provincial 
Park,  and  Sibley  Provincial  Park,  shall  be  recorded 
in  the  office  of  the  mining  recorder  at  Toronto,  Sault 
Ste.  Marie,  Fort  Frances,  and  Port  Arthur,  respectivel^^ 


27.  Where  an  officer  of  the  Department  of  Mines 
inspects  a  discovery  and  files  an  inspection  report  in 
the  office  of  the  proper  mining  recorder,  and  the 
inspection  report  indicates  that  there  is  not  a  bona 
fide  discovery,  the  claim  shall  be  cancelled. 


28.  (1)  No  person  shall  erect  any  building  or 
structure  in  a  provincial  park  without  first  submitting 
to  the  district  forester  or  superintendent  in  charge  of 
the  park,  for  approval  in  writing,  2  copies  of  a  sketch 
or  plan  showing  the  location  of  the  building  or  structure 
and  the  specifications  and  type  of  construction  of  the 
building  or  structure. 

(2)  The  district  forester  or  superintendent  may 
approve  the  sketch  or  plan  or  may  approve  it  with  such 
alterations  as  he  deems  advisable. 

(3)  Where  the  district  forester  or  superintendent 
gives  an  approval  under  subregulation  2,  the  approval 
shall  be  in  writing. 

29.  (1)  In  the  case  of  Algonquin  Provincial  Park, 
Quetico  Provincial  Park,  and  Sibley  Provincial  Park, 
the  time  for  performing  work  shall  be  computed  from 
the  date  on  which  the  inspector's  report  is  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  proper  mining  recorder. 

(2)  In  cases  of  mining  claims  in  Lake  Superior  Pro- 
vincial Park  recorded  before  the  1st  of  November, 
1949,  and  which  are  in  good  standing,  the  time  for 
performing  work  shall  be  computed  from  the  1st  of 
November,  1949,  and  in  cases  of  mining  claims  in  that 
park  recorded  after  the  1st  of  November,  1949,  the 
time  for  performing  work  shall  be  computed  from  the 
date  of  recording. 


30.   (1)  Where   the   recorded    holder   of  a    mining 
claim 

(a)  is  granted  a  work  permit  under   The  Forest 
Fires  Prevention  Act,  and 

(6)  complies  with  regulations  22  and  23, 

he  shall,  subject  to  payment  of  the  prescribed  fee  or 
rental,  be  entitled  to  a  licence  of  occupation  for  the 
purposes  of  the  working  of  mines,  the  removal  of  ores 
and  minerals  therefrom,  and  the  developing  of  mineral 
interests. 


(2)  The  fee  or  rental  an  acre  for  a  licence  of  occupa- 
tion is 

(a)  for  the  first  year $1.00 

(6)  for  each  subsequent  year 25 

(3)  Licences  of  occupation  shall  be  issued  by  the 
Minister  of  Mines  and  the  fees  or  rentals  therefor 
collected  by  him.

(a)  "board"  means  board  of  management  of  a 
home  established  under  section  4  of  the  Act; 

(b)  "home"  includes  a  joint  home; 

(c)  "municipal  authority"  means  a  person  afH 
pointed  for  the  purposes  of  regulation  25 
by  the  council  of  a  municipality  or  by  the 
board  of  a  home  established  under  section  4 
of  the  Act; 

(d)  "provincial  authority"  means  a  District 
Welfare  Supervisor  or  District  Welfare 
Administrator  of  the  Dejiartment  of  Public 
Welfare  and  includes  a  field  worker  or  other 
employee  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Welfare  designated  to  act  as  a  provincial 
authority  by  the  Minister. 

QUALIFICATIONS  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 

2.  A  superintendent  shall,  at  the  time  of  appoint- 
Iment, 

(a)  be  in  good  health, 

(fc)  be  experienced  in  administration, 

(c)  have  a  specialized  knowledge  of  and  adequate 
experience  in  modern  methods  of  superin- 
tending a  home, 

(d)  have  a  sympathetic  understanding  of  prob- 
lems pertaining  to  a  home,  and  a  suitable 
personality  for  the  position,  and 

(e)  have  the  ability  to  retain  the  confidence  of 
the  staff,  and  to  direct  it  efficiently. 


QUALIFICATIONS  OF  STAFF  MEMBERS 

3.  (1)  Where  a  home  provides  separate  quarters 
for  residents  confined  to  bed,  the  nurse  of  the  home 
shall  be  registered  under  The  Nurses  Registration  Act, 
1951.

MEDICAL  EXAMINATIONS

4.  (1)  No  council  of  a  municipality  or  board  shall 
appoint  a  superintendent  or  a  member  of  the  staff  of

{d)  ensure  that  a  written  record  is  kept  of  the 
clothing,  valuables  and  other  personal  effects 
brought  by  the  applicant  to  the  home  upon 
admission  or  acquired  by  him  from  time  to 
time  after  admission, 

(e)  ensure  that  the  forms  required  under  the  Act 
and  these  regulations  with  respect  to  the 
admission  are  properly  completed  and  that 
a  written  record  is  kept  of  illnesses,  transfers, 
discharges  or  death  of  residents, 

(/)  be  responsible  for  the  receipt  from,  and  the 
disbursement  to,  residents  of  moneys  held 
for  residents  in  the  trust  account  established 
under  regulation  28  and  for  keeping  a  written 
record  of  all  those  receipts  and  disbursements, 
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ig)  organize  a  continuing  programme  of  useful 
activities  designed  to  stimulate  the  interests 
of  residents,  including  handicrafts,  recreation 
and  entertainment, 

(h)  encourage  the  participation  of  volunteer 
groups  and  individuals  from  the  community 
in  the  programme  of  useful  activities  for 
residents, 

(t)  allocate  proper  accommodation  to  residents, 
taking  into  consideration  their  sex,  the  type 
of  care  needed,  and  their  personal  habits, 

0)  purchase  provisions  for  the  home, 

(k)  ensure  that  residents  are  given  sufficient  food 
of  good  quality  and  adequate  nutritional 
value, 

(/)  ensure  that  a  separate  written  record  is  kept 
of  special  diets  for  residents  prescribed  by 
the  physician  to  the  home  under  subregulation 
3  of  regulation  18, 

(m)  ensure  that  an  adequate  supply  of  appropriate 
books,  periodicals  and  newspapfers  is  available 
for  residents  at  all  times, 

(n)  ensure  that  there  are  adequate  opportunities 
in  the  home  for  residents  to  participate 
regularly  in  religious  services, 

(o)  certify  all  bills  and  accounts  of  the  home,  and 

(/>)  hear  any  grievance  of  any  resident  and  correct 
it  if  deemed  necessary. 

RULES  GOVERNING  HOMES 

6.  Residents  of  a  home  shall  be  under  the  general 
supervision  of  the  superintendent. 

7.  (1)  No  resident  shall  leave  a  home  at  any  time 
without  the  permission  of  the  superintendent. 

(2)  Residents  may  smoke  only  in  the  areas  desig- 
nated by  the  superintendent  and  suitable  fire-resistant 
receptacles  shall  be  provided  in  the  areas. 

(3)  A  resident  may  sell  any  article  he  makes  and 
retain  the  proceeds  thereof  in  accordance  with  a  policy 
to  be  determined  by  the  council  of  the  municipality 
of  the  board  operating  the  home. 

8.  No  resident  shall  have  any  liquor  as  defined  in 
The  Liquor  Control  Act  in  his  possession  or  under  his 
control  in  the  home  except  upon  the  written  direction 
to  the  superintendent  from  the  physician  for  the  home.

(c)  a  detailed  report  on 

(i)  the  medical  history  of  a  resident  before 
admission,  and 

(ii)  all  physical  and  mental  examinations, 
and  all  illnesses  and  accidents,  after 
admission, 

{b)  observations  on  the  resident's  conduct  and 
behaviour  while  in  the  home, 

(c)  where  a  resident  is  discharged  from  the  home, 
the  name  and  address  of  the  person  or  in- 
stitution to  whom  or  which  he  goes  and 
the  date  of  discharge,  and 

(d)  where  a  resident  dies,  a  report  of  the  cir- 
cumstances of  the  death  including  the  name 
and  address  of  the  person  claiming  the  body, 
if  any. 

MEDICAL  SERVICES 

18.  (1)  At  least  once  a  year  each  resident  of  a  home 
shall  take  a  medical  examination,  conducted  by  the 
physician  for  the  home. 

(2)  The  physician  shall  keep  a  detailed,  written 
record  of  the  results  of  the  examination  of  each  resident.

UNORGANIZED  PORTIONS  OF  DISTRICTS

actual  cost  of  the  new  building,  addition  or  extension 
and  the  request  shall  be  certified  by  the  auditor  for  the 
home. 

(4)  E^ch  request  for  payment  shall  be  accom- 
panied by  a  certificate  of  an  architect,  who  is  a  member 
of  the  Ontario  Association  of  Architects  in  good 
standing,  certifying  that  the  foundations  are  laid,

CONDITION  OF  RESIDENCES,

INSPECTION  OF  PRIVATE  RESIDENCES,

METHOD,  MANNER  AND  TIME  OF  PAYMENT, 
SPECIAL-HOME  CARE

authority  in  writing  within  10  days,  giving  the  name  of 
the  person  and  the  address  of  the  residence.

TRUST  ACCOUNTS 

28.  (1)  Each  municipality  or  board,  as  the  case 
may  be,  shall  establish  and  maintain  a  trust  account  in 
a  bank  or  The  Province  of  Ontario  Savings  Office  in 
which  all  moneys  of  residents  held  for  safe-keeping  by 
the  superintendent  shall  be  deposited. 

(2)  Where  a  resident  has  money  upon  admission 
or  receives  money  while  he  is  resident  in  a  home, 
he  may  request  the  superintendent  to  deposit  it  in 
the  trust  account. 

(3)  Where  a  resident  has  money  deposited  for  him 
in  the  trust  account,  he  may  request  the  superintendent 
to  make  all  or  any  part  of  it  available  to  him  at  any 
time. 

(4)  The  superintendent  shall  keep  a  separate  book 
of  account  showing  all  deposits  to,  and  withdrawals 
from,  the  trust  account,  the  name  of  the  resident  for 
whom  the  deposit,  or  withdrawal,  is  made,  and  the  date 
of  each  deposit  or  withdrawal. 

(5)  The  superintendent  shall  provide  a  resident 
with  a  written  receipt  for  all  moneys  received  for 
deposit  in  the  trust  account  and  a  resident  shall 
provide  the  superintendent  with  a  written  receipt  for 
all  moneys  withdrawn  from  the  account  by  superin- 
tendent for  the  resident. 

29.  The  trust  account  established  under  regulation 
28  shall  be  audited  annually  by  a  chartered  accountant 
or  a  certified  public  accountant. 

PURCHASE  OF  PRODUCE  FROM  HOME  FARM 

30.  (1)  Where  a  home  operates  and  maintains  a 
farm  in  connection  with  the  home  and  uses  its  produce, 
the  home  shall  be  charged  with  the  current  monthly 
wholesale  price  of  the  produce  in  the  locality  in  which 
the  home  is  situate. 

(2)  All  produce  from  the  farm  used  by  the  home 
shall  be  invoiced  by  the  superintendent  and  the 
invoices  shall  be  submitted  each  month  during  the 
year  to  the  municipality  or  board  for  approval. 


BONDING  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 

31.  (1)  The  superintendent  of  a  home  shall  be 
covered  by  a  bond  of  a  guarantee  company  approved 
under  The  Guarantee  Companies  Securities  Act  in  an 
amount  or  amounts  satisfactory  to  the  municipality 
or  the  board,  as  the  case  may  be,  appointing  him. 

(2)  The  municipality  or  the  board,  as  the  case  may 
be,  shall  pay  the  cost  of  the  bond.

REGULATIONS  MADE  BY  THE  BOARD 
UNDER  THE  CHIRODODY  ACT 

INTERPRETATION 

1.  In  these  regulations  "secretary- treasurer"  means 
secretary-treasurer  of  the  Board.

2.  The  secretary-treasurer  shall  maintain  a  register 
of  persons  admitted  to  practise  as  chiropodists. 

REGISTRATION 

3.(1)  The   secretary-treasurer   shall    register   as   a 
chiropodist  any  person  who 

(a)  is  of  good  moral  character; 
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(b)  is  at  least  21  years  of  age; 

(c)  has  passed  the  examination  prescribed  by 
regulation  11; 

{d)  presents  evidence  that  he  has  completed  at 
least  3  months  clinical  experience  in  chiropody 
under  the  supervision  of  a  registered  chiro- 
f)odist;  and 

(e)  has  paid  the  registration  fee  prescribed  by 
clause  a  of  regulation  7. 

(2)  The  secretary-treasurer  shall,  without  payrnent 
of  any  fee,  register  a  person  who,  when  these  regulations 
come  into  force,  is  registered  as  a  chiropodist  under  the 
Act. 

CERTIFICATE  OF  REGISTRATION 

4.  The  secretary-treasurer  shall  issue  a  certificate 

(c)  of  registration  in  form  1  to  every  chiropodist

(a)  not  hold  himself  out  as  a  chiropodist  in  a 
manner  which  is  misleading,  unethical  or 
unprofessional, 

(b)  confine  all  advertisements  to  his  name, 
address  and  telephone  number  in  a  uniform 
list,  in  newspapers,  magazines,  directories  and 
similar  media  under  the  heading  "chiropodist", 

(c)  not  use  any  title  or  affix,  except 

(i)  his  degree  or  degrees,  and 
(ii)  the  word  "chiropodist"  or  "podiatrist", 

(d)  not  use  a  designation  which  does  not  include 
his  name, 

(e)  not  offer  in  any  manner  to  guarantee  a  cure, 
and 


(/)  display  his  name  conspicuously  at  his  place  of 
business. 

(2)  The  Board  may,  after  a  hearing,  suspend  or 
cancel  the  registration  of  any  chiropodist  found  to  have 
been 

(a)  guilty  of 

(i)  misconduct,  or 

(ii)  any  violation  of  the  Act  or  these  regu- 
lations, or 

(b)  ignorant  or  incompetent. 

(3)  Before  holding  a  hearing,  the  Board  shall  send 
by  registered  mail  to  the  chiropodist  at  his  last-known 
address  on  the  register  a  notice 

(c)  giving 

(i)  the   details   of   the   alleged   misconduct, 
violation,  ignorance  or  incompetence,  and 

(ii)  the  nature  of  the  evidence  in  support 
thereof,  and

demand  thereto  or  therein;  and  have  and 
hold  them  however  acquired  or  obtained,  and 
develop,  utilize,  use,  maintain,  operate  and 
improve  them  for  any  of  the  purposes  of  the 
Act; 

(6)  to  generate  and  produce  electrical,  pneumatic, 
hydraulic,  mechanical  or  other  power  or 
energy  in  that  part  of  Ontario  designated  in 
Appendix  A,  by  the  use  of  water,  coal,  steam 
or  oil,  or  by  any  other  means,  and  transform, 
transmit,  make  available  for  use,  distribute, 
deliver,  sell,  supply  and  generally  use  for  the 
purposes  of  the  Commission  the  electrical, 
pneumatic,  hydraulic,  mechanical  or  other 
power  or  energy  and  connect  the  works 
constructed  or  installed  for  these  purposes 
with  any  other  power  works  and  with  any 
system; 

(c)  for  the  purposes  of  clause  b  acquire  by  pur- 
chase, lease  or  otherwise,  hold,  improve  and 
use  real  and  personal  property,  acquire  by 
purchase  or  otherwise  water,  coal,  steam,  oil 
and  other  supplies,  and  construct,  maintain 
and  operate  works,  including  without  limiting 
the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  development 
works,  generating  plants,  transformer  stati'^ns, 
transmission  lines,  switching  and  regulating 
works,  distribution  lines,  access  and  other 
roads,  and  all  other  equipment,  plant  and 
works  and  things  required  for  or  incidental  to

(d)  under  clause  g  of  subsection  2  of  section  24 
of  the  Act  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate, 
and  acquire  by  purchase,  lease  or  otherwise, 
or  without  the  consent  of  the  owner  thereof 
or  of  any  person   interested   therein,   enter 


upon,  take  possession  of,  expropriate  and  use 
all  erections,  machinery,  plant  and  other 
works  and  appliances  for  the  transmission, 
transformation,  supply  and  distribution  of 
electrical  power  or  energy;  and  conduct, 
store,  transmit,  transform  and  supply  electri- 
cal power  or  energy  and  steam  for  the  purposes 
of  the  Act,  and  with  lines  of  wires,  poles, 
conduits,  pipes,  motors,  transformers  or 
other  conductors,  equipment  or  devices, 
receive,  conduct,  convey,  transmit,  transform, 
distribute,  supply  or  furnish  such  electrical 
power  or  energy  and  steam  to  or  from  or  for 
any  person  at  any  place,  through,  over, 
under,  along,  upon  or  across  any  land, 
public  highway  or  public  place,  stream, 
water,  watercourse,  bridge,  viaduct  or  rail- 
way, and  through,  over,  upon  or  under  the 
land  of  any  person.

MEETINGS  OF  THE  BOARD 

1.  Meetings  of  the  Board  may  be  called  at  any 
time  by  the  chairman,  or,  in  his  absence,  by  the  vice- 
chairman. 

2.  Notice  of  all  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be 
given  to  the  office  of  each  member  of  the  Board  at 
least  24  hours  before  the  meeting  but  no  notice  shall  be 
necessary  when  all  members  of  the  Board,  either 
before  or  after  the  meeting  sign  a  waiver  of  notice. 

3.  Four  members  of  the  Board  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  at  any  meeting  of  the  Board. 

EXECUTION  OF  DOCUMENTS 

4.  All  cheques,  notes  and  orders  for  the  payment 
of  money  shall  be  signed  by 

(a)  the  chairman,  or  other  member  of  the  Board 
as  the  Board  may  by  resolution  appoint  for 
the  purpx)se  of  signing,  and 

(b)  the  secretary,  treasurer,  manager,  or  other 
person  as  the  Board  may  by  resolution 
appoint  for  the  purpose  of  signing. 

5.  Contracts,  documents  and  instruments  in 
writing  requiring  execution  by  the  Board  may  be 
signed  by  the  chairman  and  the  secretary  or  the  Board 
may  by  resolution  appoint  2  persons,  at  least  one  of 
whom  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Board,  to  sign  those 
contracts,  documents  and  instruments  in  writing.

RULES  MADE  BY  THE  BOARD  UNDER

interpretation 

1.  In  these  regulations 

(a)  "buyer"  means  a  person  other  than  a  whole- 
saler who  buys  fruit  and  produce  from  a 
wholesaler; 

(b)  "buyers'  court"  means  the  court-yard  of  the 
Food  Terminal  Building; 

(c)  "cold-storage  section"  means  that  part  of  the 
Food  Termmal  Building  used  for  cold  storage 
purposes; 

(d)  "Farmers'  Market"  means  that  part  of  the 
Terminal  where  growers  of  or  dealers  in  fruit 
and  produce  sell  by  wholesale  to  retailers  and 
jobbers; 

(e)  "Food  Terminal  Building"  means  the  building 
at  the  Terminal  used  for  the  handling, 
processing,  storing,  and  selling  by  wholesale, 
of  fruit  and  produce; 

(/)  "officer"  means 

(i)  officer,  constable,  or  other  person  ap- 
pointed by  the  manager  of  the  Terminal 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  to 
enforce  these  rules, 

(ii)  a  member  of  the  Township  of  Etobicoke 
police  force,  and 

(iii)  a  member  of  the  Ontario  Provincial 
Police  Force; 

(g)  "truck"  means  a  commercial  motor  vehicle  as 
defined  in  The  Highway  Traffic  Act;  and 

(h)  "wholesaler"  means  a  tenant  who  rents  space 
in  the  Food  Terminal  Building  from  the 
Board  and  includes  his  employees  and 
subtenants. 


operation  of  vehicles 

2.  No  person  shall  drive,  or  cause  to  be  driven  an 
automobile,  motor-cycle  or  truck  within  the  Terminal 
at  a  speed  in  excess  of  20  miles  an  hour. 

3.  No  person  shall  park  or  stand  a  vehicle  within  the 
Terminal 

(a)  in  a  position  or  place  which  prevents  or  is 
likely  to  prevent  the  free  and  convenient 
nnovement  of  automobiles  and  trucks  within 
the  premises,  or 

(b)  in  any  prohibited  area. 

4.(1)  An  officer  may  direct  traffic  within  the 
Terminal  and  in  cases  of  fire,  accident,  traffic  con- 
gestion or  other  emergency,  may  direct  it  into  such 
channels  as  are  necessary  to  prevent  or  relieve  con- 
gestion or  give  right  of  way. 

(2)  Every  person  shall  obey  any  direction  given 
under  subregulation  1. 

5.  Subject  to  rules  3  and  4,  no  person  shall  operate, 
or  park,  or  stand,  an  automobile,  motor-cycle  or  truck 
within  the  Terminal  except  upon  roadways  or  other 
places  designated  for  operating,  or  parking,  auto- 
mobiles, motor-cycles  or  trucks. 

6.  No  person,  other  than  an  officer,  may  obstruct 
any  person  having  business  within  the  Terminal  from 
travelling  by  automobile,  motor-cycle  or  truck  along 
or  upon  roadways  or  other  places  designated  for 
travelling  by  automobiles,  motor-cycles  or  trucks. 

7.  Every  person  in  charge  of  a  vehicle  within  the 
Terminal  when  so  directed  by  an  officer  shall  drive, 
or  cause  to  be  driven,  the  vehicle 

(a)  to  a  parking  area  permitted  for  the  vehicle 
under  these  rules,  or 

(b)  to  a  place  designated  by  the  officer,  or 

(c)  from  the  Terminal. 

8.(1)  Every  person  driving  a  vehicle  within  the 
Terminal  shall  obey  all  traffic  signs 

(o)  erected  thereon,  or 

(b)  painted  on  roadways  therein. 

(2)  Where  a  traffic  sign  bearing  the  words  "STOP" 
is  erected  at  the  approach  to  a  roadway  in  the  Terminal 
every  person  driving  a  vehicle  on  approaching  that 
roadway  shall  bring  the  vehicle  to  a  full  stop  before 
proceeding  into  the  roadway. 

9.  No  person  shall  operate  an  automobile,  motor- 
cycle or  truck  within  the  Terminal  unless  he  is 

(a)  the  holder  of  a  chauffeur's  licence  or  an 
operator's  licence  issued  under  The  Highway 
Traffic  Act,  or 

(6)  is  exempted  from  holding  a  chauffeur's  licence 
or  operator's  licence  under  section  78  of  The 
Highway  Traffic  Act. 

10.(1)  No  person  shall  drive  carelessly  an  auto- 
mobile, motor-cycle  or  truck  within  the  Terminal. 

(2)  In  sub-rule  1,  "carelessly"  means  without  due 
care  and  attention  or  without  reasonable  consideration 
for  other  persons  using  the  Terminal. 

parking  in  areas  designated 

11.(1)  Where  an  area  has  been  designated  a  parking 
area  for  automobiles,  no  person  shall  park  a  vehicle 
other  than  an  automobile  in  the  parking  area. 
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(2)  Where  an  area  has  been  designated  a  parking 
area  for  trucks,  no  person  shall  park  a  vehicle  other 
than  a  truck  in  the  parking  area. 

(3)  Where  an  area  has  been  designated  a  reserved 
parking-area  for  automobiles,  or  trucks,  no  person  shall 
park  an  automobile,  or  a  truck,  as  the  case  may  be, 
in  a  parking  space  in  that  area  except 

(a)  the  person  who  is  the  tenant  of  the  parking 
space,  or 

(b)  with  the  permission  of  the  person  mentioned 
in  clause  a,  or 

(c)  the  person  to  whom  the  parking  space  has  been 
assigned  by  the  manager  of  the  Terminal. 

(4)  VVhere  the  manager  of  the  Terminal  has  assigned 
a  parking  space  under  clause  c  of  sub-rule  3,  he  shall 
issue  a  numbered  decalcomania  to  the  person  to  whom 
the  parking  space  has  been  assigned. 

(5)  The  person  to  whom  a  decalcomania  has  been 
issued  shall  affix  the  decalcomania  to  the  lower  right- 
hand  corner  of  the  windshield  of  his  automobile. 

(6)  No  person  shall  park 

(a)  an  automobile  under  sub-rule  1,  or 

(b)  a  truck  under  sub-rule  2, 

for  a  period  of  time  longer  than  24  hours. 

12.(1)  Subject  to  sub-rule  3,  no  person  shall  park 
or  stand  an  automobile  or  truck  at  the  rear  platform 
of  a  wholesaler  or  at  the  platform  of  the  cold-storage 
section  except  during  the  period  of  the  actual  loading 
or  unloading  of  the  automobile  or  truck. 

(2)  In  sub-rule  1  "rear  platform"  means  platform 
of  a  wholesaler  other  than  a  loading  platform  in  the 
buyers'  court. 

(3)  Except  with  the  permission  of  the  manager  of 
the  Terminal,  no  person  may  park,  or  stand,  any 
vehicle  at  the  rear  platform  of  a  wholesaler  during 
the  hours 

(fl)  from  4  p.m.  to  6  p.m.  each  day,  or 

(6)  from  8  p.m.  each  day  to  4  a.m.  the  day  next 
following  during  the  period  from  the  1st 
of  October  each  year  to  the  31st  of  May  the 
year  next  following. 

(4)  No  person  shall  transport  fruit  or  produce  to  or 
from  a  truck  in  the  buyers'  court  unless  the  truck  is 
backed  to  a  platform. 

(5)  For  the  purpose  of  loading  fruit  and  produce  a 
buyer  may  park  his  automobile  or  truck  backed  to  a 
platform  in  the  buyers'  court  for  such  period  of  time 
as  may  reasonably  be  required  for  the  loading  thereof. 

(6)  A  person  may  park  an  automobile  in  the  centre 
area  in  the  buyers'  court  from  12  noon  to  12  midnight 
each  day  the  Terminal  is  open  for  business. 


REPORTING  OF  ACCIDENTS 

13.  Every  driver  of  an  automobile,  motor-cycle  or 
truck  involved  in  an  accident  causing  personal  injury 
or  property  damage  on  the  premises  shall  immediately 
notify  an  officer  or  the  manager  of  the  Terminal  of  the 
accident. 


SELLING  BY  WHOLESALE  ONLY 

14.  No  person  shall  sell  fruit  and  produce  at  the 
Terminal  in  any  manner  except  by  wholesale  only. 


15.  No  person  shall  sell  or  offer  for  sale  at  the 
Terminal  any  goods,  wares  or  merchandise,  other  than 
fruit  and  produce,  except  as  authorized  by  the  Board. 


HOURS  OF  OPERATION  OF  TERMINAL 

16.  Except  for  Sunday,  New  Year's  Day,  Good 
Friday,  Victoria  Day,  Dominion  Day,  the  first  Monday 
in  August,  Labour  Day,  Thanksgiving  Day  and 
Christmas  Day,  the  Terminal  shall  he  open  for  selling 
of  fruit  and  produce 

(a)  commencing  on  the  Monday  next  following 
the  last  Saturday  in  September  to  and  includ- 
ing the  last  Saturday  in  December,  each 
year,  from  5.45  a.m.  to  2  p.m., 

(b)  commencing  on  the  Monday  next  following 
the  last  Saturday  in  December  each  year  to 
and  including  the  last  Saturday  in  February 
in  the  year  next  following,  from  6.45  a.m.  to 
to  3  p.m., 

(c)  commencing  on  the  Monday  next  following 
the  last  Saturday  in  February  to  and  includ- 
ing the  Saturday  immediately  before  the 
last  Sunday  in  April,  each  year,  from  5.45 
a.m.  to  2  p.m., 

(d)  commencing  on  the  Monday  next  following 
the  last  Sunday  in  April  to  and  including  the 
Saturday  immediately  before  the  last  Monday 
in  June,  each  year,  from  4.45  a.m.  to  1  p.m., 

(e)  commencing  on  the  last  Monday  in  June  to 
and  including  the  Saturday  immediately 
before  the  Monday  nearest  the  15th  of 
September,  each  year,  from  3.45  a.m.  to  1  p.m., 
and 

(/)  commencing  on  the  Monday  nearest  the  15th 
of  September  to  and  including  the  Saturday 
immediately  before  the  last  Sunday  in  Septem- 
ber, each  year,  from  4.45  a.m.  to  1  p.m., 

standard  time,  during  each  day  of  the  week. 


ENTRY  TO  THE  TERMINAL 

17.  No  buyer  shall  enter  the  Terminal  on  any  day 

(a)  before  the  time  of  opening  of  the  Terminal,  or 

(b)  later  than  1  hour  before  the  time  of  closing  of 
the  Terminal, 

and  no  buyer  shall  remain  in  the  Terminal  after  the 
time  of  closing  of  the  Terminal,  under  rule  16. 

18.  For  the  purpose  of 

(a)  delivering  fruit  and  produce  at  premises  of 
tenants  in  the  Terminal,  or 

(b)  loading  or  unloading  fruit  and  produce  at  the

(o)  damage  in  any  manner,  or

(2)  No  person  shall 

(a)  misuse  corridors,  washrooms  or  other  public 
parts  of  the  Food  Terminal  Building,  or 

(b)  create  a  nuisance  in  the  Terminal,  or 

(c)  remove  or  damage  or  interfere  with  any 
barricade  or  directional  sign  in^the  Terminal, 
or 

(d)  climb,  remove  or  damage  any  fence  in  the 
Terminal,  or 

(e)  interfere  with  the  use  or  operation  of  any 
gates,  locks,  equipment  or  supplies  of  the 
Board. 

(3)  No  person  shall 

(a)  throw,  or  dump,  or  cause  to  be  thrown  or 
dumped,  any  refuse,  or  fruit  and  produce, 

(b)  litter  the  premises  with  any  material, 
in  the  Terminal.

PARKING   OF   VEHICLES   ON   THE   KING'S    HIGHWAY 

1.  Subject  to  regulation  2,  where  a  person  parks  a 
vehicle  off  the  travelled  portion  of  the  King's  highway 
he  shall  park  his  vehicle 

(a)  on  the  right-hand  side  of  the  King's  highway 
having  reference  to  the  direction  in  whicn 
the  vehicle  has  been  travelling,  and 

(b)  so  that  the  left  side  of  the  vehicle  is  parallel 
to  the  edge  of  the  travelled  portion  of  the 
King's  highway. 

2.(1)  Where  a  person  parks  a  vehicle  in  an  area  ofiF 
the  travelled  portion  of  the  King's  highway  marked 
by  signs,  erected  and  maintained  by  the  Department, 
to  indicate  that  the  area  may  be  used  for  parking 
vehicles  at  an  angle  to  the  edge  of  the  travelled  portion 
of  the  highway,  he  shall  park  his  vehicle 

(a)  in  the  case  of  an  area  clearly  marked  out

(b)  in  all  other  cases,  between  the  signs  and  so

(ii)  the  left  side  of  the  vehicle  produced  to 
the  front  thereof  and  the  edge  of  the 
travelled  portion  of  the  highway  forms 
an  angle  of  not  less  than  40  degrees,  and 
not  greater  than  50  degrees.

(d)  within  20  feet  measured  from  a  line  drawn 
at  right-angles  to,  and  perpendicularly  from, 
the  edge  of  the  travelled  portion  of  the  King's

(f )  within  50  feet  of  the  nearest  rail  of  a  level 
railway-crossing,  or 

(A)  in  a  position  or  place  which  prevents,  or  is 
likely  to  prevent,  the  removal  of  any  vehicle 
already  parked  on  the  King's  highway,  or 

(i)  for  a  longer  period  of  time  than  3  hours 
between  12  midnight  and  7  a.m. 


(2)  Where  the  Department  erects  and  maintains

(c)  in  the  case  of  a  fire-hall  with  an  entrance-way 
to  the  King's  highway  for  the  use  of  fire- 
fighting  vehicles, 

(i)  25  feet  from  the  entrance-way  on  the 
same  side  of  the  highway  as  the  fire-hall, 
and 

(ii)  300  feet  from  the  entrance-way  on  the 
opposite  side  of  the  highway  to  that  of 
the  fire-hall,  and 
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(b)  in  the  case  of  a  school  under  The  Department 
of  Education  Act,  1954,  on 

(i)  both  sides  of  the  King's  highway  con- 
tiguous to  the  limit  of  the  land  used  for 
school  purposes,  and 

(ii)  both  sides  of  the  King's  highway  at  each 
end  of  that  limit, 

no  person  shall  park  a  vehicle  on  the  King's  highway 
between  the  signs. 

(4)  Signs  in  respect  of  schools  under  clause  b  of 
subregulation  3  shall  bear  the  additional  words  and 
figures  8.30  a.m.  to  4.30  p.m.  ON  SCHOOL  DAYS. 

PARKING  ON   HIGHWAYS   OTHER   THAN   THE   KING'S

LICENCE  OF   OCCUPATION  TO  EXPLORE  FOR   NATURAL 

GAS  AND  PETROLEUM  ON  CROWN  LANDS  UNDER  THE 

WATERS   OF   LAKE    ERIE,    THE   DETROIT    RIVER, 

LAKE    ST.    CLAIR,    THE    ST.    CLAIR    RIVER   AND 

LAKE  HURON 

1.  (1)  The  Minister  may  issue  a  licence  of  occupa- 
tion authorizing  the  holder  to  explore  for  natural 
gas  and  petroleum  on  Crown  lands  under  the  waters 
of  Lake  Erie,  the  Detroit  River,  Lake  St.  Clair,  the 
St.  Clair  River  and  Lake  Huron,  in  Form  1. 
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(2)  The  licence  shall  be  issued  only  upon  application 
in  writing  to  the  Minister. 

(3)  The  application  shall  be  accompanied  by 

(c)  a  sketch  and  description  of  the  area  for  which 
"application  is  made;  and 

(6)  a  statement  showing  the  financial  ability 
of  the  applicant  to  undertake  the  exploratory 
work  required  by  these  regulations. 

2.  The  licence  shall  be  for  an  area  not  in  excess  of 
eight  square  miles  with  rectangular  boundaries  where- 
ever  possible  but  in  no  case  shall  the  length  of  the 
area  be  more  than  twice  the  width,  except  where  the 
boundaries  of  adjoining  areas  granted  under  licence 
or  lease  are  irregular. 

3.  No  person  shall  apply  for,  hold  or  acquire  more 
than  3  licences  in  any  12-month  period. 

4.  The  licence  shall  be  for  a  term  of  3  years. 

5.  The  annual  fee  for  a  licence  of  occupation  shall 
be  15  cents  an  acre,  or  $200,  whichever  is  the  greater. 

6.  (1)  The  licensee  shall  expend 

(c)  during  the  first  year  of  the  term  of  the  licence, 
a  sum  averaging  $500.  a  square  mile  or 
fraction  thereof;  and 

(b)  during  each  of  the  second  and  third  years  of 
the  term  of  the  licence,  a  sum  averaging  $1000. 
a  square  mile  or  fraction  thereof, 

in    geophysical    exploration    or    drilling    on    the   area 
specified  in-  the  licence. 

(2)  Where  during  any  year  of  the  term  of  the 
licence  the  licensee  expends  an  amount  greater  than 
that  required  under  these  regulations  for  that  year, 
he  shall  be  entitled  to  credit  the  excess  amount  against 
the  sum  prescribed  to  be  expended  during  the  following 
year  or  years. 

(3)  On  or  before  each  anniversary  date  of  the  issue 
of  the  licence  the  licensee  shall  submit  a  sworn  state- 
ment to  the  Minister 

(a)  detailing  the  amount  and  manner  of  all 
expenditures  made  by  him  in  geophysical 
exploration  and  drilling;  and 

(6)  giving  the  full  particulars  of  the  work  and 
operations  carried  on  by  him,  during  the 
previous  12-month  period, 

on  the  area  specified  in  the  licence. 

(4)  Where  the  Minister  is  not  satisfied  by  the  sworn 
statement  of  the  licensee  that  he  has  expended  the 
sums  prescribed  by  these  regulations,  for  which  the 
statement  has  been  submitted,  the  Minister  may 
send  a  notice  by  registered  mail  to  the  licensee  at  his 
last-known  address  in  the  Department,  requiring  him 
to  submit  such  further  details  as  may  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Minister  be  necessary  to  prove  that  the  ex- 
penditure complies  with  these  regulations. 

7.  While  a  licence  is  in  force  the  licensee  shall  haye 
the  sole  and  exclusive  right  to  prospect  and  drill 
for  natural  gas  and  petroleum  on  the  area  specified 
in  the  licence. 

8.  A  licence  shall  not  grant  the  right  to  prosect  for 
mines  and  minerals  other  than  natural  gas  and  petro- 
leum and  shall  not  limit  the  staking  or  acquiring  of 
other  mines  and  minerals  under  the  Act. 

9.  The  Minister  may  at  any  time  enter  upon  the 
lands  specified  in  the  licence  and  remove  sand  and 
gravel  therefrom  or  may  authorize  any  other  person 
so  to  do  under  The  Beach  Protection  Act. 


NATURAL  GAS  AND  PETROLEUM  LEASES 


10.  (1)  Where  the  Minister 

(a)  is  satisfied  that  a  well  drilled  in  the  area 
specified  in  the  licence  has  ascertained  the 
presence  of  natural  gas  or  petroleum  in 
commercial  quantities;  and 

(b)  sends  a  notice  thereof  by  registered  mail  to 
the  licensee  at  his  last-known  address  re- 
corded in  the  Department, 

the  licensee  shall  within  60  days  after  the  date  of  the 
notice  make  an  application  for  a  lease  of  the  lands 
included  in  the  licence,  or  any  portion  thereof,  but  as 
far  as  practicable  the  longitudinal  boundaries  of  the 
area  shall  be  twice  its  width. 

(2)  Within  30  days  after  making  application  for 
lease  or  within  such  further  period  of  time  as  the 
Minister  may  authorize,  the  applicant  shall  have  the 
lands  to  be  included  in  the  lease  surveyed  by  an 
Ontario  Land  Surveyor  in  accordance  with  instructions 
from  the  Surveyor  General. 


11.  (1)  Where  the  Minister  has  accepted  an  applica- 
tion for  lease  and  the  applicant  has  complied  with 
regulation  6,  the  Minister  may  issue  to  the  applicant 
a  lease  authorizing  the  lessee  to  prospect  for  and  recover 
natural  gas  and  petroleum. 

(2)  The  lease  shall  be  in  Form  2. 

(3)  The  annual  rental,  subject  to  subregulation  6, 
shall  be  at  the  rate  of  $1  an  acre,  or  $640,  whichever 
is  the  greater. 

(4)  The  term  of  the  lease  shall  be  21  years. 

(5)  Royalty  shall  be  payable  to  the  Treasurer  of 
Ontario  on  natural  gas  and  petroleum  and  petroleum 
products  as  follows: 

(a)  on  all  natural  gas  produced  whether  con- 
sumed on  the  premises  or  sold  or  otherwise 
disposed  of, 

(i)  4  cents  per  1,000  cubic  feet,  or 

(ii)  10  per  cent  of  the  prevailing  field  price 
for  natural  gas, 

whichever  is  the  greater. 

(6)  on  all  petroleum  and  petroleum  products 
10  per  cent  of  the  actual  value  at  the  well- 
head. 


(6)  Where  during  any  year  of  the  term  of  the  lease 
the  lessee  pays  royalties  amounting  to  more  than  the 
annual  rental,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  credit  the  amount 
in  excess  of  the  annual  rental  against  the  rental  pay- 
able in  the  next  succeeding  year,  but  in  no  case  shall 
the  amount  of  royalty  which  may  be  credited  as  rental 
exceed  an  amount  greater  than  75  cents  an  acre. 

(7)  Where  the  production  or  distribution  of  natural 
gas  is  restricted  or  limited  under  The  Ontario  Fuel 
Board  Act,  1954,  the  Minister  may  reduce  or  suspend 
the  rental  payable  by  the  lessee  in  such  way  and  to 
such  extent  as  he  may  deem  expedient. 

12.  Where  commercial  production  of  natural  gas 
or  petroleum  is  obtained  and  where  at  any  time  before 
the  expiry  of  the  lease  the  Minister  is  satisfied  that 
the  productive  life  of  the  lease  is  longer  than  the  term 
thereof,  he  may  renew  the  lease  for  successive  periods 
of  not  more  than  21  years  each. 
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13.  The  lessee  shall 

(c)  keep  a  record  of  all  natural  gas,  petroleum 
and  petroleum  products  produced,  sold  or 
otherwise  disposed  of,  each  year  from  each 
well;  and 

(b)  within  30  days  after  each  anniversary  date  of 
the  lease  submit  to  the  Minister  a  sworn 
statement  showing  the  quantity  and  actual 
value  at  the  well-head  of  all  natural  gas, 
petroleum  and  petroleum  products  produced 
during  the  previous  12-month  period. 

14.  The  Minister  or  any  person  authorized  by  him 
may  at  any  time  enter  upon  the  lands  described  in  the 
lease  and  examine  all  books,  records  and  papers 
used  or  kept  in  connection  with  the  operations  of  the 
lessee  on  the  lands. 


15.  The  holder  of  a  licence  or  the  lessee,  as  the  case 
may  be,  shall 

(a)  within  60  days  after  the  completion  of  a  well, 
furnish  the  Minister  with  a  detailed  log  of 
the  well  and  a  plan  indicating  the  location 
and  elevation  of  the  well;  and 

(b)  submit  to  the  Minister  full  reports  and  plans 
of  all  geological  or  geophysical  examinations, 
boring,  prospecting,  or  other  e.xploratory 
work,  within  60  days  after  the  completion  of 
each  examination,  boring,  prospecting,  or 
other  exploratory  work. 

16.  If  default  is  made 

(o)  in  the  performance  or  observance  of  the  terms

INTERPRETATION 

1.  In  these  regulations 
(o)  "applicant"  means  applicant  for  a  bursary; 

(b)  "bursary"  means  a  Dominion-Provincial 
student-aid  bursary.  Type  A  or  Type  B ; 

(c)  "committee  of  award"  means  a  committee 
composed  of  not  more  than  5  members  ap- 
pointed by  the  Minister  to  represent  Ontario, 
and  one  member  appointed  by  the  Minister  of 
Labour  for  Canada  to  represent  Canada; 

(d)  "eligible  institution"  means  a  Canadian  uni- 
versity, an  Ontario  teachers'  college,  the 
Ontario  College  of  Education,  the  Ontario 
College  of  Art,  a  provincial  technical  or  poly- 
technical  institute,  the  Ontario  College  of 
Pharmacy,  Osgoode  Hall  Law  School,  the 
Canadian  Services  colleges,  or  a  high  school 
or  vocational  school; 

(e)  "non-resident  applicant"  means 

(i)  an  applicant  residing  with  a  parent  or 
guardian  who  lives  at  such  a  distance 
from  the  eligible  institution  he  is  attend- 
ing, or  proposes  to  attend,  that  the  cost  of 
ordinary  transportation  to  and  from  the

therein,  to  students  qualifying  for  entrance  to 

(a)  the  first  year  of  a  Canadian  university  or 
college  affiliated  therewith  in  a  full-time  under- 
graduate course,  other  than  divinity,  leading 
to  a  degree, 

(b)  the  one-year  course  at  an  Ontario  teachers' 
college,  and 

(c)  grade  XIII  of  the  general  course  of  a  secon- 
dary school  in  Ontario,  or  grade  XII  of  one  of 
the  4-year  vocational  courses  of  a  secondary 
school  in  Ontario.

9.(1)  For  a  grade  XIII  general  course  Type  A 
bursary  an  applicant  shall  obtain  pass  standing  and  an 
average  of  at  least  66  per  cent  on  the  papers  covering 
the  obligatory  and  optional  subjects  of  any  course 
leading  to  a  Secondary  School  Graduation  Diploma. 

(2)  The  applicant  shall  obtain  pass  standing  in  at 
least  4  of  the  papers  in  the  year  his  application  is  made. 

10.  For  a  grade  XII  vocational  course  Type  A 
bursary  an  applicant  shall,  in  the  current  academic 
year,  obtain  pass  standing  and  an  average  of  at  least 
66  per  cent  in  the  obligatory  and  optional  subjects  taken 
in  grade  XI  and  leading  to  a  Secondary  School  Gradu- 
ation Diploma. 


APPLICATIONS  FOR  TYPE   A    BURSARIES 

11.(1)  An  applicant  for  a  Type  A  bursary  shall 
make  application  to  the  principal  of  the  school  he 
attends  during  the  current  academic  year. 


(2)  The  principal  shall  complete  a  confidential 
report  on  the  applicant  and  forward  it,  together  with 
the  application,  to  the  Deputy  Minister  of  Education. 

(3)  The  application  and  report  shall  be  forwarded 
in  sufficient  time  for  the  Deputy  Minister  to  receive 
them  not  later  than  the  following: 

(a)  for  a  university  or  teachers'  college  bursary, 
June  18,  and 

(b)  for  a   technical   institute  or  grade   XIII    or 
grade  XII  bursary,  June  30. 

12.(1)  An  applicant  for  a  Type  A  bursary  who  is  not 
responsible  for  his  own  support  shall  be  considered  as 
an  applicant  for  a  Type  A  bursary  in  the  county  or 
territorial  district  in  which  his  parent  or  guardian  is 
ordinarily  resident. 

(2)  An  applicant  responsible  for  his  own  support 
shall  be  considered  as  an  applicant  for  a  Type  A  bursar>' 
in  the  county  or  territorial  district  in  which  he  ordinar- 
ily resides. 

PERSONS   ELIGIBLE   FOR  TYPE    B   BURSARIES 

13.  Application  for  a  Type  B  bursary-  may  be  made 
by  an  applicant  who  has  not  had  a  total  of  4  Type  B 
bursaries  in  previous  assistance  and  is  enrolled  in  a 
full-time  course  in  one  of  the  following: 

(a)  a    Canadian    university    or   college   affiliated 
therewith  but  only  where  the  applicant 

(i)  has  been  enrolled  for  at  least  one  year  in 
his  course  and  is  proceeding  towards  a 
degree  other  than  a  degree  in  Divinity, 

(ii)  has  obtained  an  average  of  at  least 
second-class  standing,  or  its  equivalent, 
on  the  examinations  held  immediately 
preceding  the  filing  of  the  application, 
and 

(iii)  is  not  repeating  a  year  in  the  same  or 
another  course  or  faculty,  unless  taking 
the  previous  course  was  a  requisite  for 
admission  to  the  present  course, 

(b)  an  Ontario  teachers'  college 

(i)  after  the  1st  of  January-  in  the  one-year 
course  if  a  teachers'  college  Type  .A 
bursary-  has  not  been  awarded  in  the 
current  academic  year,  or 

(ii)  after  the  1st  of  January  in  the  first  year 
of  the  2-year  course,  or 

(iii)  after  the  1st  of  September  in  the  second 
year  of  the  2-year  course, 

but  only  where  the  applicant  is  recommended 
by  the  principal  of  the  teachers'  college 
concerned, 

(c)  the  Ontario  College  of  Education 

(i)  upon  enrolment  in  an  academic  course 
if  the  applicant  has  obtained  an  average 
of  at  least  second-class  standing,  or  its 
equivalent,  on  the  university  e.xamina- 
tions  held  immediately  preceding  the 
filing  of  the  application,  or 

(ii)  after  the  1st  of  January  in  a  vocational 
course  if  the  applicant  has  obtained  an 
average  of  at  least  66  per  cent  on  the 
mid-year  examinations, 

but  only  where  the  dean  of  the  College  states 
that  the  applicant  shows  promise  of  being  a 
successful  teacher, 
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(d)  the  Ontario  College  of  Art  after  the  1st  of 
January  of  the  first  year  of  enrolment  or  at  any 
time  in  any  succeeding  year  of  the  applicant's 
course,  but  only  where 

(i)  the  applicant  is  enrolled  in  a  full-time 
course,  and 

(ii)  the  principal  of  the  college  certifies  that 
the  applicant  shows  aptitude  and  in- 
dustry in  the  course  in  which  he  is 
enrolled  and  promise  of  becoming  a 
successful  worker  in  some  phase  of  art  or 
craft  production, 

(e)  a  provincial  technical  or  polytechnical  insti- 
tute, where  the  applicant 

(i)  is  enrolled  in  a  full-time  day  course  of 
the  second  or  any  succeeding  year,  and 

(ii)  has  obtained  an  average  of  at  least  66 
per  cent  on  the  examinations  held  im- 
mediately preceding  the  filing  of  the 
application,  or 

(/)  the  Osgoode  Hall  Law  School  where  the  appli- 
cant 

(i)  is  enrolled  in  the  first,  second  or  fourth 
year  of  the  graduate  class,  or  the  third, 
fourth  or  sixth  year  of  the  matriculant 
class, 

(ii)  has    obtained    an    average    of    at    least 

second-class  standing,  or  its  equivalent, 

\  on   the  examinations  held   immediately 

preceding  the  filing  of  the  application, 

and 

(iii)  is  not  repeating  a  year  of  his  course. 


VALUE   OF   TYPE   B   BURSARIES 

14.(1)  Subject  to  subregulation  2,  the  maximum 
value  of  Type  B  bursaries  for  the  classes  in  column  1 
shall  be  as  set  forth  in  column  2  for  residents  and  column 
3  for  non-residents:

(2)  Where  an  application  for  a  Type  B  bursary  is 
for  the  second  or  any  succeeding  year  of  a  course  at  an 
eligible  institution  under  regulation  13  and  the  number 
of  eligible  applications  received  is  such  that  the  sum 
voted  by  the  Legislature  for  bursaries  is  insufficient  to 


pay  the  amounts  that  would  ordinarily  be  recom- 
mended, the  committee  of  award  shall  give  priority  to 
the  applications  of  students  who  received  assistance 
in  the  first  year  of  their  courses  of  study. 

APPLICATIONS   FOR  TYPE   B    BURSARIES 

15.  Before  submitting  his  application  for  a  Type  B 
bursary,  an  applicant  shall  be  enrolled  in  an  eligible 
institution  and  in  regular  attendance  in  the  year  and 
course  in  respect  of  which  he  is  applying  for  the  bur- 
sary. 

16.  (1 )  An  applicant  for  a  Type  B  bursary  shall  make 
application  to  the  head  or  registering  official  of  the 
eligible  institution. 

(2)  The  head  or  registering  official  of  the  eligible 
institution  shall  complete  a  confidential  report  on  the 
applicant  and  forward  it,  together  with  the  application, 
to  the  Deputy  Minister  of  Education. 

PAYMENT   OF    BURSARIES 

17.(1)  The  committee  of  award  shall  recommend 
to  the  Minister  the  payment  of  bursaries  to  applicants 
selected  by  the  committee  on  the  basis  of  academic 
merit  and  financial  need  and  who  comply  with  these 
regulations  and  thereupon  the  Minister  shall  forward 
the  amounts  recommended  to  the  eligible  institutions. 

(2)  The  eligible  institutions  shall  distribute  to 
successful  applicants  the  amounts  received  under 
subregulation  1. 

(3)  The  grant  of  a  bursary  under  these  regulations 
shall  iDe  subject  to  the  following  conditions: 

(a)  that  the  applicant  assist  in  financing  his 
education  by  engaging  in  remunerative  em- 
ployment during  vacation  periods,  and 

(6)  that  the  parent  or  guardian  of  a  successful 
applicant  who  is  not  responsible  for  his  own 
support  to  contribute  to  the  cost  of  the 
applicant's  education  in  an  amount  the  com- 
mittee deems  suitable. 

18.  A  Type  A  bursary  shall  be  paid  in  2  equal 
instalments,  the  first  within  30  days  after  the  head  or 
registering  oflScial  of  the  eligible  institution  certifies 
that  the  successful  applicant  is  in  regular  attendance, 
and  the  second  within  30  days  after  the  head  or  regis- 
tering oflScial  certifies  that  the  successful  applicant  is 
in  regular  attendance  for  the  second  term. 

19.  A  Type  B  bursary  shall  be  paid 

(a)  in  2  instalments  as  in  regulation  18,  or 
{b)  in  one  instalment, 
as  determined  by  the  committee  of  award. 

CANADIAN   SERVICES   COLLEGES 

20.  Students  attending  or  proposing  to  attend  the 
Canadian  Services  Colleges  shall  be  eligible  to  make 
application  for  university  Type  A  or  Type  B  bursaries, 
but  only  where  they  are  not  enrolled  in  the  regular 
officer-training  plan.
